_ On the 19th we caſt Anchor in St. Kathe- 
rine's Bay, in upwards of 12 Fathom Water, 
the Iſland Gaul, on the Brazi/ Coaſt, bearing 
N. by E. On the 20th we anchored in St. 
Koide e's Road; and the Day following 
we moored between the Iſland of St, Katherine 
and the Main. 

During our Stay here, the Commodore be. 
ing informed that many of the Seamen on 


board the Centurion, as well as the other Ships, 
were very ill, he gaveimmediate Orders, that 
ſuch as were Gckly and could not eat Salt Pro- 


viſions, ſhould be furniſhed with freſh Food, 
which was accordingly delivered to them. 
\ While we lay here, the Commodore gave 


Orders that every Ship ſhould take in freſh 
Water, and ſome of the Ships Crews were 


employ*'d in getting Water, whilſt others were 


| buſied in over hawling the Rigging. 


We continued at St. Katherine*s until the 


17th of Fan. 7, 1741, when the Commodore 


gave Orders for ſailing; and at our going off 
we ſaluted the Fort with 11 Guns, on which 
the Fort returned the fame Number. Five 
Days after we failed, we loſt Sight of the 
Pearl, who did not join us till the 17th of 


Feb. and on the 19th of the ſame Month we 
came to an Anchor off the River of St. Fulian®s, 


on the Coaſt of Patagonia, St. Fulian's Hill 
bearing S. W., by W. and the Southmoſt Land 
in Sight S. by E. diſtant from the Shore about 

three Leagues. 
Here mylelf and ſome other Officers went 
aſhore. This Port of St, Zulian is near Seals- 
4 Bay, 
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Bay, a Bay very famous for the innumerable 
Numbers of Creatures of that Name which are 
found there. by | _ 

Theſe Seals are often eat by Mariners, who 
flea the Skins off, and after having well falted, 
and drained the Blood from them, the Meat 
looks as white as Lamb, and 1s very good Vic- 
tuals ; and when it comes to be well pickled, it 


' will eat much better, The young Seals ſuck 


Z their Dams, who, as ſoon as they come aſhore, 


bleatz and immediately comes her young ones, 
and bleat about her like Lambs, and ſuck 
her: One old Female ſuckles four or five, and 
beats away other young ones that come near 
her, ſo from hence it may be concluded that 
. they have four or five at a Time, In this 
Bay, Seals may be ſeen ſwimming with their 
Heads above Water, with large Fiſh in their 
Mouths. | 
The Harbour's Mouth of Port St. Fulian 
” (where we lay) is in the Middle of the Bay of 
> Seals, but you cannot ſee it without, for one 
! Point ſhutting in the other, you muſt ſend a 
= Boat in to diſcover the Harbour at low Water, 
> and the Bar withour, for it is a barr'd Har- 
> bour. The Land in the Country over Port 
7} St. Fulian, on the Weſt Side, is high, cop- 
> ling, round Hills like blunt Sugar-loaves on 
the Top ; *tis the higheſt Land to be ſeen on 
all the Country, and there are no ſuch Hills 
beſides on the Coaſt. The Land is plain to 
the South without any Hill. 
The Indians at St. Fulians, are of a middle 
Stature and well ſhaped, tawny colour'd, with 
Fe, black 
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Hair not very long. They have a looſe Skin 


about their Bodies, and a Fur-ſkin about their 
Heads, and Peices of Skins about their Feet, 
and all the reſt of their Bodies naked, ſo that 


they can endure much Cold ; this Iſland be- 


ing moſt proper for young Men well grown 


and of good Shape; it being a dry and hun-- 


gry Air and Proviſions to be got with Pains, 
Their Faces are painted red and white, They 
ſeldom go abroad without their Dogs, which 
are of the Spaniſh Race, good large Curs, but 
yery tafne, any Man may havdle them, they 
are grey in Colour, and painted rsd in 
Spots. Here are Hundreds of Guinacoes and 
Oftriches in Companies near the Water fide, 
with Plenty of green Plovers and fone Swans, 
but not quite ſo large as ours, .tiiey are white 
except the Head, and half the Neck and Legs 
which are black.

In our Voyage from St. Katherine's to the 
River of St. Zulian, Capt. Kidd dy'd, and the 
Commodore appointed the Hon, George Mur- 
ray Commander of the Pearl, two ſucceed 


him. Catp. Kidd was a worthy and humane 


Commander, and univerſally reſpe&ted on 
board his Ship. By ſome Exprefſions that he 
dropp'd a few Days before his Death, he did 


not ſeem at all ro approve of the Condut 
of ſome of the Officers on board other Ships 


in the Squadron; for, ſaid he, in Words to 
this Purport, when ſome of his Officers were

lawful Orders. I wiſh this Voyage may an-

The Day after the Captain faid this, he 
Geparted this Life, greatly lamented by his 
Officers and Soldiers. 

Capt. David Cheap, who went out Com- - 
mander of the Tma! Sloop, ſucceeded Capt. 
Murray on Board the Yager, the Fate of which 
Ship, and the dreadful Calamities her Crew 
underwent, I will take Notice of in its proper 
Place. 

On the 26th of February, the Pearl having 
ſent a Complaint to Capt. Cheap of the Wager, 
that they were in great Want of Water, they 
had 12 Buts and two Puncheons fent on Board. 
The Reaſon of their being in Want of Water 
was, that they were obliged to throw a great 
Quantity over board, having (whilſt they had 
been ſeparated from the Fleer) been chas'd by 
five large Spaniſh Men of Yar, the Comman- 
der in Chief being diſtinguiſhed by a red broad 
Pendant, with a Swallow's Tail at his Main- 
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| of Water; ſhe likewiſe ſtove the long 
and threw her over- board, with Oars, Sails and 


all under Sa1l. 
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top-maſt Head, and a red Flag at his Enſfign- 
Staft. 

During the Chace, the Pearl, in order to 
clear Ship, threw overboard and ſtove 14 Tons 
Boat, 


Booms, and made all clear for engaging ; but 


| Night coming on, at Seven o*Clock ſhe loſt 
Sight of the Enemy ; at 5 in the Morning ſaw 


the Spaniſh Ships again two Points on the Lee- 
uarter, ſt1}] giving Chace and crowding all 


the Sail they could, but at Nine the Pearl loſt 


Sight of them entirely : T his was judged to be 


the Squadron of Admiral Pizarro, ſent out in. 


Purſuit of Commodore ſon. Had our Ships 
been all together, and fallen in with them, *tis 
probable we ſhould have given a good Account 
of them. While we lay OF Frans, we ſaw 
the Sea full of Shrimps, and red as if they were 
boiled, the Water appear*d tinctured to that 
Degree that it look*d like Blood. 


On the 27th of February, very early in the 
Morning, the Commodore made a Signal to 


weigh, and by eight o'Clock the Ships were 
Betore we got our far to Sea, 
the J/ager had Orders to fend on Board the 
Pearl tour more Puncheons of Water ; there 


_ being good Store of Water on Board all the 


Ships, it was thought neceſſary that the Pear! 
ſhould not be ſtinted, This Day we loſt Sight 


of the Gloucefter, but the next Day ſhe came 
again into the Squadron, having received ſome _ 


Damage, and was ſo unlucky as to break her 


Main-yard 1n the Slings. 


March 
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March 4. we paſſed through the Streights of 
Le Mair ;, Cape Diego on the Iſland of Terra 
del Fuego bore N. W. by W. and the Weſt 
End of the Iſland bore E.N. E. diſtant four 


Leagues, the whole Squadron being now under 
Reeft Courſes. The Iſland of Terra del Fuego 
| has the Streights of Magellan to the North, the 
Mare del Zur to the Weſt, and the Atlantick 


Ocean to the Eaſt, Cape Horn is the moſt 
South Cape. CE LOT 
Oa the 6th we had a very high Sea; and the 


| Anne Pink had the Rails and Timber of her 


Head on both Sides carried away, and ſuſtain- 
ed other Damage. In this Streſs of Weather 
ſhe was parted from the Squadron, but joined 
us the nexc Day. £ 

On the 7th and 8th, the Sea running very 
high, and the wy 29 being in ſome Want 


of an additional Carpenter, in the Evening, 


when it began to be ſomewhat calm, ſo that a 


Boat could live, the Commodore ordered the 


Carpenter of the Hager on Board the Glouceſter, 
to help repair her Main-yard, which ſhe un- 
fortunately broke a Fortnight before. | 

| On the 8th at Noon, we obſerved Cape 


St, Bartholomew bear North 84 Degrees Eaſt, 


about 229 Leagues diſtant, This Day the 
Wager*s Mizen-maſt, two Feet above the Awn- 
ing, was carried away z and, upon the Rowl of 
LS all her Chain- Plates to Windward broke. 
e are now in Lat. 56. 31. Long. 87.4,

| On the 1eth, about Ten at Night, we fell 
in with two ſmall Ilands, which at eight the 
next 
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Next Morning bore W.N.W, This Morning 
we loſt Sight of the Pear! and Severn. By the 
Compals we imagine ourſk]ves' to be in the 
Lat. 54. 00. South. Some of the Offers on 
Board are of Opinion, that they are the' Iſlands 
which lay off Brewer's Sreights, Lat. 54. 50. 
South, Long. 84: 56 Weit. 

The 11th and 12th Days a more violent 


Storm never. blew from the Heavens. The 
Wind was ful] Weſt, and ſuch a Swell was ne- 


ver ſeen, Abundance of the Seamen on Board 
our Ship were greatly territy'd, declaring they 


never ſaw a Sea rife lo high, notwithſtanding 


they had ſeveral Times ſailed in that Part of 


the Ocean, The Wind blew ſo violently on 
the 12th at Midnight, that not a Soul on Board 
us ever expected to ſee Day-Light. Our Ship 
was very tight, or ſhe muſt have gone to the 
Bottom ; but our brave @@mmodore, his well- 


experienc'd Officers, and brave Seamen, got 


the begter of the Wind and Weather, and kept 
her above Water, tho* her Maſts, Rigging, 
and Sails were greatly damaged. 

Oa the 13th in the Morning we ſaw nothing 
of the Pearl or Severn, Bring under Reefr 
Courſes, the Commodore bore down under the 
FHager*s Lee Quarter, and ſpoke with her. H's 
Fonoo: afk*d Capt. Cheap, If his Carpenter 
was returned from on Board the Glouceſter, 
The Captain reply*'d, * Ns, Sir, be 2s not 
* come, and I wonder that Capt. Mitchell 
s ſhould detain him, when he knows I want him on 
* Board my own Ship, The Commodore told 
him, he would ſpeak with the GloucrRer, and

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The Woager's People gave a diſmal Rela- 

' tion of the Hard{hips thar they had undergone 
in the Storm. About Six o' Clock the Morn- 
ing before, the Gunner of the Yager being on 
the Watch, and holding on the Topſai-Hall- 
yards to Windward, there broke a Sea on the 
Ship, which carried him over the Wheel, bilg'd 
the Cutter, and canted her off the Sheet's Bot- 
tom up athwart the Barge; it alſo half flFd 
the Long-Boat ; on. this the Boatſwain was for 
heaving the Cutter over-board, which, how- 
ever, was prevented by ſome of the other Ofi- 
cers, who informing the Captain (who was at | 
this Time fick in his Cabin) of the Boatſwain's 
Deſign, the Captain order'd his Lieutenant, 


' and ſome others of his Officers, to uſe all poſ- 


ſible Means to fave the Cutter, which was hap- 
- pily executed, the Lieutenant having got the 
Cutter in her Placeg ſcuttled the Long- - Boat, 
and got the Spritſail-Yard and Jib-Boom in. 

The 14th the Commodore aſk*d Capt. Cheap 
of the Wager, why he did not ſet his Topſail, 
and make more Sail ? He reply*d, < My Sails 
* and Rigging are all gone, my Tackling broke 
« fore. and alt; and greateſt Part of my 
« People ſick ; bur I will ſet them as ſoon as 
<« pollible.” The Commodore ſaid, Pray do, 
and make the beſt Sail you can after me. 

On the 14th the Weather was 2 little calm, 
on which the Gloucefter hoiſted out their Boar, 
an ſent the Carpenter of the J/ager on board 
ner ; he ummeduately waited on the Captain, 
who order'd him to look on the Chain Plates 

and Chains, to give his Opinion of the Maſt*s 
gong

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going away. The Carpenter, after having ex- 


amined them, as order'd, told the Captain the 
Chain Plates were all broke ; on which he 
ſhook his Head, and ſaid, 4h! Carpenter, 
that's not the Reaſon of the Maſt's going away, 
The Carpenter was a civil Man, and did not 
care to make Words about what was now paſt 
Prevention, ſo made no Reply to the Captain, 
but immediately fitted a Cap on the Stump of 
the Mizen-Maſt, got up a lower ſtudding Sail 
of 40 Feet, and hoiſted a Sail to keep the 
Ship to. RO: 

The 15th and 16th we had fine Weather ; 
but from the latter End of laſt Month to this 
Time, it was impoſſible for any Boat to live on 
the Sea. 
| On the 19th the Commodore gave Orders, 
that all the Ships in the Squadron ſhould be 
employ'd in mending and repairing their Rig- 
ging, which had been torn and deſtroy'd in the 


late Storm. The Yager and Anne Pink bent a 


new Main-ſail, and reef'd them ; the Glouceſter 
fix'd her Main-yard, and all the Ships did what 
was neceſſary to be done, purſuant to their 
Orders. 

This Day the Commodore and Tryal Sloop 
kept a-head of the Squadron a conſiderable Di- 
ſtance: At Night we put out a Light to guide 
the Reſt of the Fleet, but in the Morning ſaw 
none of them, only the Anne Galley. 

This Day was the laſt Time I ever ſaw that 
unfortunate Ship the Wager, It our Fate was 
hard, in encountering ſo many Difficulties after 
we pared with the Wager, yet I think there 1s

| tunes attended the unhappy Captain and his 
Crew, that if related, they would ſcarcely gain 
Credit with the impartial Reader. 

Before I proceed to give a Journal of our 
Voyage, I think it neceſſary to introduce a 
faithful Narrative of the Jager. I am the 
better enabled to do this, as I have before me 
an exact Journal of all that pals'd relating to 
that Ship, after they were ſo unfortunate as to. 
be caſt away on an uninhabited INand., What 
induces me to be ſo particular in regard to the 
Wager, is, the many Misfortunes the People 
met with after ſhe was loſt ; and perhaps Hiſto- 
Ty itſelf cannot parallel the many Hardſhips 
the poor Men Jaboured under, after the 
melancholy Fate of their Ship. The Journal 
goes on thus; and I am very wel: affured it 
18 an impartial one, free from any Prejudice 
either to one Party or the other, 

The 19th of April was the Day we loſt Sight 
of the Yager. On the 20th in the Morning 
the Gloucefter and Anne Pink were a-ſtern of 
her, but before Noon they loſt Sight of both of 
them, and never ſaw any of the Squadron 
afterwards. 

Capt. Cheap, of the Wager, was certainly a 
brave and intrepid Commander ; but from his 
Behaviour, one wou'd imagine he was infatu- 
ated, as will appear by the following Journal, 
and from the Accounts I have had from fome 
of his Officers ſince my Arrival in Ezgland. I 
ſhall keep up with my Friend's Journal with- 
out making any Alteration. Ir is as follows,

the Fore-ſail, one of the Men was accidentally

April 21, One of the Fore- maſt- men went 
into the Steward*s Room, and afſk*'d the Stew- 
ard if he intended to ſerve the ſame Quantity 
of Bread as before. The Steward anſwer*d, 1 
believe ſo, The Fellow, whoſe Name was Fo- 
feph King, reply*d, Now you have parted with the 
Commedore, by G—4, you will find the Difference, 
This Behaviour of King was repor:ed to the 
Captain, who imagining the Fellow might be 
ſpirited up by ſome of the Crew, ordered a 
Brace of Piſtols, and a Brace of Balls to be de- 
livered to every Officer in the Ship, that they 
might be provided in Cale of Mutiny, or Neg- 
le& of Duty ; for many of the Men were very 
diſobedient, and would not obey the lawful 
Commands of their Officers. 

| May 21. The Captain ordered all the Ofi- 
cers of the Ship into his Cabin, and aſk*d their 
Opinions concerning the beſt Bower- Anchor. 

Atter a ſhort Conſultation, it was reſolved to 
Cut it away, becayle there was no Poſſibility of 
ſecuring, 1t without putting the Foreſail in ex- 
treme Danger, the Shrouds and Chain-Plates FP” 
being all broke.

Fourteen Days before the Loſs of the Ship, £

T was ſurpriz'd to hear the Lieutenant's An-

Poſſibility of doing any Thing with the Ship 
in the Condition ſhe was in on a Lee-Shore. 
The Lieutenant declar*d, that he had dane all 
in his Power to perſwade the Caprain to alter

The 5th Night we made great Sail, with the. 
Wind at Weſtward, Severa] of the Officers 
were very much againſt rhe Captain's altering 
the Place of Rendezvous, but the Lieutenant 
ſeem'd to favour it, and if he was at 2ny Time 
aſk*d, what he thought of a Lee-ſhore with 
the Ship in this bad Condition, he reply*d, 7 
cannot tell; and always gave ſome evalive An- 
fſwer.

The Hon. Mr. 7ohn Byron, Midſhipman, 
being on the Quarter-Deck, and a great deal 
of Rock-weed paſling by the Ship, ſaid, we 
could not be far off the Land. The Lieute- 
nant being preſs'd by other of the Officers, to 
repreſent to the Captain the Danger we were in 
on a Lee-ſhore ; he ſaid, he had done a!l he

Preſently after the Captain ſent for the Gun- 
ner, and aſked him what Longitude he had

Iſlands, which were laid down in the Captain's 
Chart to be * Brewer's Streights.

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32 Commodore ANSON's Voyage 
Main, Fore and Mizen Stay-ſail; it blew fo 
hard .I found it impoſlible co ſet the Main- 
top ſail; of which I acquainted the Captain : 
All the Hands we could muſter in both 
Watches, Officers included, were but twelve ; 
the reſt of the Ship's Company were all ſick 
below : 1 very often could get no more than 
three Seamen in my Watch. The Ship for 
theſe three Weeks hath been no better than 7 
a Wreck; the Mizen-Maſt gone; the ſtand- 7 
-ing Rigging and Chain-Plates, afore and a- 
bafc, moſtly broke and ruin'd, The Top- 7 
ſails now at the Yards are ſo bad, that if we 7 
attempt to looſe 'em for making Sail, we are 
in Danger of ſplitting *em; and we have not * 
a ſpare Sail in the Ship that can be brought 
tro the Yard without being repair'd. This © 
is the preſent deplorable Situation of the Ship. 
All the firſt and middle Watch it blow'd and 
rain'd; and withal ſo very dark, that we 
could not ſee the Length of the Ship: For 
the greateſt Part of the Night ſhe came up

Four in the Morning ſhe came up with her 7 
Head Weſt ; ſo that her Head was then off *

Thurſday, May the 14th, 1941; at Half an -* 
Hour paſt four this Morning, the Ship ſtruck

Tiller; ſo that we were obliged to ſteer her 
with the Main and Fore-ſheets, by eaſing off 
one, and hawling aft the other, as ſhe came 
to, or fell of, In a ſhort Time after, ſhe 
ſtruck, bilged, and grounded, between two 
ſmall Ifllands, where Providence directed us to 
fuch a Place as we could fave our Lives. 
When the Ship ſtruck it was about Break of 
Day, and not above a Muſket-ſhot trom the 
Shore. Launch*d the Barge, Cutter, and 
Yawl over the Gunnel; cut the Main and 
Fore Maſt by the Board, and the Sheet-An- 
chor from the Gunnel. The Captain ſent the 
Barge aſhore, with-Mr. Snow the Mate, to fee 
if the Place was inhabited, and to return a» 
board directly; but, without any Regard to 
his Duty, or the Preſervation of the Lives of 
the People, he ſtaid aſhore. The Barge not 
returning as expected, the Lieutenant was fent 
in the Yaw], with Orders to bring off the 
Barge. The Lieutenant tarried aſhore, but 
ſent off the Boat. As ſoon as the Boat came 
on Board, the Captain, being very ill, was 
perſuaded by the Officers to go aſhore : With 
the Captain went the Land- Officers, Mate, and 
Midſhipmen ; the Officers remaining on Board 
were the Maſter, Boatſwain, Gunner, and 
Carpenter : The Boatſwain, who was laid up 
a Month before the Loſs of the Ship, became 
of a ſudden very vigorous and a@tive. At 
Night it blow*d very hard at North, with a 
great tumbling Sea; we expected every Mo- 
ment that the Ship would part, fetching ſuch 
Jirks and Twiſtings as ſhock'd every Perſon 
E aboard, 
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; aboard, 'who had the leaſt Care for the Pre- 
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ſervation of Life; yet, in the' diſmal Situa- 
tion we were in, we had ſeveral in the Shi 


ſo thoughtleſs of their Danger, . ſo ſtupid, and 


inſenſible of their Miſery, that upon the prin- 
cipal Officers leaving her, they fell into the 
moſt violent Outrage and Diſorder : They be- 
gan with broaching the Wine in the Laza- 
rettoz then to breaking open Cabins and 
Cheſts, arming themſelves with Swords and 
Piſtols, threatning to murder thoſe who ſhould 


 oppole or queſtion them: Being drunk and 
mad with Liquor, they plunder'd Cheſts and 
Cabins for Money and other Things of Va- 
lue, cloathed themſelves in the richeſt Appa- 


rel they could find, and imagined themſelves 
Lords Paramount. 

Friday the 15th the Ship was bilged in the 
Mid- ſhips on a greac Rock ; we took Care to 
ſecure ſome Powder, Ball, ond a little Bread. 
In the Afternocn, the Carpenter and myſelf 
went aſhore with ſeveral of thoſe imaginary 


| Lords in the rich Attire they had plunder®d 


Yeſterday; but upon the Purſer and Lieute- 
nant Hamilton of Marines preſenting Piſtols 
to ſome of their Breaſts, thoſe Grandees ſuf- 
fer'd themlelves very quietly to be diſrob'd 
of all their Greatneſs, and in a few Minutes 
look*d like a Parcel of tranſported Felons, 
On our coming aſhore, we found the Captain 
had taken his Lodging in a little Hut, ſup- 


poſed to be built by Indians; as for our Parts, 


we were forced to take Shelter under a great 
Tree, where we made a large Fire ; bur it

rain'd ſo hard, that it had almoſt coſt us our 
Lives; an Invalid died that very Night on the 
Spot. 

"On the 16th, the Weather very boiſterous 
and a great es. the Boatſwain wanted a Boat ; 
but finding-no Appearance of any coming a- 
board, brought a Quarter-deck Gun, a four 
Pounder, to bear on the Captain's Hut, and 


| fir'd two Shot, which went juſt over the Cap-_ 


tain's Tent, This Day, being reſolv'd to 
contrive ſomething like a Houſe, to ſecure us 
from the Inclemency of the Rain, and Seve- 
rity of the Weather, we hawPd up the Cutter, | 
and propping her up we made a tolerable Ha- 
bitation. As for Food this Iſland produces 
nonez nor is there any Vegetable upon it 


bur Cellery, which grows here in abundance, 


and is of great Uſe to us, the Men being 
in general very much troubled with the 
Scurvy. 

On the 17th of May, being Witſunday, got 
ſeveral wild Fowls, and Plenty of Muſcles, 
Limpetts, and other Shell-fiſh, which we find 
very refreſhing, having iubſiſted a long Time 
on nothing but Salt Proviſions. 

The 18th went on Board the Ship to ſee 
if it was poſſible to come to any Proviſions 
Z0t out of the Lazaretto two Caſks of Flower 


and forme Wine, which were very uſeful. 


Oa the 19th went aboard again to ſcuttle 
the Decks, in order to get ſome Beef and 
Pork out of the Hold; we alſo ſcuttled the 
Carpenter's Store-room, for Nails and other 
Things of Service, 


E 2 8 
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The 20th cut away the Gunnel, to get the 
T.ong Boat eut 3 which was done. To-day we 
found ſeveral Men dead, and ſome drowned, 
in the Ship ; ſupposd to have drank till they 
were not able to get from the Water, as it 
flowed into the Ship. While we were aboard 
working on the Wreck, there came a-long- 
fide a Canoe with ſeveral Indians, bowing and 
crofling themſelves, giving us to underſtand 
they were inclineable to the Romiſh Religion ; 
we gave *em out of the Ship two Bales of 
Cloth, and ſent them aſhore to the Captain ; 


he gave them Hats, and preſented each of 
them with a Soldier's Coat. They had Abun- 


dance of the largeſt and beſt Muſcles I ever. 


faw or taſted. This Day was the firſt Time 
of the Boatſwain's coming aſhore; the Cap- 
tain called him Rogue and Villain, and felled 
him to the Ground with his Cane, ſo that he 
was motionleſs, and to Appearance dead ; 
when he had recovered the Blow, and ſaw a 
eockt Piſtol in the Captain's Hand, he offered 
his naked Breaſt; the Captain told him, he 
deſerved to be ſhot, and faid no more to him. 
The Captain, Lieutenant Hamilton of Ma- 
fines, the Surgeon, and Purſer, always ap- 
pear*d in Arms on the Beach, on the coming 
aſhore of every Boat, in order to prevent the 
P:ople bringing any Thing from the Ship in 
a clandeſtine Manner; they were ſo cautious 
of any Thing being imbezzled, that they 
would not ſuffer the Boats to go off and work 
by Night, notwithſtanding the Moon, Tides, 
and Fairnels of Weather were more favoura- 
able 
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able to us by Night than Day; by this we 

omitted ſeveral Opportunities of getting out 

Proviſions, and other uſeful] Things, which we 
ſhall ſhortly ſtand in great Need of. 

The 21ſt, continue co ſcuttle between Decks, 


in getting Neceſſaries out of the Ship 3 3 found 


ſeveral Men dead. 

The 22d, the Indians brought us three 
Sheep, and ſome Muſcles. They are a Peo- 
ple of a ſmall Stature, well ſhaped, of an 
Olive Complexion, with black Hair; in Be- 
haviour very civil: they have little Cloaths, 
except about their Waiſts, notwithſtanding 
the Climate is exceſſive cold. They ftay*d 
all Night, it being very rainy Weather, and 


has been ever ſince we have been here, the 


Wind blowing from North to N. W, 

Saturday the 22d, the Wind from the E. 
N.E. to North, fell Abundance of Snow, in- 
ſomuch that the Mountains are cover*d with 
it. It freezes very hard, and we find it ex- 
treamly cold. The next Day, the ſame Wea- 
ther, we went aboard, and ſcuttled for Flower 
in the Forehold. 

The 25th little Wind at N. E. and froſty 
Weather, went aboard again, and got out of 
the Forehold eight Barrels of Flower, one 
Caſk of Peaſe, with fome Brandy and Wane. 
This Day went to Allowance, of half a Pound 
of Flower per Man, and one Piece of Pork 
for three Men, it being the firſt Time of ſer- 
ving ſince on Shore. 

The 26th, we got out more Caſks of 
Flower, one Caſk of Oatmeal, with ſome

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Brandy" and Wine. In the Evening the 1»- 
dians came with their Wives, we gave the 
Women Hats, and the Men Breeches; they 


made Signs as if they would bring more 
Sheep. 


On the 27th, we ſcuttled over the Captain? I

and Wine, and brought them aſhore. This 
was the firſt Time of the Lieutenant's being 
between Decks ſince the Loſs of the Ship.

up, along Shore, one Hogſhead of Brandy,

Day, by David Buckley, to the Captain, that 
there was a Deſign to blow him up, with the 
Surgeon, and Lieutenant Hamilton of Marines. 
The Train was actualy found, laid by the 
Delerters, 
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Deſerters, to blow them up the Night before 
they went off, 

Thurſday the 4th, we finiſhed the Boats, and 
ſhot ſeveral wild Geeſe. Findmg Murmurings 
and Diſcontents among the People, we ſecured 
the Oars, and hawled up the Boats, being ap- 
prehenſive they would go away with them by. 
Night. 

The 5th, we went on board the Ship, found 
ſeveral Caſks of Wine and Brandy between 
Decks, moſt Part of the Planks between Decks 
gone, and ſome Strakes to Windward ſtarted 
out, Part of the upper Deck blown up, the 
Stumps of the Maſts' and Pumps riſen five 
Feet; brought aſhore one Caſk of Flower, 
with ſome Stuff for the Uſe of the Long Boat ; 
and two Quarter Caſks of Wine; the Wind 
at S. by E. 

betwrale the 6th, the Wind at South and 
fair Weather, we went aboard, got out of the 
Hold eight Caſks of Flower, two Caſks of 
Wine, a Quarter Caſk and three Hogſheads 
of Brandy.

Notion of the Romiſþ Religion: We can't 7 
make *em underſtand-us by any Speechy* nor 
by our Signs 3 we ſhew'd them a Looking+-glaſs; 
when they ſaw the Repreſentation of them- 
ſelves, they ſeem'd amaz'd, and ſhew'd a 7 
thouſand antick Geſtures ; and when once they 7 
beheld themſelves in the Looking glaſs, they

On the 3oth, the Indian Women went a- 
gain for Sea-Eggs, and brought a great Quan- 
tity, with Abundance of white Maggots about 
three Quarters of an Inch in Length, and in 


 Circumference the Bigneſs of a W heat- ſtraw. 


Theſe Women keep an incredible Time under 


Water, with a ſmall Baſket in their Hands, 
about the Size of the Womens Work- baſkets 


in England, into which they put whatever they 
get in their Diving. Among theſe People the 
Order of Nature ſeems inverted; the Males 
are exempted from Hardſhips and Labour, and 
the Women are meer Slaves and. Drudges. 
This Day one of our Seamen died: We ob- 
ſerve, the {ndians are very watchful of the 


Dead, fitting continually near the above- 


mention'd Corpſe, and carefully covering him ; 


every Moment looking on the Face of the De- 


ceas'd with Abundance of Gravity: At the 
Burial their Deportment was grave and ſo- 
lemn; ſeeing the People with their Hats off 
during the Service, they were very attentive 
and obſervant, and continued ſo till the Bu-_ 
rial was over: They have nothing, as I have 
laid before, but a Blanket to cover *<cm, and 
No. 3.

ſtanding we felt it as cold here, as in the 
hardeſt Froſts in England, and almoſt always 
rainy.

Wedneſday, Fuly the iſt, employ'd in cut- 
ting Timbers in the Wood for the Long- 
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25 amphibious to us as Seals and Allegators, 
and rarely make uſe of any Provifien but what 
they get out of the Sea, 
| Theſe 1ndians are of a very different Species 
from the Negroes I have ſeen in Guinea and the 
Weſt-Indies ; and as I have given an Account 
of the Natives of Patagonia, I think it will 


not be improper to ſay ſomething of the Afri- 


can Negroes, as I have had an Opportunity 
of being long concern'd in the Slave Trade, 
before I entrer'd into his Majeſty's Service. 
The Negroes (alſo call'd Blacks and Moors) 
who are ſold for Slaves in the Het-Indies, are 


a People of Africa, whoſe Country extends on 


each Side the River Niger, and 3s called N;- 
gritia : Though whether the People commu- 
nicated their Name to the River, &c. or re- 
ceived it therefrom, is not eaſily determined : 


The Origin of Negroes, and the Cauſe of that 


remarkable Difference in Complexion from the 
reſt of Mankind (fays a very learned Author) 


| has much perplexed the Naturaliſtsz nor has 


any thing fatisfaftory been yet offered on that 
Head. The Buſineſs of the J/eſt-Indian Ne- 
groes is to work in the Plantations in culti- 
vating Sugar, Tobacco, Indigo, &c. 

The Negroe Trade, which is ſcarce defen- 
ſible, either on the Foot of Religion or Hu- 
manity, 1s now carried on. by all the Nations 
that have Settlements in the Weſt-Indtes; par- 
ticularly the Engliſh, Dutch, Spaniards and 
Portugueſe. The beſt Negroes are brought 
irom Cape Verd, Angola, "_ the King- 

G 2 dom 
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dom of Folleſſes, that of Galland, Damel, the 
River Gambia, &c., 

A Negroe between 17 or 18, and 3o Years 
of Age, was anciently valued at about 45s. in 
the Commodities proper for that Country, 
which are Brandies, Iron, Linnen, Paper, Braſs 


Pots, Baſons, E£9c, but their Value now is much 


enhanced, and it is ſeldom we can meet with 
a good Negroe for five Pounds, and ſome are 
worth ſeven or eight. — There are various 
Ways of procuring them : Some, to avoid Fa- 
mine, fell themſelves, their Wives and Chil- 
dren, to their Princes or great Men, who have 
wherewithal to ſubfiſt them. Others are made 
Priſoners in War, and great Numbers ſeized 
in Excurſions made for that very Purpoſe by 
the petty: Princes upon one another's Territo- 
riesz in which it is uſual to ſweep away all, 
both Old and Young, Male and Female. 
The Negroes make a frequent Praftice of 
ſurprizing one another whilſt the European 
Veſſels: are at Anchor, and dragging thoſe 
_ they have caught to them, and ſelling them 
in ſpight of themſelves; and it is no extraor- 
dinary Thing to fee the Son fell after this 
Manner, his Father or Mother, and the Fa- 
ther his own Children, : for a few Bottles of 
Brandy and a Bar of Iron. EC 
As ſoon as the Ship has its Complement, it 
immediately makes off; the poor Wretches, 
while yet in Sight of their Country, falling 
into ſuch deep Grief and. Deſpair in the Paſ- 
ſage, that a great Part of them Ianguifh, fall 
into/ Sickneſs, and die: Others of them dil- 
; patch 
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patch themſelves by refuſing their Food z o- 
thers by ſtopping their Breath in a Manner pe- 
culiar to themſelves, by turnmg and folding 
their Tongues which immediately ſtrangles 
| them 3 others daſh out their Brains againſt the 
Ship; and others jump over-board. The only 
{ure Means to preſerve them, is to have ſome 
muſical Inſtrument play to them, be it ever 
ſ.» mean, But this exceſſive Love for their 

Country abates as they get farther off. _ 

At their Arrival in the Colonies, each Ne- 

groe is fold for 38 or 40 Pounds. They make 

the chief Riches of the Inhabitants of the 
Ilands, &c. a Man who has 12 Negroes, 
being eſteemed a rich Man. 

This Account, 1 do not imagine, will be at 
all diſagreeable to my Readers; for whatever 
may occur, that I am acquainted with, ſhall 
be inſerted in my Narrative. I ſhall now pro- 
ceed with my Journal, 

Wedneſday the 8th, Jaunch'd the Yawl and 
went on Board; faw ſeveral Caſks, ſome of 
Meat, and ſome of Liquor; the Decks and 
Sides abaft drove out, and entirely gone ; the 
Larboard Side abaft drove en Shore; about 
two Miles and a half from the Tent a Caſk of 
Liquor was found, and broach*d by the Per- 
ſon who found it, which was allow*d to be a 
great Fault; he likewiſe broach'd a Cafk of 
Meat, which ſhould have been preſerv'd to 
carry away with us, _. 

On Thurſday the 9th, the Hidlne with their 
Wives and Children, launch*d their Canoes, 


and went away z *tis believ*d they wanted Pro- 
" viſions, 
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viſions, ſuch as Seal; they are indeed never 


ſettled long in a Place ; it was ſaid ſome of 


our People wanted to have to do with their - 
Wives, which was the Reaſon of their going 


away ſo ſoon. To-day we ſaw ſeveral Things 
drive out of the Ship up the Lagoon, as the 


Stump of the Main-Maſt, one of the Pumps, 


with one of the Gun-Carriages, Wind at N.W. 
_ Friday the 1oth, went aboard the Ship, 
found her broke aſunder juſt at the Gang- 
way; ſaw the Cables out to the Windward, 
but could not ſee any Caſks of Liquor or 
Proviſions; went to ſhorter Allowance of 
Flower, one Pound for three Men per Diem. 
Laſt Night the Tent was robbed of half a 
Barrel of Flower.: Orders were given by the 
Captain to watch the Store- Tent by Night; 
all the Officers, the Marine included, with the 
Mates and Midſhipmen, were oblig*d to watch, 
the Captain and Carpenter alone excusd, the 
Carpenter being every Day at work on the 
Long-Boat.- ; 
Friday the 17th, for this Week paſt hard 


Gales of Wind, with Rain and Hail as uſual. 


Laſt Wedneſday the Ship -parted her Upper 
Works from the Lower Deck : Launch*d 
the Boat and went off to the Wreck, bur

Sunday the 19th, Jaunch*d the Boat, ſent 
her to the Wreck, hook*d a Caſk ſuppoſed to. 
be Beef: but when towed aſhore, we found 
it contained nothing but Hatchets ; we took up 
along Shore, - Abundance of Checque Shirts in 
Dozens,- alſo Caps, Bales of Cloth, and Pieces 
of Beef and Pork, | 

Wedneſday the 22d, This Day began to 
build a Houſe to dwell in, finding our Stay 
here - will be much longer than we at firſt 
exppered! ------- 

The 23d, took up along ſhore ſeveral 
Pieces of Beef and Pork, Shirts, Caps, 
Frocks, Trowſers, Pieces of Cloth, with other 
ſerviceable Things, and Wax Candles of all 
Sizes, 

Saturday the 25th, hard Showers of Rain 
and Hail; the Wind at North. Shot ſeveral 
Sea-Gulls, Geeſe, Hawks, and other Birds : 
The Carpenter had this Day given him by 


| one of the People, a fine large Rock-Crab, 
_ it being the firſt of the Kind we ever ſaw 


here. 
Sunday the 26th, moderate Gales and va- 


Tiable Winds, with Rain and Hail: Moſt 
Part of our People eat a Weed that grows on 


the Rocks; it is a thin Weed of a dark green 


Colour, and called by the Seamen, S/avgh. 


It is ſurprizing how the black Currant Trees, 
which are here in great Plenty, haye budded 
3 within 
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' within theſe three Days. . Began thatching our 


new Houſe with Buſhes: To day we caught a 
fine Rock-Fiſh; this 1s the firſt Fiſh we have 


' ſeen alive ſince our being here, Obſerving our. 


new Town, we find there are no leſs than 


_ eighteen Houſes in it. 


Monday the 27th, launched the Boat, went 
to the Wreck, but found nothing ; cloſe Wea- 
ther, the Wind ſtill at North : Riſe the Sheers 
for erecting a Tent over the Long-Boat to keep 
the Men from being expoſed to the continual 


Rains. This Day we finiſhed the Thatching 


of our new Houſe, 

Wedneſday the 29th, Frefh Gales at N. W. 
with Rain; ſure no Men ever met with ſuch 
Weather as we have inthis'Climate : To-Day 
we walked in the Woods to take ſome Notice 
of the Trees, which we find to be very much 
like our Beech in England; but the Trees and 
Buſhes are in general of a ſoft free Nature, and 
with a ſpicey Bark. 

Thurſday the 3oth, Wind Rill at N. W. and 
rainy Weather. This Day departed this Life 
Nathaniel Robinſon, the laſt private Man of 
the Invalids; there are now only cwo left of 
all we carried from Englayd, viz. the Captain +=: 


and Surgeon. Perufing Sir Fobn Narborough's 


Voyage to'this Part of the World, myſelf, as 
well as many others, were of Opinion, that 
our going through the Streights of Magellan 
for the Coaſt of Brajil, would be the only 
Way to preſerve our Lives, and prevent our 
falling into the Hands of the Spaniards, whom 
we well knew were a barbarous and inſulting 

Enemy. 
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Enemy. We were very certain that our Long 
Boar, when finiſhed, could be fit for no En- 
cerprize but the Preſervation of our Lives; and 
as we could not a& offenſively, we ought to. 
have Regard to our Safcty and Liberty. This 


| Evening Propoſals were offer'd to the Officers 


concerning our going through the Streights of 
Magellan, which at this Time they ſeem'd 
greatly to approve of, Before I proceed fur- 
ther in my- Journal, I ſhall give a Deſcription 

of theſe famous Streights. 

The Streights of Magellan take their N:me 
from Ferdinand Mogelhanes, a Portugueſe Gen- 
tleman, who, in the Year 1519. upon ſome 
Diſguſt taken at his Maſter King Emanuel, ap- 
ply*d himſelf to' the Court of Caſtile, offering 
to make great Diſcoveries of the rich Spice 
Iflands by the Weſft, and to fail round the 
Globe. He was furniſhed with five Ships and 
250 Men by Command of Charles V th, and they 
departed from Seville, Auguſt the 10th, 1519 3 


and afcer having in vain attempted to paſs thro? 


by the great River of Plate, and having win- 
ter*d in Port St. Fulian, they found out a 
Streight leading into the Sourh Sea, called at- 
terwards by the Diſcoverer*'s Name, as I be- 
fore obſerved, the Magellan Streight ; through 
which they were the firſt that paſs'd from the 
Atlantick into the Pacifick Ocean, and fo 
round the Globe Home again, by the Molucce*s 


and Cape of Good Flope, having iſpent above 


three Years in this Circum-navigation. Art the 
Entrance into the Streights they found on the 
Shore many Sepulchres or Graves, whither the 

H Inhabitants 
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Inhabitants reſorted in Summer to bury their 
Dead ; as alſo a great Whale thrown up and 
many Bones. 

About ſeven Years afterwards, Gale de 
Loayzo, a Spaniard, enter*d Magellan's Streights, 
ant gave Names to feveral Places; as did alſo 
Simon de Alcazova in the Year 1534. Afﬀter- 
wards the Biſhop of Placentia fitted out three 
Ships in the Year 1539, one of which got thro? 
the Streights of Magellan to Arica in Peru, 
In the Year 1577, Sir Francis Drake, with 
five Ships and Barks, and 164 Men, began his 
famous Voyage round the World, failing thro? 
the aforeſaid Streight of Magellan to the Coaſts 
of New Spain, Peru, Mexico and California, 
returning to England by the Eaſt Indies and 
Cape of Good Hope. Capt. Fobn Winter was 
ſeperated from Sir Francis upon their Entrance 
into the South-Seas, and by Storms was forc*d 
back again into the Streights of Mapellan, 
thro? which he repaſſed Home, being the firſt 
that ſailed from the Pacific into the Atlantic 
Ocean thro? theſe Streights. Ladreller, a Spa- 
niord, being ſent from Chil; to attempt this 
Paſſage, was driven back by Storms and the 
Approach of Winter, In the Year 1579, the 
Viceroy of Peru thinking that Sir Francis 
Drake was failed to the Magellan Streights, 
equipp*d Don Sarmiento in the Port of Lima with 
two Ships to purſue him, This Spaniard coalt- 
ed Chili and Patagonia, entering the Streights, 
and to paſſed to Braſil. Sarmiento, upon his 
Return to Spazn, perſwaded Philip II. to ſend 

two Colonics to plant and fortify in the 
| Strelp hts 
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| Streights of Magellan, in order to prevent and 


obſtruct the Navigations, Depredations or 
Settlements of che Engvlifb and Dutch in thoſe 
Paris ; but they all miſcarried, partly by Ship- 
wreck, partly by Famine, and the Barbarities 


of the Patagons, who deſtroy*d a ru Num- 


ber of them. 
Sir Francis, in theſe Streights of Magellan, 


| ſaw ſeveral of the Patagons, or Inhabitants, in 


their Canoes, and Hurts; their Boars were 


| made of the Bark of Trees and Seal- ſkins, very 


artificially interwoven, the Head whercof was 
Semilunar. They painted their Faces either _ 
with an Earth, or a Vegetable. In their Huts, 
made of Boughs and Skins of Fiſhes, he found. 
Sea- Wolves and: huge Muſcles, whoſe Shells 
they ſharpen ſo with rubbing of Stones, that 
they cut every Thing with them. Their freſh. 
Water was kep? in Veſſels made of the Bark of 


Trees, and their Cloathing was chiefly made 


up of the Skins of Penguins, Seals, and other 
Animals peculiar to that Climate. | 

| Fhere have been other Navigaiors, beſides 
Sir Francis Drake, who have underiaken and 
pertormed. the Circum. Mivigation of the Globe, 
as Thomas Candiſh, E'q, Sir Richard Hawkins, 
Oliver Noort, (a A) General Geerge

rough, Capt, Sharpe, and ſeveral others.

The 
Air is tempeſtuous, by Reaſon of the vaſt 
Quantity of Vapours from both Oceans. The 
Natives pairt their Bodies, and deck themſelves 
with Shells and Skins. They make their Baſ- 
kets and Nets of Ruſhes, out of which they 
ewiſt Lines, and hanging Hooks, made of 
Stones, and baited with Muſcles, they take 
Abundance of Fiſh, Their Knives are made 
of ſharpen'd Bones, and all their Arrows are 
arm*d with them. Their Canoes are like the 
Fenetian Gondola's, As to the Northern Part 
of Terra Magellanica, commonly call'd Pata- 
gonia, Sir John Narborough, a very judicious 
Man, and a ſtrict Obſerver of every Thing re- 
. markable that he met with in the S9u7þ Seas, 
ſays, the Northern Inhabitants are a People of 
a middling Stature, both Men and Women; 
_ they are well-ſhap'd, round-fac'd, low Fore- 
| heads, their Noſes of a mean Size, and their. 
Eyes pretty black ; they are ſmooth and even 
rooth*d, cloſe ſet, and very whitez ſmal! 
Ears ; their Hair is {mooth and flag, and very 
black and harſh on the Fore-part, even and 
round 3 the Locks of a mean Length, both 
Mea and Women alike z they are tawny, olive- 
colour*d, and. painted all over their Bodies with 
red Earth and Greaſe; their Faces daubed in 
Spots down their Cheeks with white Clay, and 
ſome black Streaks with Smut, in no o.

their Arms and Feet the like ; they have ſmall 
Heads and ſhort Fingers; they are aCtive in 
Body, and nimble in walking and running z 
their Cloathing is Pieces of Skins of Seals, and 
Gucanacoes, and Otter-Skins ſewed together, 
and ſewed ſoft, "Their Garment is in Form of 
a Carpet of about five Feet ſquare, or accord- 
ing to the Largeneſs of the Perſon; this they 
wrap about their Bodies, as a Scotſman doth his 
Plad ; they have a Cap of the Skins of Fowls 
with the Feathers on, and about their Feet 
Pieces of Skins tied to keep their Feet from the 


Ground. They are very hardy People to en- 
dure Cold, for they ſeldom wear this looſe 


Skin when ftirring, but are all naked of Body 
from Head to Foot, and do not ſhrink for the 
Weather, not even when the Mountains are 


all cover*'d with Snow. They have no Hair 
on their Bodies or Faces, nor any Thing to 


cover their Privy Parts, excepting ſome of the 


Women, which 'had a Skin before them; 


otherwiſe the Men and Women are cloathed 
alike; only the Men have Caps and the Wo-_ 
men none, The Women wear Bracelets of 
Shells about their Necks, the Men none. 
The Men are ſomewhat larger of Nature than 
the Women, and more full-fac'd; the Men 
have a harſh Language, and ſpeak rattling in 


_ the Throat, and groſs, the Women fhriller 


and lower, Their Food is what they can get, 
either Fiſh or Fleſh; they are under no Go- 
vernment, but every Man does as he thinks 


fit. They worſhip neither Sun or Moon ; they 


are all arm'd with Bows about an Ell long, and 
os have 
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| have Arrows of near 18 Inches, neatly made 
of Wood, and headed with Flint Stones, made 
Broad Afrow- faſhion, well faſtened ro the 
Arrow, and the other End is feather*d with 
two Feathers, and ty'd on with the Gut of 
ſome Beaſt, when it 1s green and moiſt ; the 
Bow-ſtring is ſome twiſted Gut, Theſe People 
have very "hrge mungrel Dogs, much like the 
Race of Spaniſh Dogs, and are of ſevera] C9- 
lours ; but 'no other Domeſtick Creature. They 
are a very' brutiſh People, and have never any 
fertl=-d Habitations, but ramble from one Part 
of the Iſland to another. — But, to Proceed 
with my Journal, |

Allowance of Flower, one Quarter of a Pound 
a Man per Diem, and one Pint of Wine; 
thoſe who like Brandy, to have half a Pint in 
lieu of Wine, Woe have now in a Manner 
nothing to live -on but what we pick up along 
the Shore: The 5] 11p*s Company agree to £0 
through the Sireights of Magellan. 

Sunday the -2d, This Morning found the 
Store Tent robbed of Brandy ; fiiled up all 


the {2g Caſks; picked up about the Rocks 
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Abundance of Clams, a Shell-fiſh not unlike 
our Cockles: Theſe Fiſh are at preſent the 
Support of our Life, The Peopie are now 
very quarrelſume and diſcontented. 

Monday the 30d, this Day having fine Wea- 
ther, (which is a Prodigy in this Place) launched 
the Boat, and went about the Rocks and 
Iflands on Diſcovery, This Day we allo 


moved into our new Houſe, it being a very 


commodious Habitation, exccedingly well 
thatched 3 in this Dwelling there are Cabbins 
for fourteen People, which are covered inſide 
and ouc with broad Cloath; This 1s a rich 
Houſe, and, in ſome Parts of the World, 
would purchaſe a pretty Eſtate ; there are '* 
veral hundred Yards of Cloth about it, beſides 
the Curtains and Linings, which are Shalloon 
and Camblet;z in ſhort, conſidering where 
we are, we cannot deſire a better Habitation, 
The People fall into Diſputes concerning the 
Boat, where we are to proceed with her 


when ſhe is built and ready for going off. It 


is the Opinion of the Navigators, that going 
tarough the S;reights of Magellan i is the ſafeſt 
and only Way to preterve Lite and Liberty : 
The Artiſts, who have worked the Bearings 
and Diſtance, are very prefling that it ſhould 
be moved to the Captain, purpoſing to have. 
their Reaſons drawn up, and ſigned by all 
who are willing to go that Way, and to be 
delivered to the Captain for his Opmion 3 upon 
this there was a Paper drawn up, and as foon 
as the People heard it, they came flocking to

while there, the Lieutenant was ſent for to 
Captain Cheap ; about an Hour after the Car- 
penter and myſelf were ſent for; when we 


came to him, he ſaid, Gentlemen, I have ma- 


turely conſidered the Contents of your Paper, 


fo far' ag it regards the Preſervation of the 


People on the Spot: This Paper has given 
me a great deal of Uneaſineſs, infomuch that 


I have not clos'd my Eycs till Eight o'Clock 


this Morning, for thinking of it; bur, I think, 
you have not weigh'd the Thing rightly; do 
you know we are above one hundred anc 6 Ixty 
Leagues diſtant S. W. from the S:zrezghts © Ma- 
gellan, with the Wind againſt us? Then think 
on the Diitance to be run afterwards on the 
other Side the Streights, with the Wind always 
againſt us, . and where no .\V ater 1s to be had. 
I anſwer'd, Sir, you fay it 18 above one hun- 
dred and fixty Leagues to the Streights z but

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Lieutenant are undoubtedly Navigators and 
Judges, therefore will certainly find it as [ 
jay. The Carpenter acquainted him, accord- 
ing to his Calculation, the Veſſel would carry 
a Month's Water, at a Quart a Man per Diem ;

Shore to the Northward this Side the Land, 


| that we have one hundred Leagues to run right 


out to Sea to the Iflands of Fuan Ferdinandesz ;

nor do we know but the Commodore may

' perhaps worſe? The Captain anſwer*d, It's a 
thouſand to one if we ſee the Commodore at 
 Fuan Ferdinandez ; for, Gentlemen, to let you. 


1nto 2 Secret, which I never diſcovered before, 


we ſhall meet him at Baldavia, his Orders 
'were to go there with the Squadron, it being 
'a Place of little or no Force. Mr. Cummins 


anſwer?d, Sir, *tis agreed, the Commodore is 


at Baldaviaz but we make it in our Bargain, 
when we go from hence, that we will put 
aſhore at every Place when we want Water, 
. whenever the Weather will permit, without 


any Obftruftion. As Baldavia, according to 


. Capt. Cheap's Account, was the Place intended 
for the Commodore's Rendezvous, it will, no 
doubr, be agreeable to the Reader to give an 
| Account of that Harbour, and the Country

niards guard themſelves with long Lances a» 


gainſt their Enemies the Indrans. 

The Indians of Baldavis are inveterate Ene- 
mies of the Spaniards; they take all Oppor- 
tunities to diſtreſs and harraſs them, ſo. that 
the Spaniſh Soldiers in Baldavia Fort do not 
care to ſtir out of the Fort for fear 'of being 
met by Parties of Indians, who would certain- 


ly murder them. All' the Spaniards in this 


Part of the Country are very fearful of the 7z- 
dians, for they will not ftir any Way but they 


will have their Piece or their Lance with 
| them. About 50 Years ago, the Indians 


would not ſuffer the Spaniards to plant in 
the Country, for as ſoon as they attempted any 
Thing of that Kind, the [ndians would come 
out of the Woods in great Bodies, and ec 
fire to it, but of late Years the Spaniards have 
brought them into a litcle better Temper, and 
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The Indians of the Country of Ba/davia are 
tall Men of a gigantick Stature, and extremely 
valiant. They fight on Horſeback eight or 
ten Thouſand Men, and are well diſciplined ; 
their: Weapons are long Lances, Bows and 
Arrows, and of late Years they have found 
out the Uſe of Muſquets. They are very po- 
pulous in the Land about Baldavia, 'at Or/ono, 
Caftro and Chili: They have'much Gold, the 
Armour for their Breaſt being made of fine 
| beaten Gold; Their Trade with the Spaniards 
1s chiefly in Gold, which the Indians get by 
waſhing the Earth which is in the Mountains, 
after which the Gold remains in the Bow] or 
Tray when the Earth is waſhed out : They alto 
gather much Gold in the Gullies of the Hills, 
which is waſhed in there by the Rains. and 
Snow diffolv'd, which defcend from high 
_ Mountains and barren Rocks, thirty Leagues 
TIn-land from the Sea Shore: The Land be- 
tween thoſe barren Hills and the Sea. Shore is 
mighty good Land, and the Country very 
fruitful, abounding in many Plains, and much 
Cattle, as Horſes, Cows, Goats, Sheep, &c. 

Notwithſtanding the Indians go' generally in 
lat ge Bodies, yet the Spaniards often take many 
of them Priſoners, and confine them until a 
Ship arrives, which carries them to Peru, where 
they continue perpetual Slaves to the Day of 
their Death; and. the Indians of Peru they 
bring to Baldavia, where they make Soldiers 
of them to fight againft the Chili Indians. 
There is great Plenty in this Country, for the 

Tndians 
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Indians ſell Sheep, Goats, Hogs, Fowls,” &c.; 
for Hatchets, Knives, Sciſfars, -Beads, Gorabs,: 
Looking-glaſſes, and filly 'Trinkets of little or 
no Value, 'The Spaniards of Baldavia drive a 
great Trade with the Chinefe, and other Parts 
in the Eaſt Indies, 'They are very deceitful 
People, and very artful Cheats, even amongſt: 
themſelves, not one of them caring to truſt the 


| other. 'They are very jealous of Strangers; 


and hate the Europeans, who they ſuſpe& want 
to circumvent them in their Trade. Thus far 
1 have given an Account of Ba/davia, which 
was to be our Rendezvous, which I believe was: 
never intended, Foal: 
The Captain, as I before obſerved, was wil- 
ling to make us all believe that we ſhould meet 
with the Commodore at Baldavia, and pur- 
poy'd to take a Spariſþ Veſſel going along. 
To this it was objected that they had not Pro- 
viſions for go Souls: To this the Captain re. 
ply'd, we will take a Veſſc] loaden with, Flower 
from Chili, there being a great many 'Trading 
Veſſels that Way; and then we will proceed 
through the Streights of Magel/an. The Car- 
penter ſaid, How ſhall we take a Veſl with- 
out Guns, not having any but Muſkets ;z and 
our Enemies know, as well as ourſelves, that 
we have a Squadron in theſe Seas, therefore 
undoubtedly are well arm'd, and keep a good 
Look-out. The Captain's Anſwer to this was, 
What are our ſmall Arms for, but to board 
'em ? The Carpenter ſaid, Sir, if a Shot ſhould 
take the Boat under Water, it would not be in 
my Power to ſtop a Leak of that Kind, where 
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the Plank'is ſo" thin, that in fome Places it is 
not above three Quarters of an Inch thick. 
The: Captain then. ſaid, Gentlemen, I am 
agreeable to any Thing, and willing to go 


any Way, for the Prefervation of the People 


but at the fame Time would. have you conſider 


of it, the Wind being always againſt us on the 
_ other Side the Land, and we have above ſeven 


hundred Leagues to the River Plaje, I an- 
fwer*d the Captain, 'Tis not above five hun. 
dred and ninety Leagues from hence' to Cape 
St. Antonio's, and, as I have before ſaid, Jer 


_ the Navigators work it, and Reaſon take 


Place, which is what we chiefly defire to be 
govern'd by : Another Inducement we have to 
go the Way propos'd is, that we may be af- 
fur*d of Water and Proviſion, I allow. that, 


_ fays the Captain, and we may fave our own 


but how do you know whether we may not meet 
Enemies in the Streights? I reply*'d to the 
Captain, we can have no Enemies to encoun- 
ter there, but [ndians in their Canoes, and 


thoſe we can maſter at our Pleaſure. The 


Captain then ſeem*d to countenance our Opi- 
nion again ; and faid, When we- come to Sr, | 
Fulian's we ſhall be ſure of Salt in Plenty for 

our Proviſions, without which our Fowls will 
not keep above two or three Days : Beſides, 
when we come to the River Plate, we may 
meet with a Prize, they not being acquainted 
with any Engliſh Veſſel like ours, with Schoo- 


ner's Sails; by which Means we may run up 


the River, and take a larger Veſſel: If we 
fail here, we may go aſhore, and get what 
Z Cattle 
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Cattle we pleaſe 3; but what Buſineſs have we at 
the Rio Grand? We muſt go to the Ro Fa- 
neiro, IT told him, we ſhould be oblig'd ro 
ſtop at every Place a-long Shore for Supplies ; 
at St. Catherine's the Governor will give Us a 
Certificate, ſo that we ſhall be known to be 
the People that were there in the Squadron. 
The Captain ſaid, That's true,- and I can ger 
Bills of Credit in any Part of Brazil; beſides, 
the People may be ſeparated, ſome in the Flo- 
ta, and ſome in other Ships; with leſs Hands 
we may go to Barbadoes. The Carpenter told 
him, We might venture to England with 12 
Hands, Yes, you may, ſays the Captain, 
with thirty. lt is to be obſerv*d, during all 
this D-bate, the Lieutenant ſpyke not a Word. 
The Carpenter aſking him the Reaſon of his 
Silence in. all rhe Conſulte ation, he'anſwerd, 
PII give my Opinion: hereaf.er. The Caprain 
taid, I knew nothing of his beind 3cquiinted 
with It, till Mr, Bulk: ley tol:] me Yeſterday; 
bur at the ſame Time, Mr. Beans, I expe 
you will be the firſt that will ſign the Paper. 
I imagin'd the Captain meant our Paper, and 
immediatcly anfwer'd, with ſome Warmth, 
As he had rcfusd figning at firſt, and ar the 
ſame Time agreed to che Propofal, thar I had 
fied fo clote, that there was no Rocm leftr 
for his Name, 2nd now it was too late for him 
to fivn. The Captain furpriz?'d me, by fay- 
Ing, "1 don'c mean your Paper, I to'd him, 
Any other, which ſhould be contrary to ours. 
would never be {ign*d by us. The Carpenter 
faid. ro the Caprain, Sir, *tis all owing to 
No, $:.-- K yoy 
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you that we are herez if you had conſulted 
your Officers, we might have avoided this 
Misfortunez conſidering the Condition the 
Ship was in, ſhe was not fit to come in with 
the Land, . all our Men being ſick, and 
not above three Seamen in a Watch; ſup- 
poſe the Maſt had gone by the Board, as was 
every Moment expected. The Captain made 
Anſwer, Gentlemen; you do not know my 
Ocders, there never were any ſo. ſtrit given 
ro a Commander before; and had I but two 
Men living beſides myſelf, I muft, and was 
obliged to go to the firſt Rendezvous, which 
was the Ifland of Noſtra Senhora di Socora: | 
was obliged to go there at all Events, I made 
Anſwer to this, Sir, if that is the Caſe, it 
ſeems plain, the Thing was defign*d we ſhould 
be here : But, Sir, I am of Opinion, notwith- 
ſtanding the Commodore had his Orders to 
go with the Squadron to Baldavia, that at the 
ſame Time thoſe Orders were ſo far diſcre- 
tional, that if the Squadran was diſabled, Care 
was to be taken not to endanger his Majeſty's 
Ships. Yes, that (ſays the Captain) was ſettled 
at St. Fulian's: Notwithſtanding what has been 
ſaid, Gentlemen, I am agreeable to take any 
Chance with you, and to go any Way; but 
would have you conſider of it, and defer your 
Determination till all is ready to go off the 
Spot. 1 then told the Captain, You have 
known, Sir, from the Time you ſaw the Pro-_ 
poſal, that the People are uneaſy, and the 
Work is at a Stand, and in this Situation

The Captain reply*d, I deſign to have a Con- 


 ſultation among my Officers: Have you any 


more Obje&ions to make? I anſwer'd, Yee, 
Sir, one more; which is, when you go from 
hence, you are not to weigh, come to an An- 
chor, or alter Courſe, without conſulting your 
Officers. The Captain ſaid, Gentlemen, I was 


your Commander till the Ship parted, or as 
long as any Stores or Proviſions were getting 


out of her, We told him, we had always 
taken Care to obey his Orders in the ſtricteſt 
Manner ; which he allaw?d us to have done 
and he added, You were the Officers that 1 
placed my whole Dependence-in. We an- 
ſwer*d, Sir, we will ſupport you with our 
Lives, as long as you ſuffer Reaſon to ruke; 
and then we parted. . After this Conſultation 


| the Captain ſeldom came out of his Tent, 


which occaſion'd great Diſturbances among the. 
People. 


Friday the -th, the Wind at W. N. W. 
with Rain. This Day the Navigators work*d 


the Bearings and Diſtance along Shore, from 


one Place to another, to know the true Diſ- 


_ tance: Hereupon it was agreed to proceed 
through the Streights of Magellan, according 
to Sir Fohy Narborough's Directions, which 


give us great Encouragement to go that Way, 
Captain Pemberton Crew his Men up, and 
diſmiſg'd *em again. Great Uneafineſs among 

the People. 
Saturday the 8th, this Morning went t@ the 
Lieutenant, for him to acquaint the Captain 
K 2 all 
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all his Officers were ready to give ſufficient 
Reaſons for going through the Streights of 
Magellan, Gcfiring a Conſultation might be 
held in the Afternoon. At Three o'Clock the 
Captain ſent for me and the Carpenter, when 
we came, the Maſter and Boatiwain were ſent 
for, but they were gone in Search for Sub- 
filtence, as Limpetts, Muicles, &c. _ 

The Captain fait, Gentlemen, 1 don*r doubt 

| but you have conſidered upon the Buſineſs you 
are come about; therefore I am determined to 
take my Fate with you, or where the Spirit of 
the People leads, and ſhall uſe my beſt En- 
deavours for their Preſervation; but I am a- 
fraid of meeting contrary Winds, for after the 
Sun has crols*d the Line, we muſt expect to 
meet them. I made Anſwer, by all Accounts 
the Wind hangs from North Weſt to the 
South Weſt above three Parts of the Year ; 
which is in our Favour. The Carpenter in- 
form*d the Captain, that there was freſh Watcr 
to he got as well on one Coaſt as the other ; 
and if Sir John Narboroughs Trea: metit . was 
ſo ill in a proicund Peace, what muſt we ex- 
pet in a Time of an open War. To this 
the Captain anlwered, . am aſraid, very 
bad. 

All our People who had been in theſe Seas 
weil knew, that the Spaniards will take any 
Advantage of Engliſhmen, and, if they have 
it in their Power, will ule them with great 
Cruelty, Four an Inſtance of this, I ſhall only 
gu2o't from Sir Fobn Narberough, an Account 
of their Gutaining his Lieutenant, and ſome 


others, 
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others, whom he ſent on Shore, at firſt uſing 
them civilly, thinking thereby to decoy Sir 
John's Ship under the Cannon of their Fort, 
near Baldavia. Sir John's Relation 1s as fol- 
lows; which gives the true Character of an 


American laithlels Spaniard. 


* At my Lieutenant's Landing near Bai4a- 

* via, about twenty Spaniards and Indians 
* came to the Watcr-ſide in Arms, and re- 
ceived him and his Company aſhore, and 
carried him ſome twenty Yards from the_ 
* Water-ſide up the Riſe of the Bank, under 
a great Tree, where the Captain of the Fort, 
and two other Spaniſh Gentlemen, received 
him under the Shade with great Courtely, 
after the Spantaras Ceremony z they ſat them 
on Chairs and Benches placed about a Table, 
under the Shade; for the Sun ſhone very 
warm, 1t being a very fair Day. The Spa- 
aiſh Captain call'd for W ine, which was 
brought to him in a great Silver Bow]; He 
drank to my Licutenant, and bid Ying wel- 
come aſhore, and cauſed five of his Ord- 
nance to be fired, being glad to fee Ex- 
* gliſþ Men in this Place, and told him that 
this was Baldavia, ſpeaking very kindly, and- 
how welcome they were to him: Aﬀter every 
* one had drank, and my Lieutenant had 
thanked him for his Entertainment, he de- 
fired my Gentlcmen to fit down, and he 
diſcourſed with them, and aſk*d from whence 
they came, and for what way they came in-- 
to this Sza, and WAA their Captain's Name: 
* WasS, 
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was, and if there were Wars in England? My 
Lieutenant anſwered him to his Demands : My 
Lieutenant aſked him, if they were in Peace 
with the Indians? He anſwered, that they 
were at Wars with them round about, watft- 
ing his Hand round the Harbour, and that 
they were valiant People and very barbarous, 

and fought on Horſe-back, and did them 
much ſpoil z and that two Days before, the 
Indians came out of the Woods and kill'd 


* a Captain, as he ſtood at his Duty by the 
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Side of the Fort, and cut off his Head, and 


carried it away, tticking on their Lance. 


He ſhewed my Lieutenant the Place where 
the Indians came out of the Weods, and the 


* Place where the Man was killed. They 


feem to be very fearful of the Indians, and 
it is a manifeſt Sign they are ſo, for they 
have no more Ground than the Fort; nei- 
ther do they clear any of the Woods on 
this Side of the Harbour, nor walk a Muſ- 

uet-ſhot diſtance from the Palliſadoes, along 


the Woods-lide. 
© In the Afternoon a Dinner was brought 
ont of the Fort to the Tent, where they 


were, and placed on the Table: The firſt 
Courſe was Soppas, then Olleos, then Pul- 


Jets, then freſh Fiſh, all dreffed with hot 


Sauce, and very good Diet it was; the laſt 
Courſe was Sweet- meats: every Courſe was 
ſcrved in Silver D.ſhzs, and all the Plat:s 
were Silver, and the Pots and Stew poets, 
and all the Utenfils belonging to the drefling 
of the Proviſions were Silver; the Baſon 
wherein they brought Water to waſh their 

\ Hands 
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fo the SOUTH SEAS, 79 
Hands was in like manner made of Silver, 
very large, and the Hilts of the Soldiers 
Swords were Silver, but the Hilts of the 
Officers Swords were Gold of good value : 
Moreover, the Plate at the But-end of the 
Stock of their Muſquetoons was of the ſame 
Metal, and the Pipe that the Rod runs in 


_ was Silver; as alſo the Tip of the Gun-ſtick, 


and their Tobacco-Boxes, and Snuff. Boxes, 
and the Staves which they walk with were 
headed and ferrelled with Silver, and fer- 
relled on the Joynts with Silver. Indeed 


they are Maſters of much Silver and Gold, 


and it is but little eſteemed among them. 


© Four Spaxih Gentlemen delired to go a- 


board with my Lieutenant, and fee the Ship, 
and Pilot her into the Harbour, if I would 
come in, which they did not queſtion but 
IF would, as I underſtood afterward by a 
Spaniard that came aboard to me, who re- 
vealed to me their whole Deſign, how they 
intended to ſurprize the Ship, which I ever 
took care to prevent, giving them no Op- 
portunity : For it hath been a general Prac- 
tice with the Spaniards in Americe, to betray 


all foreign Intereſt in theſe Parts; as I had 


read of their treacherous Dealings with Cap- 
tain Hawkins at Saint Juan de Ulla. + 
* I had much Diſcourſe with the Spaniſb 
Gentlemen this Day concerning Baldavia, 
apd the Country of Ch:i/e, They tell me 
they have much Gold here at Ba/davia, and 
that the Natives do much hinder their ger- 
ting of it; for they are at civel Wars with 
chem, 
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them, and if they take any Spanzard, they cut 
oif his Head, and carry it away on their Lances 
* End. Thele Spaniards tell me, that they 
* live here as the Spaniards do at Mamora in 
* Barbary, having their Enemies round about 
-*: THEM. 
* The Captain faid, that they have fix great 
Ships going yearly from Lima to the Phj- 
* ?ippine Iflands, to the Port of Mannelos, and 
* thar they have a great Trade with the C#7- 
* neſes; and that theſe Ships ſail from the 
* Calleo, that is the Port of Lima, in the 
* Month of Fanuary; and their Paſſage 15 but 
* Title more than two Months, from Lima to 
© the Port of Mannelos, and they ſail it within 
* the Tropicks, and have much Eaſfterly 
* Winds ; and they return back by the North- 
* wards, to gain the Weſterly Winds 3 which 
* brings them to California, and to the Port 
_ * of Aquapulco, which lieth on the Weſt Coaſt 
of Nova Eſpana, and from thence they come 
to Panama, and then to the Port of Lima. 
* They bring rich Lading, much Stlks and 
other rich Commodities, and Spices and Cal- 
* licoes. The Manne!loes have a great Trade 
* with the Japoneſes and Chineſes, which ts 
* very beneficial co them. The Captain de- 
manded of me whither | was bound? I an- 
ſwercd him, 1 was bound for China, and that 
I bad rich Lading for that Country 3 and 
* thac I only touch'd in ar this Place, know- 
* ing here were S-ttlements of the King ci 
©. Spain s Subjects, hoping here to have Wood 
* and freſh Warer, and refreſhing for my Men, 
: wheredy 
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whereby I might the Hhetter proceed on my 
Voyage. He ſaid, I ſhould have what the 
Country would afford, and that che Captain 
of the Fort had ſent Proviſions for me, and 
that I might have Water on the Shore-ſide, 
pointing kis Hand to the Place which was 


near by ; the Captain ſaid it was Aqua del 


Oro (which is Watey of Gold in Engliſh.) 
This ſaying caus*d me to laugh ; then he ſaid, 
It came running from the Hilis where they 
find Gold, and that there was Gold in that 
Rivuler. 
* A Ship brought from Lima Proviſions for 
the City of Ba/davia and the Forts, and 
Cloths, and Ammunition, and Wines and 
Tobacco, and Sugarz and ſhe lades away 


from Baldavia Gold and Bezoar Stone, and 


red Wool, &c. and Indion Slaves that the 
Spaniards take here in theſe Parts ; they car- 


ry them to Peru, and make perperual Slaves 
of them there; and the [ndians of Pers they 
bring hither, and make Soldiers of them a- 


gainlt the Chile- Indians, of which Soldiers 
there are many hereabout, whom my Men 
ſaw when they were at the Fort, There were 
about thirty [Indians and Muſteſes Soldiers 
there, and ſixteen white Men who were Of- 
ficers. Moreover, the Spaniards make uſe 


of the Peru Indians to Trade with the Chile- 


Tndians for Gold, although they are at 


War. For they of Chile without doubt 
are deſirous of Trade, whereby they may 
furniſh themſelves with Knives, and Sciflers, 


and Combs, &c. which are wanting among 
L * them 
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them; as alſo with Arms that many Times 
by Stealth are ſold to them, altho? they be 
prohibited. Traders will be dealing ſo as 
they can get Benefit, they do not conſider 
the future Danger by its Means, provided 
it miſs them at the preſent. 

© I aſk'd them how far it was to Baldavia? * 
they anſwered me, three Leagues, and that 
the Boats could go up to it, and that it was. 
ſituated by the Side of the River and the. 
Plains, and that there were five great Ord- 
nances in a Fort to command the City, and 
that there were one thouſand Inhabitants in 


the City of all Sorts of Men, Women and 


Children. 1 aſk*'d him, if there were any 
Paſſage by Land from Baldavia to the other 
Parts of Chz/e? they ſaid there was, and they 
ſent every Week, but they went with good 
Guards to go ſecure from the Indians. Then 
I aſk*d them if they built Shipping here ? they 
ſaid No, but at Yelparazzeo they did build 
great Ships. I aſl*®d them who liv*d in the 


Iſland of Mocha? they ſaid Indians, many 


Men and Women, and that they were Poco 
Amigo's to them; in Engliſh, they were but 
ſmall Friends to the Spaniards, There are 
many Sheep, Goats, Hogs and Hens, which 
the Indians will fell for Hatchets, Knives 
and Beads. As to the Ifland of St. Mary, 
the Spaniards are Maſters of it, and have a 
Fort on it with five Guns, but few Spaniards 


live there; it is plentiful of Proviſions, as 


Hogs, and Sheep, and Corn, and Potatoes : 
And they ſaid there is tome Gold, that the 
* ſndians 
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Indians have on the Ifland of Mocha, but 
they will not part from it. The Spaniards 
did not care for anſwering me to ſuch Things 
as I would gladly have heard of theſe Parts; 
for I laid the Draught of all that Coaſt on 
the Table before them, and aſk*d them who 
liv*d at this Port, and who liv*d at that: At 
ſome Places they would ſay the Spaniards 
liv'd there, and ſome the [ndians ; but they 
did not care to anſwer my Deſires, but 
frame other Diſcourſes to wave mine. TI find 
that they are but little acquainted on the 
Coaſts to the Southward of Baldavia; they 
ſay, they have Spaniards living on the Ifland 
of Caſtro, and that much Corn grows there, 
more eſpecially European Wheat; and that 
on the Main there are Spaniards living at a 
Place called Or/ono, which is againſt Caftro, 
and that there they have Gold, and there 
are mavy Indians, 1 aſked him if Shipping 
could go in between Caftro and the Main ? 
they could not tell me, or would not; 
but they ſaid ſome Ships went thither, which 
come from Lima with Furniture for the 
People. 
* The Anchoring at tho Ifland of Mocha is 


on the North-north Eaſt Part of it, in a fan- 


dy Bay in eight fathom Water near the 
Shore; a North-eaſt Wind is the worſt 
Wind for the Road. On the South fide of 
Mochs there lies a Ledge of Rocks, and 
ſome broken Rocks on that Part of the Iſland 
ſcattered from the Shore.

There are alſo Muſk- Melons, and Water- 
Melons, &c. Theſe Spaniards report it to 
be the fineſt Country in the whole World, 
and that the People live with the greateſt 
Luxury of any on the Earth ; they enjoy their 
Health with ſo much Dclighr, and have ſo Þ 
much Wealth and Felicity, that they com- 
pare the Land to Paradiſe, abeunding above 
other Countries with all Delights tor Man- 
kind. 
© I faw a good Teſtimony of the Healthi- 
neſs of the Country, for theſe four Men who 
are on Board, are as well complexioned Men 
as ever | ſaw in my Days: And the People 
afhore, both Men and Women of the Spa- 
niards, are well complexioned People, of a 
ryddy Colour, and ſeem to be mighty heal- 
thy, Some of the Men are very borpalent, 
* an 
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and look as if they came from a very plen- 
tiful Country, where there is great Store 
of Proviſions, and abundance of Gold and 
Silver. 
© There went a-ſhore in the Boat eighteen of 
* my beſt Men I had in the Ship, and Men 
* of good Obſervation to inſpe& into Matters 
* of this Concern, which I had acquainted 
© them With as touching the Manner of the 
© Harbour, and the Fortifications the Spaniards 
© have, and the Diſpoſition of the People: and 
© that it was my whole Deſire to have Confer- 
* ence with the Natives of the Country that 
 * are at Wars with the Spaniards, if by any 
* Means poſſible it may be obtained ; for it 
* is my whole Deſire to lay the Foundation of 
*a Trade there for the Engliſh Nation for 

* the future; for I ſee plainly this Country 
* is loſt for want of the true Knowledge of 
Sits 

* My Men. in the Boat obſerved the Har- 
* bour and the Fortifications, and took good 
_ © Notice of the People. The Spaniards bought 
* ſeveral Things of my Boats Crew : And paid 
* for what Things they bought in good Pillar 
* Pieces of Eight ; they would not part from 
* any Gold, although my Men were deſirous 
© to have ſome rather than Silver for their 
.* Goods ; neither would they part from any 
* Bread in Payment, pretending that they 
* ſhould have Bread To-morrow from Bal- 
* davia, The Things which they bought of 
$ * my Men at this Time, were two Fowling- 
* Pleces, which coſt in England about twenty 

* Dhilings 
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«* Shillings apiece, and the Spaniards gave lix- 
© teen Pieces of Eight apiece for them; and 
£ Caſes of Knives of three Shillings the Piece in 
© England, the Spaniards gave five Pieces of 
< Eight for them; and for ſingle ten-penny 
* Wires, they gave a Piece of Eight apiece for 
© them; and for ordinary Leather-gloves, of 
© ten Pence the Pair, they gave a Piece of 
* Fight a Pair; for Broad-Cloth-Coats ol 
© the Scamen's, which coſt ſixteen Shillings 
© in England, they gave nine Pieces of Eight 
© for a Coar. They were very deſirous to buy 
* Cloaks, and Pieces of Bays-cloth. The Men 
« were very gallant in Apparel in their Pluſh- 
* Coats, and Under Garments of Silk and S1l- 
* ver wrought together, and good Linnen, and 
* good Flanders Laces, and broad about the 
© Crown of their Hats, in Faſhion of a Hat- 
© band, and a great Silk-ſcarf with Gold Lace 
© on the Ends of it, that was croſs over their 
© Shoulders; a ſhort Cravat of Linnen about 
their Necks, and a Cane in their Hand head- 
ed with Silver; their Shoes, and Stockings, 
and Breeches after the Spaniſh Faſhion. They 
were very kind to my Lieutenant and Men, 
and treated them very courteouſlly. They were 
not perm tted to go into the Fort, but were 
entertained in a Tent by the Fort, Four of 
the Spaniards Wives would needs go into the 
Eaglifo Boat, and fit down on the Benches, 
t lay that they had been in a Boat which 
came from Europe. Thele were very proper 
white Women, born in the Kingdom of 
* Peru, of Spanth Parentsz taty never had 
| | «been 
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- bzen in Europe. The Spaniards have ſome 
© Indian Women to their Wives: The Wo- 
©* men were all well apparelled in Silks after 
* the Spaniſh Faſhion, and about their Necks 
« great Gold Chains, and Pendants at their Ears 
* of Sapphyr Stones, &c. 

© The Captain of St, Fags's Fort preſented 
* my Lieutenant with a Silver Tobacco box, 
and a Silver-headed Cane, and a Plume of 
* Oftriches Feathers, which he wore on his 
* Hat at the fame Time: The Feather of the 
* Plume 1s but ſmall ; nothing ſo good as the 
* Barbary-Feather: This Plume was of red, and 
* white, and blue Feathers, dyed in the Coun- 
try. I ſaw another Plume which a Spaniſh 
- Gentleman gave to Mr, J722d, which was 
* black and large, and a very fair one, made 
* of the Oftriches Feather of the Country, 
* There are many Oftriches in the plain Lands, 
$ and Gurannacoes, which are the Bzaſts that 
* bear the red Wool, whereof EHlats are made 
* in England, There is much of this Woot 

* in the Kingdom of Peru and Ch7/e. 
* My People could not by any Means come 
* to converſe with the Natives who are at 
* Wars with the Spaniards, and have the Gold, 
* without violating | the Spaniards Power ; for 
* en the Shore within the Harbour, the [#- 
* dians made a Fire by the Woods-fide, and 
* hung out a white Flag on a long Pole, and” 
* kept wafting of ic a long Time. My Lieu- 
* tenant would have gone in his Boat to them, 
* but the Spaniards would not permit him, 
* and 
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© and faid that they were their own People 
* who lived there. | | 
* My Seamen, which came aboard in my 
© Boat, came to me, and told me, that the 
© Lieutenant had been at Fort St. Fago, and 
* had delivered my Meſſage to the Captain, 
© but he had no Order for my fetching of Wa- 
© ter, and that he wiſhed my Lieutenant to go 
< to Fort St, Peter ; which he did, and a Fryar 
* and two Spaniards went over with him 1n 
_ © the Boat, the Flag of Truce flying in the 
© Boat, and the Trumpeter ſounding, accord- 
< ing to my Order, all the Time, till they 
© landed at the Fort. At their Landing, the 
* Lieutenant was received very courteouſly by 
© ſeveral Spaniſh Gentlemen, and delired to 
* walk up to the Governor ; which my Lieute- 
© nant did to a Tent were the Governor was; 
© the Governor received the Lieutenant very 
* kindly, and defired him to fit down. My 
* Lieutenant preſented my Reſpects to the Go- 
* vernor, and delivered to him the Cheeſe 
© and Butter, together with the Spice, Glaſſes 
* and Tobacco-pipes, which I ſent to him, 
* and acquainted him, that I ſent him, tv 
* delire to know if he would be pleaſed to 
* permit my Boat to water to day, for my 
* Boats lay ready, and had the Caſk in them, 
*and I waited his Anſwer. The Governor 
* cauſed my Lieutenant and Mr. Forze/cue to 
* fit down, and drank to them in a Silver 
* Bowl with Chile Wine: He gave no Anſwer 
* to the Lieutenant at preſent, but ſent an Ot- 
* ficer and Soldiers and ſeized on my Boat; 
* My 
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* My Lieutenant deſired to know what the 
* Meaning was that Poſſeſſion was taken of the 
/ © Boat? The Governor anſwered, he had Or- 
| © der from Don Pedro do Montaies, Captain 
« General of Chile, to keep them till the Ship _ 
* was brought into the Harbour under the Com- 
* mand of the Caſtle, and he was forry he had 
© no more Officers of the Ship in Poſſeſſion. I 
© received from my Lieutenant the following 
« Letter. CS |

© My ſelf and Mr. Forteſcue are kept here as. 
« Priſoners, but for what cauſe 1 cannot tell, 
© but they ftill pretend much Friendſhip, and ſay,

© T examined my Scamen which came in my 
* Boat from the Lieutenant, and they related 
*to me the whole Matter, and they believed 
* that the Spaniards had a Deſign to betray the

* came aboard, they could ſpeak the Spaniſo 
* Tongue indifferently well ; they told me that 
*I was a Friend to the Indians of the Moun-

© is, and if I would come again? I made them 


© Country with them, and that they ſhould 


© ther Kings, and that our Names are Eng: ; 


© Mountains, or In-lands, that I came to ſpeak 
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* tains, and that I was not a Spaniard : They 
* would needs know of me where my Country 


* anſwer, that my Country is a little Way off, 
* on the other Side of the Sea, and that I 
* would come again, and bring Knives, Hatch- 
© ets, Beads, Glafies, &c. and live in the 


* ſee my Country; and that my King would 
* give them many Things, and they ſhould

* the Indians laughed, and ſeemed to be very 
* glad : I bade them acquaint the [ndians of the 


© with them; and that I was their Friend,

© to me, and that I came purpoſely to ſpeak 
© with them ; and that my Maſter, the Great 
* King of England, hath ſent them many Things, 
© and would willingly ſee them. | 

© After theſe People had heard all that I ſaid 
© to them, they ſat for a Time mute, and con- 
© ſidering of the Kindaeſles they received from 
© me and my Company, and that they muſt go 
© a-ſhore again under the Command of the 
© cruel Spaniards, they weeped extreamly, and 
© uttered theſe Words, Numbra Spanalos mucho 
© Diablo, &c. In Engliſh it is, The Spaniſh Mer 
© axe. much Devils, &c, I verily believe that 
© theſe poor innocent Creatures ſpeak Truth, 
© for they are great Devils in abuſing theſe oY 

ouls 
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© Souls ſo unmercifully as they do, In Sight 
© of my Men, the Spaniards with a great Staff 
© would ſtrike an Indian on the Head as he 
© talked with him, and beat him all along, 
© for no cauſe at all ; but this they do to ſhew 
© their Greatneſs and Imperiouſneſs. The beſt 
* Name the Spaniards can afford to call an Indian 
© by, is Dog, and Devil, and ſuch like Names. 
© Theſe Indians ſay, that there 1s much 
© Gold in the Land, and that the Spaniards 
© have much Oro; I gave to each of theſe 
© Indians a Knife, and a ſmall Looking- 
© Glaſs, and ſome Beads: They were very 
© thankful, and I put them in mind again to

Then Mr. Cummins ſpoke in this Manner to 
the Captain: Sir, I always took you for an 
| honourable Gentleman, and I believe you to 
be ſuch; on your Honour, Sir, I beg you will 
give the true Sentiments of your Mind, whe- 
ther thro?* the Streights is not the ſureſt and 
ſafeſt Way to preſerve our Lives, notwith- 
ſtanding we have a thouſand Difficulties to en- 
counter with any Way ? The Captain anſwer'd, 
I really think going to the Northward is the 
| fafeſt Way 3 for ſuppoſe, ſaid he, we ſhould 
be drove off to Sea, when on the other Side the 


_ Land, what is to be done then? I ſaid, Sir, 


it is our Buſineſs to keep the Shore, to prevent 
all Accidents that may happen that Way. Then 
Lieutenant Beans made an Objeftion, Suppoſe 
you have the Wind blowing right in, and a 
tumbling Sea, as to endanger the Boat, what 
are we to do? I made Anſwer, Sir, if you re- 
member, when we were r1ding at St. Fulian? Ss, 
it blew a very hard Gale of Wind right in 
irom the Sea; yet, even then, the Sea did 
not run ſo high as to endanger a Boat riding 
at Anchor : Another Inſtance I bring you from 
$3, Catherine's, when we had fuch hard Gales, 
that the Tryal loſt her Maſts, and the Peart - 
| ſeperated from the Squadron ; yer at that Time- 
there was no Sea comparable to what we have 
met with this Side the Land, The Lieutenant 


allow'd 
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allow'd this to be Fa&t. Then the Captain 
faid, I will allow you to have Water at * Port 
Defire; but do you conſider the lengthening 
your Diſtance, by keeping along Shore, and 
rounding every Bay, and ſome of thoſe Bays 
are very deep. I told him, That undoubtedly 
there was Water all along the Coaſt, and that _ 
we had no Buſineſs to round the Bays, but to 
ſteer from one Head-land to the other. Then 
Lieutenant Beans made a ſecond ObjeCtion,” 


Suppoſe we are forced into a Bay, and Shoal- 


water ? Ianſwer'd, We ſhould always have a 
Boat a-head, and our Draught of Water will 
not be above four or five Feet at moſt; and 
if we ſhould be fo unfortunate as to loſe our 
Boat, we muſt keep the Lead a going.

could not be a grear deal of Difficulty in it.

Line, that the Captain would go that Way, 
The Captain aſk'd every Man's Opinion, and 
found the People unanimous for the Streights 
of Magellan. To day, being fair Weather, 
launch*d the Yawl to go a fowling ; ſhot fe- 
veral Geeſe, Ducks, Shaggs, and Sea-pies. 
Heel'd the Long: Boat for planking. | 
Monday the 10th, Wind at N. and N.N.W. 

Rainy Weather. Fat Slaugh and Sea- weed 
fry'd with Tallow-Candles, which we pick*d 
up along Shore; this we reckon at preſent 
exceeding good Eating, having nothing to 
| live on but a Quarter of a Pound of Flower 
a Man per Day, and what we can get off 
the Rocks; for many Days the Weather has 
been ſo bad, that we have not been able to 
ſtir abroad, tho? almoſt ſtarv*d for want of 
Food. : 

Tueſday the 13th, hard Gales at S, W. with 
heavy Rains, This Afternoon the People 
came in Arms to acquaint us of the Stores be- 
ing robbed z they therefore wanted our Con-

iments of every Perſon preſent. 
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ſent for moving the Srores to our Tentz on 
which we defir'd they would deſiſt from of- 
fering any Violence; we told *em of the ill 
Conſequence of Mutiny, which, as we always 
abhor*d, we took all imaginable Care to pre- 
vent: The People, on our Perſuaſions, in- 
ſtantly quitted their Arms. The Captain pre- 


 fently ſent for me and Mr. Cummins, to ac- 


quaint us with what had happen'd : He told. 


_ us the Purſer, accidentally coming by, ſaw 


the Priſoner Rowland Cruſſetit, Marine, craw]- 
ing from the Buſhes, and from under the 
Store- Tent, and found on him upwards of a 
Day's Flower for ninety Souls, with one Piece 
of Beef under his Coat, and three Pieces more, 
which were concealPd in the, Buſhes, to carry 
off when an Opportunity offer'd; and the 
Centry, Thomas Smith, his Meſs-mate, a Ma- 
rine, undoubtedly was privy to the Robbery. 
The Captain farther ſaid, We have nothing 
to do with them; bur I ſhall ſend to Cap- 
tain Pemberion, to inſiſt on a Court-Martial : 
I really think, that for robbing the Store- 
Tent, (which, in our preſent Circumſtances, 
is {tarving the whole Body of People) the 
Priſoners deſerve Death. This was not only 
the Captain's Opinion, but indeed the Sen- 
After we 


parted from the Captain, we were ſent for 
by Capt. Pemberton : He acquainted us, he 
would go as far as the Martial Law would al- 
low him, and in Conjunction with the Sea Of- 
ficers: 1 look (ſaid he) on the Lieutenant as 
nothing, and the Captain 1n the ſame Light:

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As for you two, (meaning the Gunner and 
Carpenter). I confide in, and ſhall have Re- 
gard to your Opintons, When the Articles 
of War were read, we found their Crime did 
not touch Life, but that they were to ſuffer 
Corporal Puniſhment. Whilſt the Carpenter 
was laying open the Nature of their Guilt, 
and the ill Conſequence of Lenity in the Cir- 
cumſtances we were in, ' I propos'd a Way, 
next to Death; which was, if judg*d proper 
| by Capt. Pemberton and Capt. Cheap, to carry 
them off to an Iſland where the Ship parted, 
there being Muſcles, Limpetts, and Clams 
in Abundance, and no want of Water, and 
there to be left till we ſhould be ready for 
failing ; and, to ſtrike a Terror in all for the 
future, that if any Man ſhould be guilty of 
the like Offence, without any Reſpect of Per- 
ſon, he ſhould ſhare the ſame Fate. This 
Propoſal was approved of by both the. Cap- 
tains, Ar Night Lieutenant Bean ſurpriz*d 
us with a new kind of Propoſal we little 
_ dreamt of, which was, to have a proper Place 
of Devotion, to perform Divine Service in 
every Sabbath Day: For this Sacred Office 
our Tent was.judg*d the moſt commodious 
Place. The Duty of publick Prayer had been 
entirely negle&ted on Board, tho? every Sea- 
man pays Four- pence per Month towards the 
Support of a Miniſter ; yet D-votion, in 1o 
ſolemn a Nfanner, is ſo rarely performs, that 
I know but one Inſtance of it during the ma-_ 
ny Years I have belong'd to the Navy. We 
believe Religion to have the leaft Share in this 
No. 5. ; N--- ' Propofal 
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Propoſal of the Lieutenant. If our Tent 
ſhould be turn'd into a Houſe of Prayer, and 


this Projeft takes, we may, perhaps, in the 


Midft of our Devotion, be ſurpriz'd, and our 


Arms taken from us, in order to fruſtrate our 


Deſigns, and prevent our Return to England 
through the Streights of Magellan, or any 
other Way. : 

Wedneſday the 12th, hard Gales from S. W, 
to W. with heavy Showers of Hail and Rain. 
Serv*d out Proviſions To-day, a Piece of Beef 
for four Men ; ſome Time paſt we have had 
but a Quarter of a Pound of Flower per Man 
per Diem, and three Pieces of Beef; we live 
chiefly on Muſcles, Limpitts, and Clams, with 
Saragraza and Thromba ; one is a green broad 
Weed, common on the Rocks in England ;

" Face, that he can hardly withſtand it 53 how- 
ever, one of our Meſs-mates To-day fhot 
three Gulls and a Hawk; which gave us 2 

very 
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very elegant Repaſt. This Day was held a 
Court-Martial on the Centry who is beliey'd 
Confederate with the Marine that robbed the 
Store- Tent : Sentence was paſs'd upon them 
to receive ſix hundred Laſhes each : Capt. 
Cheap, not thinking the Puniſhment adequate 
to the Crime, cut them ſhort of their Allow- 
ance; ſo that they have now but half the 
Proviſions they had before : The Day follow- 
ing the Offenders received two hundred Laſhes 
each, as Part of their Puniſhment. We hawl'd 
the Long-Boat higher up, for fear the Sea 
ſhould waſh the Blocks from under her.

Sunday the 16th, Freſh Gales of Wind at 
S. W. with heavy Showers of Hail : The Peo- 
ple generally complain of a Malady in their 
Eyes3 they are in | og Pain, and can ſcarce 
ſee to walk about. The Jaſt Tide flowed nine 
Feet perpendicular; To-day we picked up 
Shell-Fiſh in Abundance, with Pieces of Beef 
and Pork. The Prifoners received two hun-

Tueſday the 18th, . this Day the Carpenter, 
who has all along been indefatigable in work-

Wedneſday the 19th, The Carpenter Was 
ſo'much recovered, that he went to Work as 
uſual; at Night, the Lieutenant. acquainted 
us, that the Captain deſired to ſpeak with the 
Carperiter and me To-morrow at Noon, to 
_ conſult what ſhould be done with the two 
Priſoners, having received but four hundred 
Laſhes 'out 'of the fix, to which they were 
ſentenced 'by « Court-Martial, the other two 
Hundred . being remitted. by their own. Ot- 
keers. a; 

' Thurſday the 2oth, We waited on' the Cap- 
tain, who acquainted us with what the Lieu- 
tenant' had mentioned laſt 'Night' relating to 
| the Priſoners: We told him the People were 
'very uneaſy about this Mitigation of the Pu- 
niſhment inflicted on: them by a Court: Martial ; 
Therefore it was agreed they ſhould provide for 
themſelves as well as they, could'; but to have 
-No Sort of Proviſions out of the Store: Tent for 
the future. 

Saturday the 22d, We begun upon ſeveral 
 Contrivances to get Proviſions, ſuch as build- 
yo Punts, Caſk- Boats, Leather: Boats, and the 
like. 

: On Sunday the 23d, The Store-Tent was 
a2ain robbed, and, on Examination, was found

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Men: The Lieutenant, myſelf, and Carpen- 


ter went to the Captain to conſult ſome Wa 

which might effe&tually prevent thoſe villain- 
ous Practices for the future 3 the Captain de- 
fired us to make a nice Enquiry into this Rob- 
| bery, being determined to inflict the ſevereſt 
Puniſhment on the Offenders; tho? it would 
give him the greateſt Concern if any innocent 
Perſon ſhould ſuffer. This Day we confined 
one of the Centinels for being drunk on his 
Poſt ; the Day following the Boatſwain gave 
us Information of the Perſons who had robbed 
the Tent; they were two Centinels, Smith and 


Butler , thoſe very Perſons were the firſt who 


inſiſted, that the Seamen, as well as them» 
ſelves, ſhould watch the Store-Tent; their 
own Officers, as yet, have brought them to 
no Examination: We have alſo Information 
that the Purſer holds frequent Converſation 
with the Rebels, contrary to all the Laws of 
the Navy, ſupplying them with Liquors 1n 
Abundance, to the great Diſtreſs of his Ma- 
_ jeſty's faithful Subjefts, who have but haif a 
Pint per Day to fſubſiſt on. There are now 


great Diſturbances among the People con- 


cerning going to the Northward ; they be- 
lieve Capt. Cheap never intended to return to 
England by his prepoſing this Way, in Op- 


Polition to the Opinion of all the Navigators, 


who have given Reaſons for going thro? the 
Streights of Magellan. There is a Sort of a 
party Rage among the People, fomented by 
a kind of Bribery that has more Influence on 
the Szamen than Money ; there are ſome daily 


bought off by Rum, and other ſtrong Liquors. 
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Unlefs a Stop is put to theſe Proceedings, we 


ſhall never go off the Spot. 
Tuejday the 25th, This Day felt four great 


Earthquakes, three of which were very ter- 


rible ; notwithſtanding the violent Shocks and 
FTremblinzs of the Earth, we find no Ground 
Mhifted. Hard Gales of Wind at North, with 
heavy Showers of Rain, 

Thurſday the 27th, The Diſturbunces i IN- 
creaſe among the People; we plainly ſee there 
8 a Party raiſed to 20 to the Northward ; we 


went to the Lieutenant, and conſulted with 


him what was to be done in the preſent Exi- 
W#nce 3 mytclf being reckoned the Projeor of 


the Scheme fer going through the Streights, 
was threatned to be ſhot by Noble the Quarter- 


Matter: After having tome Diſcourſe with the 
Lieutenant, he told me, If I would draw up 
a Paper tor the Captain to fign, in order to 
Tatisfy the Peopic, that he would go to the 
Southward, ard every Officer to have a Copy 
of it, tO jullify himiclf in Eng/and, it would 
te as proper a Method as we could take, The 
Paper was immcdiately drawn up in thele

ITERE A S upon a General Conſul- 
_ tation, it has been agreed to go from 
this Place throuzh the Streights of Magelian,

This Paper was deliver'd to the Lieutenant, 


; who ſaid that he was ſure the Captain would 


ſign itz but in Caſe of Refuſal, he ſhould be 


| confin'd for ſhooting Mr. Cozens, and he 


would take the Command on himſelf: And, © 
event further Diſturbances, the Purſer, as 
ie much convers*'d with the Rebels, it is a- 
greed, by the Body of Officers, to fend him 
off the Iſland, for ating fo contrary to his Duty, 
in Contempt of the Articles of War, the Laws 
of his Country, and the known Rules of the 
Navy. It was likewiſe agreed, that any Per- 
fon, who engaged himſelf in raiſing Parties, 
ſhould be difarm*d. By this Day's Proceed- 
ings, we thought the Lieutenant a Gentlemart 
of Reſolution ; but the Words and Actions af 
People do not always concur, 
Friday the 28th, To-day the Officers and 
People appeared in Arms, The Maſter, Boat- 
ſwain, Gunner, and Carpenter, with Mr, F—s 
Mate, and Mr. C {! Midſhipman, went 


into the Captain's Tent, the Lieutenant being 


With him. As ſoon as the Officers were ſeated, 
a Conſultation was held concerning Smith and. 
Butl:y robbing the Store- Tent ; they were- 
ſentenced to be tranſported to the Main, or 
ſome Iſland. As ſoon as this Affair was over, 
we talk'd to the Captain of the Uneaſineſs 
among the People ; thar there had been a 


4 long 
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long Time a viſible Inquietude among them, 
and that we could not help ſeeing there were 
Schemes form*d to obſtruct our Deſign in go- 
ing to the Southward. The Captain anſwer'd, 
Gentlemen, it is Time enough to think of this 
when we areercady to go "off: Have not I 
told you before, that I dv not care which 
Way I go, Southward or Northward ? I will 
take my Fate with you. Every body now 
expected the Licutenant to reply, eſpecially 
after the Zeal he expreſs'd himſelf with the Day 
before; but he fate ſpeechleſs, without any 
Regard to the Welfare of the People, or to 
| his own Propoſals. Finding he did not move 
in the Afﬀair, I took out the Paper which was 
agreed to by the Lieutenant and the reſt of 
the Officers, and read 1t to the Captain, and 
atk*d him to ſign itz which he ftrenuouſly 
oppos'd, and feem'd very much enrag'd that 
it ſhould be propos'd to him, Upon this we 
cropt tae Matter, and began to diſcourſe con- 
cerning the Proviſions: We thought it ne- 
ceſry, that ten Weeks Subliſtence ſhould be 
tecur*d to carry with us, and that the Liquor 
fhould be buried Under-ground ; but he gave 
us no Anſwer. Finding no Relief here, we 
went to Captain Pembertan's Tent, to conſulc 
with him what we ſhould do in the preſent 
Exigence. On our coming out from the Captain, 
we ſaw a Flag hoiſted on Captain Pemberton's 
| Fent, the Captain himſelf ſeated in a Chair, 
ſurrounded by the People. On ſeeing this, 
all the Officers preſent at the Conſulcation, 
except the Lieutenant, went over to Captain 
Pemberton, Here it was agreed, in Cale the 
Caprain 
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Captain perſiſted to refuſe ſigning the Paper, 
to take the Command from him, and to 
give it the Lientenant, according to the Lieu- 
tenant's own Propoſal. Ar the ſame Time 
Captain Pemberton told the People, he would 
ſtand by them with his Life, in going through 
the Streights of Magellan, the Way propos'd 
in the Paper. The People gave three Cheers, 


crying aloud for Eng/and, The Captain hear- 


ing the Noiſe, got out of Bed to his Tent- 
Door, and call'd the People, enquiring what 
they wanted ; then ſent for all the Officers : 
He was then told, fince he refus*d ſigning the 
Paper, and had no Regard to the Safety of 
our Proviſions, the People unanimouſly agreed 
to take the Command from him, and transfer 
it to the Lieutenant. Hearing this, with an 
exalted Voice, Captain Cheap ſays, Who is he 
that will take the Command from me? Ad- 
drefling himſelf to the Lieutenant, Is it you, 
Sir? The Lieutenant reply*'d, No, Sir. The 
Terror of the Captain's Aſpect intimidated the 
Lieutenant to that Degree, that he look'd like 
a Ghoſt, We left him with the Captain, and 


return*d to Captain Pemberion's Tent, to ac- 
quaint him of the Lieutenant's refuſing the 


Command. We had not been long here be- 
fore Captain Cheap ſent for us. I was the 
firft Perſon call'd for ; at my entering his 
Tent, I ſaw him ſeated on a Cheſt, with a 
cock*d Piftol on his Right Thigh 3 obſerving 
this, I defir'd Mr. Fonzes, who was the Mate 
he always rely'd on for Navigation, to tell 
the Captain, 1 did not think proper to come

dence to retreat from a Man 1a a Phrenzy, be- 
cauſe he who does not value his own Lite, 
has another Man's in his Power, I had no iW 
Defire of falling by the Hand of Captain 

Cheap, and ſhould be greatly diſturbd to be 
compelPd, for my own Preſervation, to dif- 
charge a Piſtol ata Gentleman againſt whom 
1 never had any Spleen, and who was my 
Commander. When Mr. Zones acquainted 


him with what I defred him, the Captain 
threw his Piſtol aſide, and came out of his 
Tent ; he told the People, he would go with 


them to the Southward ; he defired to know 
their Grievances, and he would redreſs them : 
They all calPd out for their Sea-Store of Pro- 
viſions to be lecur'd, and the reſt equally di- 
vided, Here the Caprain ſhew*d all the Con- 
duct and Courage imaginable z he was a lingle 
Man againſt a Multicude, all of them dil- 
tatisfy*'d with him, and all of them in Arms: 
He told them the 11] Conſequences of ſharing 
the Proviſions, that it was living To-day and 


_ flarving To- Morrow 3 but the Pcople were not

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to be ſatisfy'd, the Officers had now no Au- 
thority over them, and they were ſome Time 


deaf to their Perſuaſions; nay, it was with 
Difficulty that they could diſſuade them from 


pulling down the Store- Tent, and taking, a- 
way the Proviſions by Force; they remov'd 
the Proviſions out of the Store Tent, then fell 
to digging a Hole to bury the Brandy ; the 
Sea-Store to be ſecur'd, the Remainder to be 
immediately ſhar'd. Had this been comply'd 
with, the Conſequences might have been very 
errible : However, to pacify them in ſome 
Shape, it was agreed, that every Man ſhould 
have a Pint of Brandy per Day, which, by 


Calculation, would laſt them three Weeks. 


On this they ſeem'd very eaſy, and went to 


their reſpe&ive Tents. The Captain told his 


Officers, that he would a&t nothing: contrary 
\ to what was agreed on for the Welfare and 
Safety of the Community, Finding.the Cap- 
tain in a Temper of Mind to hearken to Rea- 
ſon, I ſaid to him, Sir, I think it my Duty 
to inform you, that I am not the Perſon whom 
you imagine to be the Principal in this Af- 


fair.  "Fhe pen anſwer*d,' How can I 


think otherwiſe? I reply*d, Sir, the Paper 


I read to you was your Lientenant's Projec- 


tion : There. ſits the Gentleman, let him diſ- 
own 1t if he can, The Captain turning him- 
felf to the Lieutenant, ſays, Mr. Þuſkeley has 
honeſtly clear'd himſelf, We then drank a 
Glaſs of Wine, and took 'our Leaves, At 
Night the Captain fent for Mr. Cummins and

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me to ſup with him; we. were the only Of. 
ficers preſent with hims When I was ſeated, 
I ſaid, Sir, I have my Character at Stake, for . 
drawing back from your cock'd Piſtol : Had 

1 advanc'd, one of us muſt have dropt. The 
Captain anſwer'd, I do aſſure you, the Piſtol 

was not deſign'd for you, but for another; 
for I knew the Whole before, We then 

talk'd of indifferent Things, and ſpent the 
Evening in a very affable Manner. 

Saturday the 29th, came here five Indian 
Canoes, loaded with Muſcles; Men, Women 
and Children were about fifty : Theſe Indians 
had never been with us before z they are not 
ſo generous and good-natur'd as our Friends 
| 1] have already mention'd ; they were ſo mer- 
cenary, that they would not part with a ſingle 
Muſcle without ſomething in Exchange ; their 
Stay was but ſhort with us, for the next Morn- 
ing they launch*d their Canoes, and went off, 

Tueſday, September the 1it, the Carpenter | 
was ſhot in the Thigh with ſeveral large Pew- 
_ ter Sluggs by the Captain's Cook ; but he be- 
ing at a great Diſtance, the Sluggs did not 
enter his Skin : Whether this was deſign'd, or 
accidental, we don't know; however, we 
thought it proper io diſarm him. 

Wedneſday the 2d, Wind at N, and N, by 
W. with Rain. This Day we were inform*d 
| that three of the Deſerters, viz. Fames Mit- 
chel, Carpenter's Mate, Foſeph King and 
Owen Thomſon, Seamen, were gone over to 
the Main in a Punt of their own building ; 

the others were here Yeſterday, and I believe 
would 
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would be gladly received again, but am of 
Opinion there are few Voices in their Fa- 
vour, 

Friday the 4th, ſome Diſorders among the 
People about watching the Provifions; fome 
taking all Opportunities to rob the Stores. 
Our Living now 1s very hard ; Shell-fiſh 
are very ſcarce, and difficult to be had 3 the 
Sea-weeds are our greateſt Support; we have 
found a Sort of Sea-weed, which we call 
Dulſe ; it is a narrow Weed, growing OA 
Rocks in the Sea, which, when boil'd about 
two Hours, thickens the Water like Flower ; 
this we eſteem a good and wholeſ{nme Food. 

Sunday the 6th, laſt Night the Store- Tent 
was robbed of Brandy and Flower : The Peo- 
ple at hearing this were greatly enrag'd, and 
inſiſted on ſearching the Marines Tents ; on 
Search they found four Bottles of Brandy, 
and four ſmall] Parcels of Flower. The Cap- 
tain fent for the Lieutenant, Maſter, Gunner, 
Carpenter, and Surgeon, with Lieutenants Ha- 
milton, Ewers and Fielding of the Army ; Cap- 
tain Pemberton was alſo ſent for, but was ſo ill 
that he could not be preſent, but defir*d all 
might paſs according to the Judgment of the 
above-mention*d Officers. A Conſultation was 
held : Five of the accus'd Marines did not ap- 
pear, dreading the Puniſhment due to their. 
Crime; they march'd off to the Deſerters : 
Four more, who ftaid to be tried, receiv'd_ 
Sentence, on the firſt Opportunity, to carry 
_ off to the Main, and there to ſhift for 

themſelves with the former Deſerters. The

Tueſday the 8th, in the Afternoon, William 
Harvey, Quarter-Gunner, came to our Tent, 
with a Paper ſign'd by ſeven atten the COn- 
tents as follows, viz. 


6 HESE are to acquaint you, the Gen- 
 tlemen, Officers, and Seamen of the Ship 
Wager, that, for the Eaſement of the Boat 
now building, we do agree to go in the Yaw], 
after ſhe is fitted up, with allowing us our 
Share of Proviſions, and other Conveniencies, 
ro go in her to the Southward, through the 
Streights of PS, for the Coaſt of

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The next Day, the above-mention'd added 
one more to their Number, viz. Peter Plaſtow, 
Captain's Steward : He came to acquaint us, 
'he was willing to go with them, and hoped 
we would give our Conſent; we told him we 
had nothing to do with it, therefore he muſt. 
apply to the Captain. 

Thurſday the 10th, hard Gales at W. N.W. 
with Rain and Hail. The Captiin ſent for 
the Lieutenant, Maſter, myſelf, the Carpen- 
ter, and Boatſwain : When we were all met, 
the Captain aſk'd us, if Plaſtow had mention'd - 
any Thing to us about going off in the Yaw]l. 
We told him he had. Plaſftow being lent for, 
the Captain ſaid, Peter! I hear you are for 
goiNg in the Boat. He anſwer?d, Yes, Sir; 
[ will take my Chance, for I want to get to 
England, The Captain bade him be gone for 
2 Villain, and ſaid no more. This Plaſtow 
was a mighty Favourite with the Captain, and 
had often been admitted to his Converſation : 
| He above all Men ought to have ſtood ſted- 
faſt to him, becauſe the Captain regarded him 
above the whole Body of People, and hath 
| been heard to ſay as much. It was this Day 
agreed, that the Sentence put off on the 6th 
ſhould be executed the firſt Opportunity, 
without any Delay ; and that no Boat ſhould 
g0 off from hence before all was ready, be- 
lieving fome have a Deliga to go to the 
Northward, 

Friday the 11th, Wind at N. N. W. The 
People very uneaſy ; ſcarce any Work done 
for this Week paſt ; every Thing is at a Stand ; 
we have now among us no Command, Order, 

2 or 
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or Diſcipline ; add to our Uneaſineſs, the Un- 
comfortableneſs of the Climate z we have been 


Tnhabitants of this land ſixteen Weeks, and 


have not feen ten fair Days; the Murmurings 
of the People, the Scarcity of Proviſion, and 
the Severity of the Weather, would really 
make a Man weary of Life, 

Monday the 14th, laſt Night very hard 
Gales, at N. W. and W.N. W. with large 


Showers of Hail, with Thunder, The Wind 
_ To-day is much abated. As to the Article of 


Proviſions, nothing comes amiſs ; we eat Dogs, 
Rats, and, in ſhort, every Thing we Can 
come at. 

Friday the 18th, Dennis O'Lary and 7ohn 
Redwood, Seamen, with ſix Marines, were put 
off to the Main, according to their Sentence; 


1t being a fine Summer*s Day. This Day the 
Lieutenant, bringing a Pair of Piſtols to the 


Carpenter, and complaining they were in bad 
Order, did not imagine they were loaded, 


ſnapping the firſt it miſs*d Fire, the ſecond 


went off, but providentially did no Harm, tho”. 
the Lieutenant had then a' Crowd of People 


about him. 


Sunday the 20th, little Wind. and clear 
Weather. Launch'd the Barge, and went off 
to the Wreck; we took up four Caſks of Beet, 
with a Cafk of Peaſe, which was ſtay'd, we 
ſerv*d out to each Man five Pieces of Beef, 
and Peale to ſuch as would have them, but 


there were none to take them; having now 


Plenty of Meat, our Stomachs are become nice 
and dainty, 


Tedne/day 
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I/eeneſday the 23d, the People went to the 
Captain with a Two-gallon Cage, and aſk*d 
it full of Wine: The Captain refug&d them ; 
but apprehending that they would make no 
Ceremony of filling it without Leave, and 
carrying it off by Force, he thought proper 
to order tit to be filPd: They brought it to 
che L.ong-Boat, and drank it in her Hold. 
Stept the Long: Boat's Maſt forward. The 
People very much diforder*d in Liquor, and 
very quarrelſome. 

Thurſday the 24th, 1 was ſent on a Week's 
Cruize in the Barge; the Officers with me _. 
were Mr. Jones the Mate, and the Hon, Mr. 
Byron, Midſhipman, 'and Mr. Harvey the Pur- 
ler, who was a good Draughtiman z we went 
in order to diſcover the Coaſt to the South- 
ward, for the Safety of the Long-Boat; we 
were informed on our Return, that the Peo- 
ple in our Abſence went to the Captain, and 
oot .two Gallons of Wine which they mixed 
with their half Pints of Brandy ; they got all 
drunk and mad, but no great Miſchiefs en- 
ſued. Six 1ndian Canoes likewiſe came. in our 
Abſence loaded with Men, Women and Chil- 
dren ; they brought with them Clams out of 
the Shells ſtrung on Lines : The Indian Wo- 
men dived for Muſcles, and brought them 
alhore in abundance; the Men went to the 
freſh Water River, and caught ſeveral Fiſh 
like our Engliſh Mullets. The People bought 
Dogs of the Indians, which they KkilPd, and 
eat, cſteeming the Fleſh very good Fodd : 
{he next Day the Indians went out and caught 

P a vaſt 
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a vai! Quantity of Fiſh out of a Pond, where 
they ſent in their Dogs to hunt; the Dogs 
dived, and drove the Fiſh aſhore in great 
Numbers, to one Part of the Pond, as if they | 
had been drawn in a Seyne ;z the Tudians fold | 
the Fiſh to the People. This Method of | 
catching Fiſh, is, I believe, unknown any 
where elſe, and was very ſuprizing; and, what 
is alſo very ſtrange, after the Judians went 
away, we hauled the Seyne over the Pond, and 
could never get a Fiſh. 

Monday the 28th, returned with the Barge; 
the firſt Evening we were out we had a good 
Harbour for the Barge, which: we put into 
the firſt Animal we ſaw, was a fine large Bitch 
big with Puppies; we killed herz we then 
roaſted one Side and boiled the other, were 
exceedingly well pleaſed with our Fare, ſup- 
ped heartily, and ſlept well: The next Morn- 
ing we got up at Day-breaking, and pro- 
ceeded on our Cruize, finding all along the 
Coalt to be very dangerous ; at Evening put 
into a Place of very good Shelter, for the 
Barge : Here we found the Indians had been 
very lately, the Shore being covered with the 
Offals of Seal : In an Hour's Time we killed 
ten wild Fowl; we roafted three Geeſe and 
two Ducks, the reſt we pur into a Sea- Pye, fo 
that we fared moſt elegantly z got up art Day- 
light next Morning, but ſeeing the Weather 
hazy and dirty, thought it not proper to put 
out with the Barge, fearing we ſhould not 
get a Harbour before Night; we took a Walk 
five Miles in the Country croſs the Land to 

the 
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the Southward, but could nor ſee any Shelter 


Bay, ſaw the Southmoſt Land, which we had 


Caſe Bottle, as uſual, ro the Captain, to be fil- 
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for the Boat, being then twelve Leagues from 
the Place we came from ; ſo we returned back 
in the Evening, and got into a five ſandy 
Bay ; 1 think it as good a Harbour for Ship- 
ping as any I ever ſaw: Coming into this 


ſeen before, bearing about S.S W. right over 
an Inlet of Land, about two Miles. After 
landing, lived as we did laſt Night; in the 
Morning we walked over, where we found a 
deep Bay, it being eighteen Leagues deep, and 
twelve Leagues broad z here we had a very 
good Proſpect of the Coaſt ; we found here the 
green Peaſe that Sir Fohn Narborough mentions 
in his Book. Es | 

Saturday the 3d of Ofober, after our Return 
from the Cruize, the Lieutenant, the Maſter, 
myſelf, the Boatſwain, and Mr. Jones the 
Mate, went to the Captain, to acquaint him 
how forward the Boat was, and to conſult ſome 
Meaſures to be obſerv*d on Board the Boat, to 
prevent Mutiny 3 he defir*d a Day or two to 
conſider of it, 

On Monday the 5th, the Carpenter ſent his 
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led with Wine; but it was ſent back empty, 
with this Anſwer, | will give him. none : 
This ſudden Change of the Captain's Be- 
haviour to the Carpenter, proceeded from 
ſome Words which the latter dropt, and were 
carried to the Captain: The Words the Car- 
penter ſpoke were to this Purport, That he 
was not to be led by Favour or Aﬀection, nor 
P.2 to 
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to be biaſſed by a Bottle of Brandy. To- 
day'we heeled the Long-boat, and caulked 
the Star board Side, paid her Bottom with 
Wax, Tallow, and Soap, that came out of 
the Ship. 

Tueſday the 6th, hard Gales at N. W. and 
N. with Rain : This Morning the Lieutenant 
acquainted us of the Captain's Reſolution, 
which was to be Captain as before, and to be 
governed by the Rules of the Navy, andto_ 
ftand or fall by them; it was objected in the 
' Preſent Situation, the Rules of the Navy are 
not ſufficient to direct us, ſeveral Rules being 
requiſite in our Circumſtances which are not_ 
mention*d there ; that the whole Body of Ot- 
ficers and People are determin'd not to be 
govern'd by thoſe Rules at preſent. "This Ob- 
icction was ſtarted, not from a Diſreſpe&t to 
thoſe Rules; but we imagined, if Captain 
Cheap was reſtored to the abſolute Command 
| he had before the Loſs of the Yager, that he 
would proceed again upon the ſame Princi- 
ples, never on any Exigence conſult his Of- 
ficers, but act arbitrarily, according to his 
Humour and Confidence of ſuperior Know- 
ledge : While he acts with Reaſon, we will 
tupport his Command with our Lives; bur 
10me Reſtriction 1s neceſſary for our own Pre- 
ſervation. We think him a Gentleman worthy 
to have a limitted Command, but too dange- 
Tous a Perſon to be truſted with an abſolute 
one. This Afternoon :the People infiſted to 
be ferv*d. Brandy out of the Catks that were 
. buried 
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buried Under-ground ; ; accordingly they were 
ſerv*d half a Pint each Man. Got the as. 
Boat upright. 
Thurſday the 8th, this Duy the Maſter went 
to the Captain concerning ten half Barrels of 
Powder more than can be carried off, which 
will make good Water-caſks for the Boats : 
The Captain told him not, to ſtart the Pow-. 
der, or deſtroy any Thing, without his Or- 
dersz and ſaid, he muſt have Time to conſider 
of it, In the Afternoon, Captain Pembericn, 
of the Land Forces, came on the Beach, and 
defired the Aſſiſtance of the Seamen to take 
Captain Cheap a Priſoner, for the Death of 
Mr. C:zens, the Midſhipman ; telling us, he 
ſhould be call'd to an Account, if he did not. 
This Evening the Carpenter went up to the 
Hill-Tent, ſo called from its Situation ; the 
People were ſhooting Balls at Marks ; ſome of 
them were firing in Vollies, without Shot or 
Sluggs: One of the Men on the Beach fired 
at the Tent while the Carpenter was 1N it, 

who was ſtanding with a Book in his Hand ; 
there was a Piece of Beet hung cloſe at his 
Cheek, the Ball went through the Tent and 
the Beef, but the Carpenter received no Da- 
mage, To-day I over-haul'd the Powder, and 
told the Lieutenant that I had twenty-three 
half Barrels in Store, and that we could not 
carry off in the Veſſel! above ſix half Barrels; 
therefore purpoſe to ſtart the Overplus into the 
Sea, and make Water-Caſks of the half Bar- 
rels, they being very proper for that Pur- 
pole, I defired him to acquaint the Captain 
with 
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with my Intention; that ſince he had no Re- 
oard for the Publick Good, or to any Thing 
that tended to promoting it, the Carpenter and 
T had determin'd never to go near him again. 
The Lieutenant declin'd going, fearing the 
Captain would murther him z but he ſent the 
Maſter to him, to let him know the Necelſ- 
fity of ſtarting the Powder: The Captain's 
Anſwer to the Maſter was, I defire you will 
not deſtroy any one Thing without my Orders, 
We now are convinced the Captain hath no 
Intention of going. to the Southward, not- 
withſtanding he had lately given his Word 
and Honour that he would ; therefore Captain 
Pemberton, in order to put an End to all fu- 
ture Obſtructions, demanded our Afliſtance to 
make him a Priſoner for the ſhooting Mr. 
Cozens, intending to carry him as ſuch to 
England ;, at the fame Time to confine Lieu- 
tenant Hamilton with him 3 which was readily 
agreed to by the whole Body. Ir was reckon*d 
dangerous to ſuffer the Captain any longer 
to enjoy Liberty; therefore the Lieutenant, 
Gunner, Carpenter, and Mr, Fones the Mate, 
reſolv'd next Morning to ſurprize him 1n his 
Bed. 
Friday the gth, this Morning went in a 
| Body and furpriz'd the Captain in Bed, dil- 
arm*d him, and took every Thing out of his 
Tent, The Captain ſaid to the Seamen, What 
are you about? Where are my Officers ? At 
which the Maſter, Gunner, Carpenter, and 
Boatſwain, went in, The Captain faid, Gen- 
themen, do vou Know what you have done, 
or 
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or are about? He was anſwer'd, Yes, Sir; 
_ our Aſſiſtance was demanded by Captain Pem- 
berton, to ſecure you as a Priſoner for the 
Death of Mr. Cozens ; and as we are SubjeQs 
_ of Great Britain, we are oblig'd to take you 
as ſuch to England. The Captain ſaid, Gen- 


tlemen, Captain Pemberton hath nothing to 


do with mez I am your Commander ſtill; I 
will ſhew you my Inſtructions; which he did 
to the People; on this we came out. He 
then call'd his Officers a ſecond Time, and 
ſaid, What is this for ? He was anſwer*d, as 


before, That Aſſiſtance was demanded by Cap- - 


tain Pemberton to take him Priſoner for the 
Death of Mr. Cozens. He ſtill inſiſted, Cap- 
tain Pemberton has no Buſineſs with me; I 
could not think you would ſerve me ſo. It 
was told him, Sir, it is your own Fault; you 
have given yourſelf no manner of Concern 
for the Publick Good, on our going from 
hence 3 but have ated quite the Reverſe, or 
elſe been ſo careleſs and indifferent about it, 


as if we had no Commander; and if other 
Perſons had given themſelves no more Trou- 


ble and Concern than you have, we fhould 


not be ready to go from hence as long as Pro- 


viſions laſted. The Captain ſaid, Very well, 
Gentlemen, you have caught me Napping ; 3-1 
do not ſee any of you in Liquor; you are a 
Parcel of brave Fellows, but my Officers are 
Scoundrels : Then turning himſelf to me, he 
ſaid, Gunner, where's my Lieutenant? Did 
not he Head you ? I told him, No, Sir but 


was here to lee it executed, and is here now.

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When the Captain was a Priſoner, he de- 
clared, he never intended to go to the South- 
ward, having more Honour than to turn his 
Back on his Enemies; and farther, he ſaid, 
Gentlemen, I do not want to go off in any 
of your Craft; for I never deſign'd to go for 
England, and would rather chuſe to be ſhot 
by you; there is not a ſingle Man on the 
Beach dare engage me 3 but this Is what I 
fear*d. 

It is very odd, that Capt. Cheap ſhould now 
declare he never intended to go to the South- 
ward, when he publickly gave his Word and: 
Honour he would go that Way, or any Way 
| where the Spirit of the People led : But he 
afterwards told his Officers, he knew he had 
a ſevere Trial to go through, if ever he came 
to England; and as for thoſe who liv'd to 
return to their Country, the only Favour he 
requeſted from them, was to declare the 

Truth, without Favour or Prejudice z and this 
_ we promigd faithfully to do: His Words, in 
this Reſpect, were as much regarded by us as 
the Words of a dying Man, and have been 
moſt punCtually obſerv'd. | | 

Saturday the 10th, little Wind at N. and 
N. W. Getting all ready for going off this 
Afternoon, the Captain ſent for the Lieute- 
nant and me, deſiring us both to go to Cap- 
tain Pemberton, to know what he intended to 
do with him. We accordingly came, and 
both. rams to go direAly, and bring him 
his Anſwer. When we came out, went to the 
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Lieutenant's Tent; from thence 1 expected, 
and made no doubt, but he would go to Cap- 
tain Pemberton's: But when I aſk'd him, he 
| refus*d ; which very much ſurpriz'd me. 1] 
thought it very ungenerous to trifle with Cap- 
tain Cheap, or any Gentleman in his unhappy 
Situation z therefore went alone to Captain 
Pemberton. When I deliver'd him Captain 
Cheap's Meſſage, the Anſwer was, I deſign, 
and muſt carry him Priſoner to England. 
I returned, and acquainted Captain Cheap with 
Captain Pemberion's Anſwer: He aſk*d me 
"then, if the Lieutenant was with me. I told 
him, No ; and I believe did not deſign it. He 
faid, Sir, 1 am very much oblig'd to you, and 
could not think the Lieutenant would uſe me 
thus, In the Evening the Lieutenant and 1 
were ſent for again: The Captain ſaid to the 
Lieutenant, Sir, have you been with Captain 
Pemberton ? He anſwer'd, No, Sir. I thought, 
Sir, you promis*d me you would : However, 
I have his Anſwer; I am to be carried a 
Prifoner to England. Gentlemen, I ſhall ne- 
ver live to ſee England, but die by Inches 
in the Voyage; and it is furprizing to me to 
think, what you can expeCt by going to the 
Southward, where there are ten thouſand Dif- 
ficulties to be encounter'd with: I am ſorry 
ſo many brave Fellows ſhould be led to go 
where they are not acquainted, when, by go- 
ing to the Northward, there is the Ifland of 
Chili, not above ninety Leagues, where we 
need not fear taking Prizes, and may have a 
Chance to ſee the Commodore. I made An- 
2 {wer, 
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ſwer, Sir, you have ſaid, that we ſhall be call'd 
to an Account for this in England: IT muſt 
tell you, for my own Part, had I been guilty 
of any Crime, and was ſure of being hang'd 
for it in Englaad, I would make it my Choice 
ro go there, ſooner than to the Northward : 
Have not you given your Word and Ho- 
nour to go to the Southward? It 1s true, 
there is a Chance in going to the North- 
ward, by delivering us from this unhappy 
Situation of Life for a worſe, viz. a Spaniſh 
Priſon. The Captain faid no more but this, 
Gentlemen, I wiſh you well and ſafe to Eng- 
land, 

Sunday the 11th, this Morning the Cap- 
tain ſent for me, and told me, he had rather 
be ſhot than carried off a Priſoner, and that 
he would not go off with us; therefore de- 
fired me to aſk the People to ſuffer him to 
remain on the Ifland: The People readily 
agreed to his Requeſt; and alſo conſented to 
Jeave him all Things needful for his Support, 
as much as could be ſpar'd, Lieutenant Ha- 
milton and the Surgeon choſe to ſtay with 
him. We offer*d him alſo the Barge and Yawl, 
if he could procure Men to go with him. The 
Queſtion was propos'd before the whole Body ; 
but they all cry*d aloud for England, and let 
him ſtay and be d n*d ; does he want to. 
carry us to a Priſon ? There is not a Man 
will go. The Captain being depriv*d of his 
: Command in the Manner above-mention'd, 
and for the Reaſons already given, it was 
reſolv'd to draw ſome Articles, to be ſign*'d 
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\ Hereas Captain David Cheap, our

agreed to before he went off; but he, in the

Fourthly, We do agree, whatever Fowl,

Iland bearing S. by W. the Southmoſt End 
S. by E. This Ifland we call the Rock of 
Dundee, it being much like that Iſland in the 
Weſt- Indies, but not fo large; it lieth about 
four Leagues diſtant from the Southmoſt 
Point of Land at Sea, This Day it blow'd 
ſo hard, that we were obliged to take the 
Cutter in Tow. 

Friday the 3oth, Hard Gales, and a great 
Sea 3 ſaw ſome Ilands and ſome ſunken Rocks; 
at Six ſaw the-Main in two Points of. Land; 
with a Jarge Opening; on each Side the 
lunken Rocks are innumerable; the Entrance 
is ſo dangerous, that no Mortal would attempt 
if, unleſs his Caſe was deſperate, as ours; we 
have nothing but Dcath befure our Eyes in 
Keeping the Sea, and the ſame Profp:ct in 
running in with the Land : We ran in before 
the Wind to the Opening that appcar*'d be- 
Ween the two Points, the Northmoſt 'of which

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bore N. by E. and the Southmoſt S, by E. 
We ſteer*d in E. and found the Opening to be 
a Jarge Lagcon, on the Southmoſt Side, run- 
| ning into a very good Harbour z here our 
fmall Veſſel lay ſecure in a Cove, which Na- 
ture had form*d like a Dock ; we had no Oc- 
caſion to Jet go an Anchor, but ran along- 
| Tide the Land, and made faſt our Head and 
Stern, The People went aſhore in Search of 
Proviſion; here we found Plenty of Wood 
and Water, and fine large Muſcles in great 
Quantities, Serv'd to each Man halt a Piece 
of Bret. 

Saturday the 31ſt, This Morning caſt looſe, 
and row'd towards the Mouth of the Lagoons, 
_ deſigning to put out to Seaz but the Wind 
| blew fo hard, that we were oblig*d to come 
to an Anchor. This After noon, in weighing 
the Grapene], in order to go to the Cove, we 
found it foul amones ſome Rocks; all Hands 
haul*d, took a Turn round the Main-Maſt, 
and went aft; which weigh'd the Grapenel, 
but ſtreighten'd one of the Flukes : Here the 
Land is very high and ſteep on each Side; 
_ the Carpenter and Ccoper were on the higheſt. 
_ of theſe Hills, and found deep Ponds of Wa- 
ter on the Top of them; theſe Hills are very 
rocky, and there are great Falls of Water 
all along the Coaſt: The whole Navy of Eng- 
land way lay with Safety in many of thole 
Z,agoons; but the Coaft is too dangerous for 
any Ship to fall in with the Land. The 
People to-day were very much afflicted with. 
the Gripes, and Pains in their Side, Here 

are 
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are Abundance of Trees, not unlike our Yew- 
Trees; they are not above ſeven or elght 
Inches in Diameter, and the Bark is like Ce- 


dar. The Land is to Appearance very good 


but on digging beneath the Surtace, we find it 
almoſt an entire Stone. We ſaw no People 


here, tho?, it is plain, here have been fome. 


lately, by their Wigg-whams or Hurts. We 
are fo cloſely pent up for want of Room, 
that our Lodging is very uncomfortable ; the 
Stench of the Mens wet Cloaths a the 
Air we breathe nauſeous to that Degree, that 


'one would think it impoſſible for a Man to 
and fſteer'd 


live below. We came to fail, 
out of the Lagoon Weſt; went into a ſandy 
Bay, one League to the Southward of the 
Lagoon. Indian Huts to be feen, but no 
Natives. Eee 

Monday, November the 2d, at Five in the 
Morning, came to fail with the Wind at S. 
and S. by E., At Noon the Wind came to 
the W and W.N. W. in ſmall Breezes. This 
Day I had a very good Obſervation, it being 
the firſt ſince we left Cheap's and. We found 
ourſelves in the Latitude of 50:00 5. After 
obſerving, bore away, and ran into a fine 
ſmooth Paſſige between the Iſland and the 
Main. From the Entrance to the North- 
ward, to the going out of the Caps of Good 
Hope, (as we call it) the Diſtance is about fix 
Leagues, and the Depth of Water is from 
two Fathom to twelve; the Northmolt Lend

bore S. by E. In the Evening anchored in a 
fine fandy Biy: Here we alſo ſaw [nd:an 
Huts, but no Peoplez To-day we ſhot wild 
Geele in Abundance, and got Shell-fiſh, as 
Limpets and Mulcles. 

Tueſday the 39d, at Four this Morning weigh- 
ed, and came to ſail with the Wind at W. 
till we got about the Cape of Good- Hope, 
then at W, N. W, ſteering S, and a tumbling 
ar Sea from the W., The Cutter ſteer*d S. by 
| FE. into a deep Bay; ſuppoſing them not to 
ſee the Southmoſt Land, we made the Signal 
for her, by hoiſting an Enſign at the Top- 
ping Lift; as the Cutter was coming up to 
us, her ſquare Sail ſplitted; we offered to 
take them in Tow, but they would not 
accept it; we lay with our Sails down fome 
time before they would ſhew any Signal of 
making Sail z coming before the Wind, and a 
large Sea, we ordered them to ſteer away 
for the Southmott Point of Land after us, 
and to keep as near us as poſſible z but inſtead 
of obſerving our Directions, they ſteered away 
into rhe Cod of a deep Bay, ſuppoſed to be 
King's Biy 3 the Cutter being much to Lee- 
ward, and the Weather coming on very thick, 
we were obliged to ſteer after her, but ſoon 
loft Sight of her. The Place being exceeding 
dangerous, we could not venture any farther 
after the Cutter z therefore we hauled by the 
Wind to the Southward, it continued blowing. 
hard, with thick Weather, with ſunken Rocks 
and Breakers, !o that we were obliged to bear 


away bcfore the Wind into a large Biy, the 
Tide 
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Tide running rampant, and in a great Swell, 
every where ſurrounded with ſunken Rocks, 
that we thought nothing but a Miracle could 
ſave us; at laſt we got fafe into the Bay, and 
came to in two Fathom Water, we ſteered in. 
E. At Four this Morning rowed out betweer: 
the Iſlands; after we got out, had a freſh 
Breeze at N, W. ſteered out S.S. W. then S. 


and S. by E. the Cutter a-head, Ar Seven in. 


the Morning a- breaſt of Cape Good: Hope, ſaw 


a large high Rock bearing S. ſteered S. by E. 
going within it, and the Main a- breaſt of the. 


Rocks; ſaw a long Point making into Iſlands 
| bearing S. by E. ſteer'd S. until a-breaft of 
| them: The ſame Day ſaw a very high Land, 

' with a low Point running off, in ſmall Hom+« 
macoes, bearing from the Northmoſt Point 


S. by E. about eighteen Leagues ; between 


thoſe two Points, is a large deep Bay, all 
within ſurrounded with Rocks and ſmall 1- 
flands; ſteered S, and S, by W. for the outer- 
moſt Point, the Cutter keeping within, and 
we conſidering the ill Conſequence of being 
__ embay*d, to prevent which we hauled the 
Mainſail and Foreſail down, and kept the 


Veſſel before the Wind ; at Eleven the Cutter 


came along ſide, with her Mainfail ſplit z we 
called to them to take hold of a Towe-Rope, 
but they refuſed, telling us that the Boat would 
not bear towing, by reaſon of the Swell of 
the Sea, therefore they wouid have us nearer 
the Shore, where we ſhould have ſmooth 
Water; we anſwered them that the Water 
was ſmoother without, and nothing nigh the 

| Sea 
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Sea that runs withinz beſides, we ſhall be 
embay*d, therefore we deſire you to come on 
board the Veſſel, and we'll take the Boat in 
Tow : They had no Regard to what we ſaid; 
ve at the ſame Time, for above a Quarter of 


an Hour, Jay in the Trough of the Sea, with. 


a fair Wind ; the People in the Cutter would 
neither make Sail, nor row ; at laſt, finding 
them obſtinate, we hoiſted a Skirt of the Main- 
ſail, and edged farther off, S. by W. when 
they found we would not go into that Bay, 
they hoiſted their Mainſail, and went a-head ; 
being ſome Diſtance a-head, we made fail, 
_ the Cutter ſtill keeping a-head till One o'Clock; 
then ſhe bore away S. by E. and S.S. E. the 
Reaſon of which we could not tel}, it blowing 
very bard, with a great Sea, nothing before 
us but Rocks and Breakers, therefore of Con- 
ſequence the farther in, the Sea muſt be the 
greater. At half an Hour paſt Two, the 
Cutter, being on the Beam, and four Miles 
within us, we bore away after them ; and in 
a very heavy Squall of Wind and Rain we 
| loſt Sight of her: After the Squall was over, 
it cleared up, but we ſaw nothing of the Cut- 
er, nor could we clear the Shore to the North- 
ward, being not above two Miles ott the 
Breakersz therefore we were under a Ne- 
ceſſity of hauling to the Southward for Sclt- 
preſervation, and very narrowly eſcaped clear- 
ing the Rocks: After running about three 
Leagues, ſaw an Opening, where we hoped 


to find a 200d Harbour ; bore away for the 


Opening; we were here again ſurrounded 
3 with 
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with Rocks and Breakers, with a hard Gale 
of Wind, and a great Sea, the oldeſt Seaman 
on board never faw a more diſmal Proſpect ; 

we ran in before the Wind for about two 
Leagues, expeCting every Riſe and Fall of the 
Sea to be a Wreck, but Providence at length 
condutted us to an indifferent Place of Shelter : 
We are now in a moſt wretched Condition, 
having no Boat to go aſhore in, to ſeek for 
Provender : And the greateſt Part of the Peo- 
ple on board were ſo regardleſs of Life, that 
they really appear quite indifferent whether 


they ſhall live or die; and it is with much. 
Intreaty that any of them can be prevailed on 


to come upon Deck, to aſſiſt for their Pre- 
ſervation.

and a Piece of Beef to two Men for a Week's

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Subſiſtencez; Weather is ſo bad that there is no 


other Food to be got. 


Thurſday the 5th, Little Wind at S. W, 
with heavy Rains at Six this Morning went 
under Sail], but could make no Hand of it, 


| therefore were obliged to put back again: 


As ſoon as we came to an Anchor, the Boat: 
ſwain employed himſelf in making a Raft .to 
get Aſhore with; this Raft was made with 
Oars and Water Barrels; when it was made, 
and over the Side it would carry three Men ; 


but it was no ſooner put off from the Veſſe!'s 


Side but it canted, and obliged the People to 
ſwim for their Lives 3 the Boatſwain got hold 
of the Raft, and, with ſome Difficulty, reach- 
ed the Shore; when he came off in the Even- 
ing, he informed us he had feen a Beef Pun- 
cheon, which gave us ſome Reaſon to appre- 
hend ſome other Ship of the Squadron had ſut- 
fered our Fate. 

Friday the 6th, This Morning went under 
Sail, the Wind at W. N. W. with freſh Gales 
and heavy Rain; the Wind came to the Weſt- 
ward, and a great Sea ſo that we could not 


\ turn out over the Bar : In our putting back we 


ſaw the Cutter, a very agreeable Sight, which 
gave us new Lifez in the Evening anchored 
at the Place failed from; the Carpenter and 
others went Aſhore to get Shell-fiſh, which 
we ſtood in great need of; at Night the proper 
Boat's Crew would not go aſhore with the Boat 
as uſual, but made her faſt a-ſtern of the Veſlel, 
with only two Men in her, ſhe never being left 
without four before ; at Eleven at Night one 

of 
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of the Men came out of her into the Veſſel, 
ic blowing vety hard at N. N.E. in half an 
Hour ſhifted to N. W. and rainy Weather, 


that we could not ſee a Boar's Length : At 


Two the next Morning the Cutter broke 


looſe from the. Stern of the Veſſel; we called 


from on board to Fames Stewari, the Man 
that was in her, but he could not hear us; in 
a ſhort time we loſt Sight of her, believing 


ſhe muſt be ſtove among the Rocks. The 
Loſs of the Cutter gives the few thinking Peo- 


ple aboard a great deal of Uneaſineſs; we 


have ſeventy-two Men in the Veſſel, and nor. 


above fix of that Number that give themſelves 


the leaſt Concern for the Preſervation of their 


Lives, but are rather the reverſe, being ripe 
for Mutiny and Deftruftion; this is a great 
Affliction to the Lieutenant, myſelf, and the 


Carpenter; we know not what to do to bring 


them under any Command; they have trou- 
bled us to that Degree, that we are weary of 
our Lives; therefore this Day we have told 
the People, that unleſs they alter their Con- 
duct, and ſubjet themſelves to Command, 
that we will lJeave them to themſelveR and 
take our Chance in this defolate Part of the 
Globe, rather than give ourſelves any farther 


Concern about ſo many thoughtleſs VW retches :_ 


Divided the People into four Watches, . to 


make more Room below. The People have 


promis*d to be under Government, and feem 
much eaſter. 
Sunday the 8th, This Morning the People 
No. 7. = requeſted 
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requeſted Proviſions to be ferv*d; it being 
four Days before the. uſual Time, we think 
the Requeſt very unreaſonable, We laid the 
Inconveniencies before them of breaking in 
upon our Stores, conſidering the Badneſs of 
the Weather, and the Length of our Paſſage ; 
that 1f we are not exceedingly provident in 
regard to ſerving our Proviſions, we muſt 
all inevitably ſtarve. They will not hearken 
to Reaſon ; therefore we are obliged to com- 
ply with their Demands, and ſerve out Pros» 
vilions accordingly. Several of the People 


| have deſired to be put on Shore, deſwring us to 


allow them ſome tew INeceſfſaries: We want- 
ed to know what could induce them to requeſt 


- our putting them aſhore in this remote and 


delolate Part of the World : They anſwer'd, 
they did not fear doing well, and doubted 


not but to find the Cutter, which if they did, 


they would go back twp the Northward, other- 
wiſe they would make a Canoe z therefore in- 
ſiſted on going aſhore. Oa their earneſt In- 


treaties, the Body. of People agreed to their 


Requeſt: Ve au1'd the Boat cloſe in Shore z 
the People who chote to Ray behind were 
eleven in Number; we ſupply'd them. with 
proper Nec fries, and they fign'd. a Cer- 
tificate to iniciin the Lords of the Admiralty 
that they were not compeli*d to ftay, but 
made it their own Choice, and that they 
did it for the Preſervation of themſelves 
zBd Us, Rs | 
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A Copy of their Certificate, 


HESE are to certify the Right Ho- 
nourable the Lords Commilllonasy for 
Facing the Office of Lord High Admiral 
of Great Britain, (9c, That we, whoſe Names 
are under-mention*d, fince the Misfortune of 
loſing the Cutter, have conſider*d the Nl Con- 
veniencies and Diſſicultics to be attended, 
where ſo great a Number of People are to 
be carried off; therefore we have requeſted, 
and deſired the Officers and Company re- 
| maining of the ſame Veſſc] to put us on 
| Shore, with ſuch Neceſſaries of Life as can 
be conveniently ſpar*d out of the Veſſel, We, 
of our own free Will and Choice, do indem- 
nify all Perſons from ever being call'd to an 
Account for putting us on Shore, or leaving us 
behind contrary to our Inclinations.

Monday the gth, at Ten at Night, we 
weigh'd, and row?d out of the Bay ; at Day- 
light got about four Leagues right out, every 
Way ſurrounded with Rocks and Breakers, 
| with a great Weſtern Swell: We found it a 
very difficult Matter to get clear of thoſe 
Rocks and Breakers; they reach along Shore 
eighteen Leagues, and without us at Sea eight 
Leagues; I take it, that from the Land they 
are fourteen Leagues in the Offinz thoſe 
ſunken Rocks appear like a low level Land, 
This Coaſt is too dangerous for Shipping, 
the Wind being three Parts of the Year to the 
Weſtward, which blows right on the Shore, 
with a large Weſtern Swell, thit ſeldom or 
never ceaſes; it always blows and rains z It 1s 
worſe here than in the rainy Seaſon on the 
Coaſt of Guinea; nor can we as yet diſtin- 
guiſh Summer from Winter, only by the- 
Length of the Days. Steer'd out of the Bay 
W. by N. then S. by W, then S. At Noon [ 
| had a good Obſervation in the Latitude of 
5O : 5O South 3 the Northmoſt Pare of the 
Bay bore N. E. by E. ſeven Leagues; the 
; doarbiand Point of Land S. S. E. twelve 
Leagues. 'This Coaſt, as far as we have come, 
lies N. by E. and S. by W. by the Com:

Tueſday the xoth, At Four this Morning 
made 
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made all the Sail we could, ſteering S. E. in 
order to make the Land; ar Six ſteer'd in 
E. S. E. at Seven made the Land; at Eighe 
ſaw a Point of Land bearing S. E. diſtant fix 
Leagues, which, when a-breaſt, ſeeing no 
Land te the S. I take the Point for Cape 
Vifory, and the four Iſtands we lee I believe 
to be the Iſlands of Dire#:ion, which Sir Fobn 
Narborough gives an Account of; excepting 
the Diſtance, they exaQtly anſwer his De- 
ſcription ; therefore, by the Latitude in Ye-_ 
ſterday*s Obſervation, and by the Diſtance we'. 
have run fince, we are now at the Opening 
of the Streights of Magellan, At Ten in the. 
Morning, hard Gales at N. W. ſteer'd S.E. 
the Cape bearing E. diſtant four Leagues; at 
Noon bore E. by N. diſtant fix Leagues ; 
haul*d the Main-ſail down, and went under 
a Fore-ſail. I never in my Life, in any Parc 
of the World, have ſeen ſuch a Sea as runs 
herez we expected every Wave to ſwallow. 
us, and the Boat to founder. This Shore is 
full of ſmall Iflands, Rocks, and Breakers ; 
ſo that we can*c haul further to the South-_ 
ward, for fear of endangering the Boat; we 

are oblig*d to keep her right before the Sea. 
At Five broach'd to, at which we all believ'd 
ſe would never riſe again. We were ſur- 
rounded with Rocks, and ſo near that a Man 
might toſs a Biſket on them: We had no- 
thing but Death before our Eyes, and every 
Moment expected our Fate. Ir blew a Hur- 
ricane of Wind, with thick rainy Weather, 
tnat we could not fee twice the Boat's Length z 

| we 
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we pray*d earneſty for its clearing up, for 
nothing elſe could fave us from periſhing 
we no fooner aſk*d for Light, but it was grant- 
ed us from above, At the Weather's clearing 

, we ſaw the Land on the North-Shore, 
with Iſlands, Rocks, and Breakers all around 
us; we were obliged to put in among them 
for Shelter, finding it impoſſible to keep the 
Sea 3 we were 1n with the Land amongſt them, 
and compelPd to puſh thro', looking Death 
in the Face, and expecting every Sea to bury 

us; the boldeſt Men among us were difmay'd, 
nor can we poſſibly give an Account in what 
Manner we have been this Day delivered, 
After ſailing amidſt Iflands, Rocks, and 
Breakers, for above a League, we got ſafe 
into a good Harbout, ſurrounded with ſmall 
Iſlands, which kept the Sea off; here the 
"Water was as fmooth as in a Mill-pond. 
We call this Harbour the Port of God*s Mercy, 
eſteeming our Preſervation this Day to be a 
Miracle. The moſt abandon'd among us no 
longer doubt of an Almighty Being, and have 

romis*d to reform their Lives: 

Wedneſday the 11th, The Wind much a- 
bated, with Rain, This Morning weigh'd, 
and ran farther in. In the Evening we ſaw 
two Indians lying on their Bellies on the Top 
of a ſteep Rock, juſt over the Veſſel, peep- 
ing with their Heads over che Hill. As ſoon 
as we diſcover*'d them, we made Motions to 
them to come down; they then roſe up, and 
put on their Heads white feather Caps ; we 
' then hoiſted a white Sheet for an ego 1. 
£n6S 
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this they made a Noiſe, pronouncing Orz2, 
Orza; which we took for a Signal to come 
aſhore. We would not ſuffer above two Men 
to go aſhore, and thoſe difarm'd, left we 


ſhould put them in Fear. 'The Indians had 


nothing in their Hand but a Club, like 


to our Cricket-Batts, with which they kill. 
their Seal. As ſoon as they ſaw the two Men 


come aſhore, they walk*d away; and when 
they perceiv*d our Men followed them, and 


gain'd Ground of them, they took to their | 


Heels, frequently looking back, crying Orza, 
Orza, beckoning the People to follow, which 
they did for a Mile or two along Shore, 
cut of Sight of the Veſſel: Then the {ndians 


fled to the Woods, ſtill wanting our People 


to follow them ; but being difarm'd, they 
were apprehenſive the {z47zanus would Buſh-fight 
them; ſo they thought proper to give over 
the Purſuit, and to return to the Boat.

into the Canoe, and put her off the Shore be- 
fore we could get nigh them ; as ſoon as we 


got a-breaſt of the Canoe, they made Signs - 


as if they wanted Cloathing z we endeavour'd 


to make them underſtand we wanted Fith, 
and 
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and would truck with them ; they had none, 
but fignified to us they would go and get 
fome: They had a mangey Dog, which they 
parted with to one of the People for a Pair of 
Cloth Trowſers; this Dog was ſoon kilPd, 
drefd and devour'd. Here we found Plenty 
_ of Muſcles, which gave us great Relief, ha- 
ving ſcarce any Thing to ſubſiſt on for this 
Week paſt. 

Friday the 13th, Very uncertain Weather, 
and fqually ; the Wind variable from W.N. W. 
ro S.S, W. This Morning all Hands aſhore 
a fiſhing. Lieutenant Ewers of the Marines 
kilPd a large Seal or Sea- Dog z It is exceed- 

ing good Food, and we judg'd it to have 
weigh*d ſeventeen Score. 

Saturday the 14th, little Wind at W.N.W 4 
and cloſe Weather, with Rain. Ar Five this We 
Morning caſt looſe and ſteer*d South out be- WE 
tween the Iflands; the Weather clearing up, 
we ſaw the South Shore ; it firſt appear*d like 
a large Iſland, ſtretching away to the Welt- 
ward, and at the Weſt-End two Homma- 
. coes like Sugar-loaves, and to the South- 
ward of them a large Point of Rocks ; ſteer'd 
'S. E. until the Point bore W. then ſteer'd 
S. E. by E. I took the Point for Cape Pil- 
lar, and was fully aſſur'd of our being in the 
Streights. 

| Sunday the 15th, At Three this Morning 
aa looſe, and row*d, but could not get out, 
fo were oblig*d to put back, and make faſt, 
it blowing bard, with thick Weather all Day

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veral People drove a Trade with Aliſowance, 
eiving Silver Buckles for Flower, valued at 
twelve Shillings per Pound, and before Night 
it reach'd to a Guinea, the People crying a- 
loud for Proviſions, which are now ſo ſcarce, 
that ſeveral on Board are aQually ſtarving 
through Want, 

Monday the 16th, At Three this Morning 
caſt looſe, being little Wind, and ſteer*d up 
che Streights S. E, by E. the Wind at N.W. 
At Eightio*Clock got a- breaſt of Cape Mun- 
dey; at Nine the Cape bore W. diſtant four 


Leagues z at Noon running along Shore, made 


two Openings, which put the reſt of the Of- 
ficers to a Stand, not knowing which to take 
for the right Paſſage, Aſking my Opinion, 
I gave it for keeping on the E. S, E. Paſſage, 
the other lying S E. by S. On which they 
ſaid, Sir Fohn Narborough bids us keep the 
South Shore on Board. I anſwered, That 
Sir F2bn tells us E. S. E. is the dire& Courſe 


trom Cape Pillar ; Pl] venture my Life that 


we are now in the right Paſſage 3 ſo we kept 
on E. by S. half S. After running a League or 
two up, and not ſeeing Cape 2uod, nor any 
Outlet, the Wind blowing hard, we were for 
running no farther, whereas one League more 
would have convinc*d every Body ; but they 
all gave it againſt me, that we were not in 


the right Paſſage: The Wind being at W. 


N. W. we could not turn back again; ſo 
that we were oblig*d to put into a Cove ly- 
INg On the North Shore, where we found good 

U anchoring 
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anchoring in four Fathom Warer ; no Provi. 
ſions to be got here, being a barren rocky 
Place, producing not any Thing for the Pre. 
ſervation of Life. This Afternoon died George 
Bateman, a Boy, aged ſixteen Years : This 
poor Creature ſtarv'd, periſh'd, and died a 
Skeleton, for want of Food, There are ſeve- 
ral more in the fame miſerable Condition, and 
we, without a ſpeedy Relief, mult undergo 
the ſame Fate. 

Tueſday the 17th, At Five this Morning 
 weighd, and row?*d out, it being calm ; at 
Seven a freſh Breeze right up the Sound ; we 
could not turn to Win{ward not above a Mi! e 
from where we laſt Jay ; we made faſt along. 
Side the Rocks ; all Hands aſhore a fiſhing for 
Muſcles, Limpetis, and Clams; here we 
found thoſe Shell-aſh in Abundance, which 
prov*d a very ſeaſonable Relief. Juſt before 
we got in, one of the Men gave a Guinea 
for a Pound of Flower, being all the Money 
he had. 

Wedneſday the 18th, The Wind at W.N.W, 
in hard Squalls, with Hail and Snow, This 
Morning caſt looſe, and ſtood over to the 
Southward, believing the Tide to run ſtronger 
and more true than on the North ſhore, ho- 


| Ping ſhortly to get out of the Sound, which | 


15 not above a League in the Wind's Eye. 
At Two o'Clock got into a Cove on the South: T 
fide ; made faſt along Side of the Rocks; all 
Hands on Shore getting Muſcles, and other 
Fiſh. 


Thurſday 
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Thurſday the 19th, Freſh Gales at W.N.W. 
with Hail and Snow. This Morning caſt 
looſe, and fſail'd out, but could rtnake no Hand 
of it; our Boat will not work to Windward ; 
put back from whence we cane, and ſent the 
People aſhore to get Muſcles. This Night 
departed this Life Mr. Thomas Caple, Son of 
the late Lieutenant Caple, aged twelve Years, 
who periſh'd for want of Food. There was a 
Perſon on Board who had ſome of the Youth's 
Money, upwards of twenty Guineas, with a 
Watch and Silver Cup. Thoſe laſt the Boy 
was willing to fell for Flower ; but his Guar- 
dian told him, he would buy Cloaths for him 
in the Brazil, The miſerable Youth cry'd, 
Sir, I ſhall never live to fee the Brazil; Iam 
ſtarving now, almoſt ſtarv*'d to Death ; there- 
fore, tor God's Sake, give nie my Silyer 
Cup to get me ſome Victuals, or buy ſome 
for me yourſelf. All his Prayers and Intrea- 
ties to him were vain; but Heaven ſent 
Death to his Relief, and put a Period to his 
Miſeries in an Inſtant, Perfons who have not 
experienc*d the Hardſhips we have met with, 
will wonder how People can be ſo inhuman, 
to ſee their Fellow- Creatures ſtarving before 
their Faces,. and afford them no Relief : But 
Hunger is void of all Compaſſion ; every 
Perſon was fo intent on the Preſervation of 
his own Life, that he was regardleſs of ano- 
ther's, and the Bowels of Commileration were 
ſhut up. We flip no Opportunity, Day or 
Night, to enter into the ſuppoſed right 
S:tcights, but can get no Ground, This Day 
WU 2 we 
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we ſerv'd Flower and a Piece of Beef be- 
tween two Men for a Week. Capt. Pemberton, 


_ of his Majeſty's Land Forces, gave two 


Guineas for two Pounds of Flower; this 


Flower was fold him by the Seamen, who 


live on Muſcles, Many of the People eat 
their Flower raw as ſoon as they are ferv*d 
it, The Wind and Weather not permitting 
us to go out, the Men were employ*d in get- 
tiorog Wood and Water. 

Tuejday the 24th, This Morning, it being 
calm, row*'d out; at Eight o'Clock had the 
ſuppoſed right Srreights open, having a Breeze 


at W. N. W.S.E. by E. through the firſt 
Reach, andS. S. E. through the ſecond ; then 


faw three Iſlands, the largeſt of which lies 


on the North-ſhore; and there 1s a Paſſage 


about two Miles broad between that and the. 
Iſlands to the Southward ; there is alſo ano- 
ther Paſſige between that Iſland and the 


North-ſhore, of a Mile and a half broad. 


Before you come to thoſe Iſlands there is a 
Sound lying on the South- ſhore : You can ſee 
no Sea-Paſſage until you come cloſe up with 
the Iſland, and then the Imaginary Strerghts 


are not above two Miles broad. Steer'd a- 
_ way for the Iſland S. E. about two Leagues 


then came into a narrow Paſſage, not above 
a Cablc's Length over, which pur us all to 
a Scand, doubting of any farther Paſſage. 
The Wind took us a head, and the Tide 
being ſpent, we pur into a ſmall Cove, and 
made faſt. A: Seven in the Evening, being. 
calm, caſt looſe, being willing to fee if there 

E- | WAS 
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was any Opening; but, to our great Misfor- 
rune, found none; which very much ſurpriz'd 
us, The Lieutenant 1s of Opinion, that we 
are in a Lagoon to the Northward of the 
Streights, This I cannot believe; and am 
poſitive, if ever there was ſuch a Place in the 
World as the 0oyrerghts of Magellan, we are 
now in them, and above thirty Leagues up. 
If he, or any of the Officers, had given them- 
ſelves the Trouble of coming upon Deck, to 
have made proper Remarks, we had been free 
from all this Perplexity, and by this Time 
out of the $7reights ro the Northward. There 
is not an Officer aboard, except the Carpenter 
and myſelf, will keep the Dezck a Moment 
longer than his Watch, or has any Regard to 
a Reckoning, or any Thing elſe, lc 18 agreed 
to go back again, 

Wedneſday the 25th, Little Wind, with 
Rain. Ar Eighr this Morning row*'d our, 
and got about a League down; here we could 
get no Ground, and were oblig'd to put back 
again, 

"Thurſday the 26th, Little Wind; row'd 
out, got about five Leagues down. This Day 
we were in ſuch Want of Proviſions, that we 
were forc*d to cut up the Seal-ſkin and broll it, 
notwithſtanding 1t has lain about the Deck for 
this Fortnight. 

_ Friday the 27th, Little Wind, and cloſe. 
Weather. This Morning caſt looſe, and. 
row'd down; had a freſh Breeze at North; 

iteer'd W. S. W. up into another Opening on 
the South-ſhore, hoping to find a Paſſage out 
of the Lagoon, as the Lieutenant calls it, into

the right Sireights. After going two Leagues 
up, ſaw there was no Opening ; put back, 
and made faſt, where we came from ; bein 

determin*d to go back, and make Cape Pillar 
a ſecond Time; which is the South Entrance 
of the Sireights, Got Abundance of large 
Muſcles, five or fix Inches long ; a very great 
Relief to us at preſent. 

Sunday the 29th, Hard Gales from N, W, 
to S. W., with heavy Rains. Great Uneaſi- 
neſs among the People, many of them Ge- 
{pairing of a Deliverance, and crying aloud 
to ſerve Proviſions four Days before the Time. 
Finding no Way to pacify them, we were 
oblig'd to ſerve them. We endeavour*d to 
-encourage and comfort them as much as Jay 
in our Power, and at length they ſeem?d 
tolerably eaſy. 

Monday the 3oth, Freſh Gales at W. with 
continual Rain, This Day died three of our 
People, viz. Peter Dalews, Barber, Thomas 
Serge and Thomas Woodbead, Marines ; they 
all periſh'd for want of Food : Several more 
are in the ſame Way, being not able to go 
aſhore for Proviſions z and thoſe who are well 
- can't get ſufficient for themſelves; therefore 
| the Sick are lefc deſtitute of all Relief, There 
1s one Thing to be taken Notice of in the 
| Death of thoſe People, that ſome Hours be- 
fore they die they are taken light-headed, and 
fall a joking and laughing; and in this Hu- 
 Mour they expire, 

Tueſday, December the 1ſt, 1741, Little 
Wind, and fair Weather ; which IS A King oi

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Prodigy in thoſe Parts, In the Morning put 
out of the Cove, and got four Leagues down : 
then the Wind took us a head, and we put 
into another Cove, where we got Muſcles 
and Limpets, At Four this Afternoon ſaw 
an Indian Canoe coming over from the North- 
ſhore; they landed two of their Men to Lee- 
ward of the Cove; they came oppoſite to us, 
and view*d us; then went back, and came 
with the Canoe within a Cable's Length of 
our Boat, but no nearer; ſo that we had no 
Opportunity to truck with them. ER FI 
I/edneſday the 2d, Little Wind, with Rain. 
Ac: Nine this Morning row'd out, and got 
about a League farther down; the Wind be- 
ginnimg to blow freſh, we put into another 
Cove and found Plenty of Shell-fiſh, which 
kept up our Spirits greatly; for it is enough 
to deje&t any thinking Man, to ſee that the 
Boat will not turn to Windward ; being of 
ſuch Length, and ſwimming ſo boyant upon 
the Water, that the Wind, when cloſe haul*d, 
throws her quite to Leeward : We have been 
ſeventeen Days going ſeven or eight Leagues 
to Windward, which muſt make our Paſſage 
very long and uncomfortable.

E. on Purpoſe to look for Water ; after going 
along aſhore about ſix Leagues into a deep 
Bay, we ſaw a fine delightful Country : Here 
we ſaw the Guianacoes in great Numbers, ten 
or twelve in a Drove; they are to be feen 
in ſuch Droves all along the Shore for ſeveral 
Leagues. TS Do ae, 
| The Guianacoe is as large as any Engliſh 
' Deer, wich a long Neck ; his Head, Mouth, 
and Ears, reſembling a Sheep; he has. very 
long ſlender Legs, and is cloven- footed like a 
Deer, with a ſhort buſhy Tail, of a reddiſh 
Colour ; his Back is covered with red Wool, 
pretty long ; but down his Sides, and all the 
Belly Part is white Wool: Thoſe Guianacoes, 
though at a Diſtance, very much reſembling 
the Female Deer, are probably the Sheep of 
this Country: They are exceeding nimble, 
of an exquiſire quick Sight, very ſhy, and 
difficult to be ſhot; at Noon, finding neither 
Wood nor Water, wore to the Northward :

Ar Six haul'd the Boat off, ha- 
ving received no. Damage ; at Eight, it being 
four Feet Flood, run the Boat cloſe in Shore, 
and: took off our Water, the whole Quantity 
being four Tons, out of which we were 0- 
blig'd to leave two Puncheons, one Quarter- 
Caſk, with three Muſkets, a Funnel, and. 
ſome other Neceflaries; and were very much 
concern'd, leſt we ſhould alſo leave ſome of 
the People aſhore, The Wind blowing hard. 
and the Sea tumbling in, we were under a 
Neceſſity of hauling off, and putting to Sea, 
for fear of loſing the Boat. Since we left 
the Iſland where the Yager was loſt, we have 
ſeveral Times very narrowly eſcap'd being, 
made a Wreck, and ſome Times have been 
preſerv'd when we have ſeen our Fate before 
our Eyes, and every Moment expected it, 
and when all the Conduct and Abilicy of 
Men could have avail'd nothing, Any one, 
who has been a Witneſs of thoſe Providential 
Deliverances, and doubts the Being of a Sus 
preme Power, diſqualifies himſelt from any:

edg'd cloſe to the Shore, where we ſaw to the 
Number of twenty ; five of them rode a- breait, 


the others were on Foot, having a large Store 
of Catite with them. On Sight of this, we 


anchored within a Mile of the Shore. The 
6 HIRE Cape 
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Cape bore W. S. W. diſtant ſeven Leagues 
the Swell tumbling in from the Sea, would 
not permit us to ſpeak with them ; by their 
% Motions, Actions, Cloathing, and by their 
whole Behaviour, we took them for Chri- 
ftians: It being a plain level Land, they rode 
backwards and forwards like Racers, waving 
white Handkerchiefs, and making Signs for 
us to go into a Bay, which lay about a League 
to the Northward ; which we defign'd to do 
on the Tide of Ebb. The Flood being very 


ſtrong againſt us, they waited on the Shore . 


till the Tide was ſpent; we weigh'd and 
ſtood to Northward ; the Wind blowing right 
in from Sea, and a great Swell, we could 
nat clear the Land; ſo that we wore and ſtood 
to the Southward, and very narrowly elcap*d 


5 clearing the Breakers off the Pitch of the 


Cape, which lay about two Leagues out at 
Sea to the Southward. At Nine at Night the 
Cape bore W. diſtant ſix Leagues; ſtood out 
to Sea till Eleven o*Clock, then wore and ſtood 
in the Wind, ſhifted to N. N. E, The next 
Morning we ſteer*'d in for the Bay, and ſaw 
thoſe People again ; but the Wind ſoon af- 


terwards veering to the Weſtward, and 
blowing ſtrong, we were oblig'd to bear 


away: We could not by any Means come 
to the Knowledge of theſe People, whe- 
ther they are unfortunate Creatures that 
have been caſt away, or whether they are 
Inhabitants about the River Ga/legoes, we 

can't tell, | 
Tueſday the 15th, Freſh Gales, and fair 
W cather. 
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Weather. This Morning ſaw the Land; the 
Southmoſt Point bore W. S. W. the North. | 
moſt Point N. N. E. At Eight ſaw two 
Ledges of Rocks, running two Leagues out 
from a Point of Land which makes like an 
old Caſtle, At Noon the Extreams of the 
Land bore W. by N. diſtant three Leagues; 
had a good Obſervation, Latitude 49: 108, 
Courſe made this twenty-four Hours is N, 
by E., half E. diſtant 104 Miles, Longitude 
in 54: O05 W. 

Wedneſday the 16th, at Noon a-breaſt of 
Penguin Iſland, not above half a Mile from 
Shore, We ſaw on this Iſland Seals and Pen- 
guins Without Number, the Shore being en- 
tirely cover*d with them. We find the Pen- 
guin exaCtly to anſwer Sir Fobn Narborough's 
Deſcription ; therefore we beg Leave to give 
it the Reader tm that excellent Navigator's 
own Words: *© The Penguin is a Fowl that 
* lives by catching and eating of Fiſh, which 

_ © he dives for, and is very nimble in the 
© Water; he is as big as a Brant-Gooſe, and 
*< weighs near about eight Pounds ; they 
* have no Wings, but flat Stumps like Fins ; 
** their Coat is a downy ſtumped Feather, 
* they are blackiſh Grey on the Backs and 
_ « Heads, and White about their Necks and 
* down their Bellies z they are ſhort-leg'd 
* like a Gooſe, and ſtand upright like little 
** Children in white Aprons, in Companies to- 
* gether; they are full-neck'd, and headed 
* and beaked like a Crow, only the Point of 
* their Bills turns down a little ; they whe 
| 6 bite 
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© bite hard, but they are very tame, and 
« will drive in Herds to your Boat-ſide like 
© Sheep, and there you may knock them on 
* the Head, all one after another ; they will 
* not make any great Haſte away.” We 
| ſteer'd N. W. by N. for the Harbour of Port 
Defire : The going into this Harbour is very 
remarkable; on the South-ſide lies, one Mile 
in the Land, an high peak*d-up Rock, much 
like a Tower, looking as tho? it was a Work 
of Art ſet up for a Land-mark to ſteer into this 
Harbour; this Rock is forty Feet high. At 
Five o*Clock got into the Harbour ; run up 
to Seal Ifhand, which lieth about a League 
up; here we kilPd more Seal in half an Hour, 
than we could carry off, being obligd to leave 
the greateſt Part of what we kilPd behind. 
The People eating greedily of the Seal, were 
ſeiz?d with violent Fevers and Pains in their 
Heads. While we were at Port De/fire we 
had Seal and Fowl in Abundance. The Car-_ 
penter found here a Parcel of Bricks, ſome 
of *em with Letters cut in them ;© on one of 
thoſe Bricks theſe Words were very plain and 
legible, viz. Capt. Straiton, 16 Cannons, 1687, 

Thoſe we imagine have been laid here from 
_ a Wreck, The Carpenter with ſix Men went 
in Search of Water; a Mile up the Water's 
Side they found Pecketi's Well, mencion*'d in 
Sir Fobn Narborough's Book; the Spring is 
fſo' ſmall, that ic doth not give above thirty 
Gallons per Day; but the Well being full, 
lupplied us. The People grow very. turbu- 
lent 'and uneaſy, requiring Flower to be ferv*d | 

No. 8. T out 5 
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out z which, in our preſent Circumſtances, is 
a moſt unreaſonable Requeſt z we have bur 
one Caſk of Flower on Board, and a great 
Diſtance to run into the Brazil, and no other 
Proviſion in the Boat but the Seal we have 
kill'd here: Nay, they carry their Demands 
much higher, inſiſting that the Marine Officers, 
and ſuch People. as cannot be aſſiſting in 
working the Boat, ſhall have but half the 
Allowance of the reſt ; accordingly they have 
pitch*'d upon twenty to be ſerv*d half a Pound 
of Flower each Man, and themſelves a Pound. 
This Diſtin&tion the Half. Pounders complain 
| of, and that twenty are ſelected to be fſtarv'd. 
While we were at Port Defire, one Day dreſ- 
| ing our Viftuals we ſet Fire to the Graſs; in- 
| Rtantly the Flames ſpread, and immediately we 
ſaw the whole Country in a Conflagration ; and 
the next Day, from the Watering-place, we 
ſaw the Smoak at a Diſtance ; ſo that then the 
Fire was not extinguiſh'd. 

Friday the 25th, Little Wind and fair 
Weather, went up to the Slaughter-houſe in 
Seal Ifland, and rook on Board our Sea-ſtore, 
which we compleated in half an Hour's 
Time; turn'd down the Harbour with the 
Tide of Ebb; in the Evening, the Wind at 
N. E. could make no Hand of it; ſo bore 
away- for the Harbour again, and came to an 
Ancher, 

Saturday the 20th, at Three in the Morn- 
ing, faiPd out of Port D#fre Harbour ; ſteer'd 
out E.N. E. Art Six Penguin Iſland bore S. 
by E. diſtant ſix MO and Cape -2—4 

N. 
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N. W. by N. four Leagues. This Day I took 
my Departure from Cape Blanco; I judge the 
Cape to lie in the Longitude of 71:00 W. 
from the Meridian of London. Be 
Monday the 28th, Moderate Gales, and 
fair. This Day ſerv*d out all the Flower 
in the Boat, at three Pound and half to each 
Man. We have now nothing to live on 
but Seal, and what Providence throws in our 
Way. M1 
Friday, Fanuary the iſt, 1741-2, Freſh 
Gales, and fair Weather, with a great Sea. 
Art Ten laſt Night ſhifting the Man at Helm, 
brought her by the Lee, broke the Boom, 
and Joſt a Seaman over- board, The greateſt 
Part of our Seal taken in at Port Defre, for 
want of Salt to cure it there, now ſtinks very 
much ; but having nothing elſe we are oblig*d 
to eat it. We are now miſerable beyond 
| Deſcriptton, having nothing to feed on our- 
ſelves, and at the ſame Time almoſt eaten up 
with Vermin. * EE, 
Weaneſday the 6th, Departed this Life Mr, 
Thomas Harvey, the Purſer ; he died a Skele- 
ton for want of Food : This Gentleman pro- 
bably was the firſt Purſer, belonging to his 
Majeſty's Service, that ever periſhed with 
Hunger. We fee daily a great Number of 
Whales. © | 
Sunday the ioth, This Day at Noon, in 
Forking the Bearings, and Diſtance to Cape 
St. Andrew, do find myſelf not above thir- 
teen Leagues diſtant from the Land; there- 
fore haul'd in N, W. to make it before Night. 
; Y 2 We 
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We ſaw To-day Abundance of Inſe&ts, par- 
ticularly Butterflies and Horſe-ſtingers. We 
have nothing to eat but ſome ſtinking Seal, 
and not above twenty out of the forty: three 
which are now alive have even that z and ſuch 
hath been our Condition for this Week paſt ; 
nor are we better off in'Regard to Water, there 
not being above eighty Gallons aboard : Never 
were beheld a Parcel of more, miſerable Ob- 
Jets; there are not above fifteen of us heal- 
thy, (if People may be call'd healthy that are 
ſcarce able to crawl.) I am reckon'd at pre- 
ſent one of the ſtrongeſt Men in the Boar, 
yet can hardly ſtand on my Legs ten Minutes 
together, nor even that ſhort Space of Time 
without holding : every Man of us hath had 
a new Coat of Skin from Head to Foot : We 
that are in the beſt State of Health do al! 
we can. to encourage the reſt. Ar Four this 
Afternoon we were almoſt tranſported with Joy 
at the Sight of Land, (having ſeen no Land 
for fourteen Days before) the Extreams 0: 
which bore: N. W, about feven Leagues ; we 
ran in with it, and at Eight anchor'd in eight 
Fathom; fine Sand about a League from the 
Shorez the Northmoſt Point bore about 
N. E. the Southmoſi Point about S. W, byS. 
This Day periſh'd for want of Food Serjeant 
Ringall. | 
Monday the 11th, At Four this Morning 
weigh'd, and came to fail, ſteering along 
Shore N. E., by E, This is a pleaſant and de- 
lghtful Country to fail by; we kept within 
a Mile of the Shore ;z we ſaw Horſes and yp 
0gs 
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Dogs in great Numbers, the Shore being per- 
fectly cover'd with them. At Noon 1 had a 
good Obſeryation in the Latitude of 38 : 40 S. 
At the ſame Time ſaw a-head Land, which I 
take for Cape St. Axdrew's; it is a long ſandy 
Point, very low, where a Shoal runs off S. E. 
about three Leagues, Sounded, and-had but two 
Fathom and half at High-water. When we 
got clear of this, we ſteer'd N. E. into a ſandy 
Bay, and anchor*d there in three Fathom and 
half, fine Sand ; the North Point bore N.N.W. 
the South Point S. E. by E. Here is a great 
Swell, and Shoal Water. This Bay we call 
Shoalwater Bay, 

Tueſday the 12th, Lying in Shoalwater Bay, 
the Wind at S. E. and fair Weather. Having 
nothing on Board the Veſſel to eat, and bur 
one Caſk of Water to drink, we put her in 
as nigh as we could venture; ſo that any Per- 
ſon, who had the leaſt Skill in Swimming, 
might get aſhore : Here runs a pretty large 
Surf, which may endanger our Veſſel ; this 
puts us to a Stand 2: To go from hence with- 
out Meat or Drink is certain Death. A few 
of the healthieſt were reſolv'd to ſwim on 
Shore, to get Water and Proviſions z the Of- 
ficers, viz. the Boatſwain, Carpenter, and 
Lieutenant Ewers, to animate the reſt, firſt 
leap'd into the Water; eleven of the People 
follow*'d them; in this Attempt one of the 
Marines was unfortunately drown'd ; we toſs'd 
_ over-board four Quarter-Caſks to fill with 
| Water; laſhing to the Caſk two Fire-locks on 


each Side, with Ammunition for ſhooting. | i 


When 


| bfteen Years of Age, and ſcarce able to ſtand, 
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| When the Officers and People got on Shore, 
they ſaw thouſands of Horſes and Dogs ; the 
Dogs are of a mongrel Breed, and very large, 
They alſo ſaw Abundance of Parrors and Seals 
on the Rocks, but not a Buſh growing on the 
Place z they made a Fire with Horſe- dung, 
and ſhot a great many Seals which they cut 
up in Quarters to bring aboard, One of the 
 Water-Caſks being Jeaky, they cut it up, and 
converted 1t into Fuel to dreſs the Seal, They 
caught four Armadilloes ; they are much lar- 
om than our Hedge- hogs, and very like them ; 
their Bodies are caſed all over with Shells, 
ſhutting. under one another like Shells of Ar- 
mour, In this Country thirteen of his Ma- 
jeſty*s Britih Subjefts put to Flight a thouſand 
Spaniſh Horle, Horſes are more numerous 
here, than Sheep are on the Plains in Dor/et 
and Wilthhire, We on Board ſee Abundance 
of Seal lying on the Shore cut up in Pieces ; 
but the Wind blows ſo hard we can by no 
Means get at it. We think ourſelves now 
worſe off than ever, for we are actually ſtarving 
Mm the Sight of Plenty. We have but two Peo- 
ple on Board that can ſwim; to give them all 
the Affiſtance we can, the Lieutenant and my- 
ſelf, with. the reſt of the People, propoſed to 


I Haul the Veſſel nearer in, and make a Raft for 


one of the two to ſwim aſhore on, and to carry 
a Line to haul ſome of the Seal aboard : With 
much Entreaty theſe two Swimmers were pre- 
vail'd on to caſt Lots; the Lot falling on the 
weakeſt of them, who was a young Lad about

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we would not ſuffer him to go. While our 


Brethren were regaling in the Fulneſs of Plenty 
aſhore, we aboard were oblig'd to ſtrip the 
Hatches of a Seal-ſkin, which has been for 
ſome Time nail'd on, and made uſe of for a 
Tarpawlinz we burnt the Hair off the Skin, 
and for want of any Thing elle fell to chewing 
the Seal-Skin. 


Wedneſday the 13th, Fine Weather, and 
calm. Art Six this Morning the Boatſwain ſhot 


a Horſe, and the People a wild Dog. The 


Horſe was branded on the left Buttock with. 


theſe Letters AR, By this we conjecture there 
are Inhabitants not far off, At nine veer'd the 


Boat in, laſh'd the Oars to the Hatches, and 


| made a Stage to haul up the Seal. The Peo- 


ple ſwam off three Caſks of Water; ſent on. 


Shore one Quarter-Caſk more, and two Break- 
ers.

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Wedneſday the 20th, the Carpenter and my- 
ſelf went aſhore ; four 'of the Inhabitants came 
down to us on Horſeback. As I could talk 
Portugueze, I fel] into Diſcourſe with them, 
They rold. me the Engliſh were ſtill at War with 
the Spaniards ; that they had two fifty Gun Ships 
_ up the River of Plate, and one Sixty Gun Ship 
cruizing off Cape St, Mary's and not above ſix 
Weeks ago a ſeventy Gun Ship lying at Anchor, 
parted from her Anchors and drove on Shore ; 
that the Ship was loſt, and every Man periſh'd. 
They alſo told me they were Spaniards, Caſ- 
tilians, and Fiſhermen ; that they came here a 
fiſhing; the Fiſh they took they ſalted and 
dried, then ſold them at Buenos Aires, The 
Town they belong'd to, they call!'d Mount de 
Vidia, two Days Journey from hence, I ask*d 
**m how they came to live in the King of Por- 
 Tugal's Land. They ſaid there were a great 
many Spaniſh Settlements on this Side, and gave 
| us an Invitation to: their Caravan. We got up 
behind them, and rode about a Mile to :it 
where they entertain*d us with good Jurk- Beef, 
roaſted and boil'd, with good white Bread. We 
- ſought to buy ſome Proviſions of *em ; but they 
| had none but twenty- ſix Loaves, abour as big 
as Two-penny Loaves in England; which they 
would not part with under four Guineas. We 
being in a weak Condition, ſcarce able to ſtand 
on our Legs, and without Bread. for a long 
Time, gave them their Price. Their Patron 
told us at the ſame Time, if it ſhould be 
known that they had ſupplied us, they ſhould 
be all hang'd. He promis'd, if we would give. 
him a Fire-lock, he would get us ſome wild 
Fowl, 


Fowl, and as many Ducks in an Hour or two 


as would ſerve all the People aboard, Mr. 


Cummins ſent for his Fire-lock, and gave it 


him, with ſome Powder and Sluggs. On our 
coming away, finding one of their Company mif.. - 


ſing with a Horſe, we were apprehenſive of his 
being gone to betray us ; therefore immediately 
went on Board, got our Water in,- and made 
all ready for failin to the Rio Grand,

Thurſday the 28th, Kept the Shore cloſe a- 
boars, and ſounded every half Hour, not car- 
ing to go within three Fathom, nor keep with- 
out five, failing along by the Lead all Nighc. 
At Six in the Morning ſaw the Opening of i the 
River Grand, kept within the Breakers of the 
| Bar, having at ſometimes not above ſeven

' nant having reported me to him as Pilot, He 
 aſk*d me if there was a Chart of the Coaſt on 
Board, and, if not, how it was poſſible we 
could hit the Bar, and venture into ſo hazar. 
dous a Place as this is? I told him, as for ; 
Chart, we had none of any kind ; but I hal 
a good Obſervation the Day before, that our 
Veſſel drew but a ſmall Draught of Water; 
that we kept the Lead always going, and in 
the Neceſſity we were in, we were oblig'd, a 
all Events, to venture; and if we had not ett 
the Opening of the River before Night, w: 
muſt have been compelPd to run the Veſſel x 
ſhore. He examin'd me alſo concerning the 

Places we ſtopt at, from Cape Virgin Mary to 
this Port, and more particularly relating to th: 
River Plate, He was very nice in his En- 
quiry of our putting in at Cape St. Mary's 
and of the Bearings and Diſtance along Shore 
from thence to this Port. When he through- 
ly fatisfy*d himſelf, he embraced us, and blel 
himſelf to think of our Deliverance, which 
| he term*d a Miracle. He offer'd every Thing 

_ the Covn'ry could afford to our Relief ; the 
Sick were order*d to be taken Care of in the 
Hoſpital : He took the Lieutenant and the 
Land Officers home with him ; and deſired the 
2 Com mandant 
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Commandant to ſee that the reſt of the Officers 
and - People wanted for nothing. Before he. 
went he inform'd us, that his Majeſty's Ships 
the Severn and Pearl were at Rio Janeiro, in 
great Diſtreſs; that they had ſent to England 
for Men, and conld nor fail from thence until 
the Arrival of the Flota, which would be in 
May or Fune. He alſo told us, that we ſhould 
be diſpatch*d in the firſt Veſſel which arriv'd 
in this Portz for he did nat think we could 
with Safety go any farther. in our own ; and 
that there could not be found twelve Seamen 
in the Brazils that wouid 'venture over the 
Bar in her to fail toRio Faneiro; therefore he 
order*d our little Speedwwell aſhore ; this Won- 
der the People are continually flocking to ſee ; 
and jt 18 now about nine Mants ſince we were 
caſt away in the Wager; in which Time, I 
believe, no Mortals have experienc'd more 
Difficulties and Miſeries than we have. This

On which the Commandant deliver'd his 
Command up, ſhouldering his Firelock, and 
took the Place of a common Soldier, telling 
them, ſince the King was ſo good to as to 
pardon them, he thought it his Duty to ac- 
cept it 3 the Brigadier was ſo well pleaſed with 
the Behaviour of the Commandant, that he ran 
co him, took him in his Arms, and embraced. 
him; the reſt of the Soldiers follow*d the 
Example of their late Commandant, de- 
 livering their refſpeftive Commands up to 
their proper Officers. This Day put an End 
to the Diſturbance and Confuſion which had 
been ſome time among them, and reftor'd. 
them to Tranquillity, good Diſcipline, and

get to England as ſoon as I can, and will pur 
it out of your Power to prevent my going off 
in the firſt Veſſel. I lefc the LE NCRENanh, and 
went with Mr. Cummins, r. Yones, Mr, 
Snow, Mr. King, and Dr. Dato ro the Go. 
vernor, to obtain leave for our going ; the 
Lieutenant follow*d us, and ſaid, but one hajf 
. could go at a time. The Governor told us it 
was order'd that the Land Officers, myſelf 
ard the reft that apply'd to go by Lang, 
ſhould be the firſt dilpatch*d, and raight g0 
on board when we would; but as the Veſt: 
did not belong to the King, we mult buy Pro- 
viſions, and pay for our Paſſage. I ſaid, Sir, 
ve have not Money to anſwer the Expence: 
He then a{k*d me whether I had not ſeveral 
Times apply'd to him for Leave to go by 
Land at my own Charges; I anſwer'd, we 
were ovliged to diſpoſe of our Watches t9 
raiſe that "Money, which will barely be ſut- 
ficient to carry us ſix off that intended to go 
by Land, therefore what muſt become of the 
ret who have not a ſingle Penny ? And I hope, 
Sir, that you are not unacquainted, that the. 
King of Great Britain allows to all his Subjects, 
diſtreſs? d in this Manner, five Vintins per Day 
t> cach Man for Subfiſtence. On my faying 
this, the Governor calPd the Commiſſiry and 
M2jor ; he walk d and talk*d with them aſide ; 
then -came back again, and toid us the Ac- 
count was fo tmall, that it was not wortn 
charging the King of England with it ; therefore 
we mult buy OUF OWN Provitions, and pay our

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Paſſage 3 and as to what we had received from 
them, we were welcome; upon which we 
thank'd them, and came away. We then 
conſulged with the Lieutenant, to know what 
could be done with the People z and that as 
the Veſſel we came in was not fit to proceed 
in any farther, it was to no Purpoſe to leave 
her there; therefore we delired his Conlent rg 
ſel} her, believing the Money ſhe would Dring, 
would be ſufficient to carry us all off, To ths 
Propoſal the Lieutenant conſented, We then 
apply*d to the Maſter of the Veſſel, to know 
what he would have for our P:fſave; his De- 
mand was forty Shillings per Man ; of which 
we acquainted the Lieutenant, who told us he 
could nor fee what we could do, and, on ſe- 
cond Conſideration, would not give his Con- 
lent to fell the Boat; for, when ſold, he 
did not think ſhe would fetch the Money. 
Thoſe Words of the Lieutenant put us all © 
a Stand, eſpecially after he had but now g1- 
ven his Conſent to fell her; and in ſo ſhort 
Time to declare the Reverſe, was very odd; 
tho? indeed it did not much furprize us, be- 
cauſe this Gentleman was never known to be 
over ſtedfalt to his Word. Sceing no Poſh- 
bility of carrying the People of without ſel- 
ling the Boat, I told the Licutenant,-1t he 
lefr them behind, I could not think but fo 
many of his Majeſty's Subjects were fold 3 and 
believ*d he had made a Pre{cnt of the Veilzi 

to the Governor. At this the Lirutenanr 
paus'd for a while ; and then ſaid, he had not. 
Moncy to carry himſelf off without ſelling his 
Coat, I reply'd, there was no Occaſion for 
Lat, 
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that, when he had a Gold Watch, The next 
Morning went to the Lieutenant again about 
our going off; he acquainted us, that the Bri. 
gadier had order*d Things in another Manner ; 
that myſelf, and nine more, being the Perſons 
defirous of going, ſhould be diſpatch'd in the 
firſt Veſſel, and every Thing found us; that 
he, the Lieutenant, was to farry behind with 
the reſt of the People, and to come in the next 
Veſſel, an Eſtimate of the Charges being made 
out 3 and alſo he told us, he had a ſevere 
Check for requeſting to go firſt himſelf, and 
offering to leave the People behind. 

Sunday, March 28, I embark*d on Board 
the St. Catherine*s Brigantine, with the Car- 
penter, Boatſwain, the two Mates, the Sur- 
geon of Marines, the Cooper, and fix of the 
People 3 the Proviſions laid ' in for us were two 
Caſks of Salt Beef, and ten Alcadoes of 
Farina. 

Wedneſaay the 31ſt, We fail'd for Rio Ja- 
meiro, With the Wind at W. fteer*d S. E. and 
S. E. by E. until over the Bar ; then E. by N.. 
and E.N;E. with a fine Gale, and clear Wea- 
ther; there is not above two Fathom and half ' 
Water on the Bar at High-water z when you 
are in, it js a fine commodious Harbour for 
imall Veſſels; it is a low Land, of a ſandy 
Soil: Here 1s Abundance of fine Cattle - with 
Freſhwater Fiſh, Melons exceeding good, 
Plenty of Water, and the beſt Milk I ever. 
taſted. 

Thurſday, April the Sth, Little Wind at 
S, W. and fair Weather. Ar Ten this Morn- 
ing anchor'd befure the Town of St. Sebaftians. 


The 
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The Portugueſe Pilots, who | have been in 
England, call the Land kere the 1fe of Wight ; 
and indeed it is very like it, tho' not ſo large, 
being only eight Miles in Length, This 1s a 
very ſecure Harbour for Shipping ; a Stranger 
may go in or out without any Difficulty. At 
chis Place I was aſhore, and think it as de- 
lightful and pleafant a Place as ever I ſaw in 
America; abounding with Fruit, as Oranges, 
Lemons, Bonano's; alſo with Yamms, Pota- 
toes, Fiſh, and Fowl. wg: 
' Saturday the 1oth, Sail'd from St. Sebaſti- 
ans; little Wind at S. W. ſteer*'d out S. E. 
between the Iſland and the Main; and at 
Eight in the Morning, on the Monday follow- 
ing, we anchor'd before the City of Rio Fa- 
neiro. | 
Tueſday the 13th, This Morning we were 
| all ordered before the Governor, A Duzch 
Surgeon was ſent for, who ſpoke very good 
Engliſh, After an Enquiry into our Misfor- 
tunes, the Governor order'd him to be our 
Conſul; telling us, that we ſhould have a 
_ convenient Houle, with Firing, and eight Vin- 
tins a Man per Day Subſiſtence-Money : He 
allo defired we might make no Diſturbance 
among ourſelves. ; which we promigd to avoid. 


_— Nobleman went with the Conſul: co look 


out for our Habitation ; they fix'd on a large 
magnificent Houſe, fit for a Perſon of Qua- 
lity. This being the firſt Day of our coming 
aſhore, they were pleas'd to order a Dinner 
and Supper out of Doors, and ſent us where 
we were to eat all cogether. This was the 

Cc firſt 
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firſt Time of the Boatſwain's eating with the 


reſt of the Officers fince we left Cheap Iſland. 
The Conſul was ſo kind as to fend us a Ta- 


| ble, Benches, Water-pots, and ſeveral uſeful 


Things, from his own Houſe; we thought 
ourſelves very happily ſeated. 
Wedneſday the 14th, This Morning the 


| Conſul went with the Officers and People to 
the Treaſury for our Money. Mr. Oakley, 


Surgeon of his Majeſty's Land Forces, was 
deſired by the Conſul to ſign for it, The 
Boatſwain, who now look'd_ upon himſelf as 
our Captain, was not a little difpleas'd at 
this. When the Money was received, the 
Conſul would have given ir- the Surgeon to 
pay us; but he excus'd himfelf, telling the 
Conſul the Boatſwain was a troubleſome Man, 
and it might occafion a Diſturbance 5 on 
which the Conſul was fo good as to come and 
pay it himſelf, Being all together, he told 
us the Governor had ordered us eight Vintins 
a Man per Day ; but at the ſame Time had 


_ made a Diſtintion between the Officers and 


Seamen ; that the Money received was to be 
paid in the Manner following, viz. to the 
Seamen ſix Vintins, per Man, and the. Officers 
ten. The Reaſon of this Diftintion was, 
that the Seamen could go to work, and get 
Money by their Labour; when the Officers 


could not, but muſt be obliged to live en- 


tirely on their Allowance. This Diftinction 
cauſed great Uneaſineſs, the Boatſwain inſiſt- 
ing that the People had a Right to an equal 


Share with us, The Officers, willing to make

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1'] Things eaſy, deſir*d the Conſul it might be ſo. 
| The Conſul reply'd, the Money ſhould be 
diſpoz?d of according to the Governor's Di- 
rection, or not at all. The Boatſwain then' 
objected againſt the Cooper, becauſe he was 
no Officer. The Conſul faid, Maſter! I be- 
lieve the Cooper to be a very good quiet 
Man, and I dare ſay will take it as the Men 
doz but ſooner than this be an Obje&ion, I. 
_ will pay the Money out of my own Pocket. 
The Boatſwain then began at me, abuſing me 
in a very ſcandalous and abominable Manner; | 
ſaying, among other Things, that the Cooper 
was got among the reft of che Pirates, foc ſo 
he term?d me and the reſt of the Officers. 
When the Money was paid, we acquainted the 
Conſul, that we had, till now, been ſeparated 
from the Boatſwain ; that he was of ſo perverſe 
and turbulent a Temper, and ſo abuſive in 
Speech, that we could not bear with him: 
The Boatſwain then choſe to be with-the Peo- 
' ple, and gave us the Preference of the Fore- 
Room, where we deſired to be by ourſelves. 
There were two Doors to our Room ; we lockd 
both of them, and went to take a Walk in the 
Country : At our Return in the Evening, we 
found the Doors broke open, and a ſmall 
Sword belonging to me was broken an Inch 
off the Point, and the Scabbard all in Pieces. 
The Boatſwain had in his Room an 7rifman, 
whom he ſent in on Purpoſe to quarre! with 
us. This Iriſhman anid Richard Eaft, one of 
our own People, fell upon the Cooper and me: 
Eaſt choſe to engage with me; he ftruck me 
| Cc 2 ſeveral 
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ſeveral Times z he compell'd me to ſtand in 
my own Defence, and I ſoon maſter'd him.

During this Quarrel the Carpenter call'd the 
Guards ; at Sight of whom the Iriſhman made 


his Eſcape. I defired the Guards to ſecure 


Eaſt a Priſoner ; but the Officer told me he 
could not, unleſs I would go to Priſon with 
him. I told him it was my Deſire, and ac- 
cordingly I went, The Priſon was in the 
Governor's Houſe. I had not been there bur 
a few Minutes, before the Governor ſent for 
me; he-enquired of the Officer concernmsg the 
Diſturbance, and order*d me to my Habita- 
tion; but detain'd Eat a Priſoner. When I 
came home, I found the Boatſwain, and two 
Renegadoes with him, all about the Cooper. 
On ſeeing me, he repeated his former abuſive 
Words. He made us ſo uneaſy 1n our I ode- 
ing, that, to prevent Murder, we were oblig'd 


to lie out'of the Houſe, Next Morning Mr. 


Oakley and Mr. Cummins went to the Conſul ; 
he came with them to the Houſe, where we 
were all ſent forz he told us it was very ſtrange 
that People who had undergone fo many Hard- 
ſhips and Difficulties, could not agree loving!y 
10gcther, » We anfwer'd, we never us*d to 
meſs together ; and ſooner than we would be 
with the Boatſwain, we would make it our 
Choice to take a Houſe in the Country at 
our own Expence. The Boatſwain, on hear- 
ing this, fell again into his uſual Strain of 
Slagder and abuſive Language, calling us 


Rogues, Villains and Pyrates, Ir was the Go- 
wernor's firſt Requeſt, that we might have no 


Diſtur- 
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D.ſturbance among us; yet the Boatſwain hath 


not ſuffer*'d us to have a quiet Minute fince 


we have been here. The Conſul went with 
us two Miles out of the City, at a fiſhing V1l- 
jage; where we took a Houſe, at our own 
Expence, to pay at the Rate of ten Shillings 
per Month, there being ſeven of us in all, viz. 
myſelf, the Carpenter, Surgeon, the two 
Mates, the Cooper, and a Seaman. Here we 


thought ourſelves ſafe and ſecure. The next 
Day, in the Afternoon, two of the Boatſwain's 


Friends, which had lately deſerted from his 


Majefty*s Service, and an Ir; Clerk with them, 


came tO pay us a Viſit, They were ſo imper- 
tinent, as not only to enquire into the Reaſons 
of the Diſturbance among ourſelves, but they 
alſo inſtrufted us in our Duty, telling us, they 
came from our Commander the Boatſwain, 
with Orders to ſee my Journal. I told them 
the Journal ſhould not be a Secret to any 
Perſon who could read ; but at the ſame Time 
{ wou}d never part with it to be copied out : 


They then drank a Glaſs of Punch with us, 


and left us. This is a Place that a Man 1s 
oblig*d ſometimes to ſuffer himſelf co be uſed 
ill; if he reſents all Aﬀsronts, he runs a great 
Hazard of loſing his Life ; for here Ruffians 
are to be hired at a ſmall Expence ; and there 
is no Place in the World where People will 


commit Murder at fo cheap a Rate. Between 


Nine and Ten at Night, three People came 
to our Door ; one of which knock*d, telling 
us that he was the Perſon that was with me 
and the Cooper in the Afternoon, Being ap- 


Prehen- 
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prehenſive that they came with no good In. 


tent, we refus'g opening the Door , telling 


them, that it was an improper Seaſon of the 
Night, and that we did not know they had 
any Buſineſs with us; if they had, we told 
them to come in the Morning : But they ti]! 
infifted upon the Door being opened ; ſaying, 
it would be better to do ſo, than to be taken 
away in three Hours Time. When they had 
ſaid this they went their Way. We did nor 
know the Meaning of their Words, but ima- 
gined they were gone to bring ſome Afociates 
to beſet the Houle : ; having nothing to defend 


_ ourſelves with, we got over the Back- Wall of 


the Houſe, and took to the Country for Safety: 
In the Morning applied to the Conſul, who 
removed us to a Houſe in the midft of the Vil- 
lage 3 he gave an Account to the Inhabitants 
of the Deſign the Boatſwain had formed againit 
us, either to compel us to deliver up the Jour- 
nal, or to take our Lives; he therefore deſired 
that the Journal and Papers might be depoſited 
in the Hands of a Neighbour there, till the 
Time of our going off, The People of the 
Place offer*d ro ftand by us with. their Lives, 
1m Oppoſition to any Perſons who ſhould at- 
tempt to do us an Injury. 

Sunday the 18th, Farly this Morning we 
were ſent for to the Conful. He faid to Us, 
Gentlemen, as the Lives of three of you are 
in Danger, and I don'e. know what Villaſhy 
your 'Boatſwain may be capable of ating, 1n 
regard to your Peace and Safety z3 ll endea- 
vgur to get you three on board a Ship bound

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for Bahia and Liſbon z accordingly he went to 
the Captain of the Ship, who confented that 
we ſhould go wieh him, on theſe Conditions, 
that the Governor would give us a Paſs, and 
that we would work for our Paſſage ; this we 
agreed to: Aﬀtcer this we requeſted the Gover- 
nor for a Paſs, which he was ſo good as to 
grant, It was written 1n the Portugueſe Lan- 
guage, and the Engliſh Tranſlation is as follows:

From all the Forts let them paſs.

O H N Bocti, | Bulkeley] Fobn Cummins, and 


Fobn Young, of the Engliſh Nation, and 
married in England, where they have Wives 
and Children, the one being an Officer, the 
other a Carpenter, and the third Cooper of 
the Ship, being an Engliſh Frigate, arrived on 
the Coaſt of Patagonia; and at their Arrivdl 
in the Great River, z.e. Rio Grand, Leave 
was granted them to come -to this City z and 
as in the Service of his Majeſty, they do not 
advance any Money, from the Time that they 


paid 
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Paid off the ſaid Ship, they are obliged' to paſs 
to England, that they may be enabled there to 
ſeek their Livelihood for their reſpe&ive Fa- 
milies : Therefore they deſire that they may 
paſs in the Licenſe Ship to the City of Bahia, 
that they may from thence go to Liſbon, by 
the firſt Opportunity that ſhall offer ; and 
that without the ſaid Ship they will not be able 

to perform their intended Deſign. 


Leave is hereby granted them 
_ to paſs by the ſaid Ship for 
Bahia; and we command 
all the Forts to let them 
_ paſs, and not hinder their 
Paſſage, as is the Cuſtom 
of the Nation of this King- 
dom.

Tueſday, May the 20th, "This Evening my- 
ſelf, the Carpenter, and Coo oper, went on 
Board the St. Tubes, one of the Brazil Ships, 
carrying twenty-eight Guns, Theophilus Orego 
Ferrara Commander, bound for. Bahia and 
Liſbon. The People left on Shore were,

Wedneſday the 21ſt, Early this Morning the 
Captain came on board 3 on ſeeing us, he 
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aſled us, How we came on board without his 
Leave ? Notwithſtanding he gave Leave to 
_ the Conſul for oor Paſſage, we ought to have 
waited-on him aſhore. There was on board 
the Ship a Spaniſh Don, a Paſſenger, who 
cold the Captain no Engliſþman ſhould go in 
the ſame Ship with him; therefore deſired we 
might be turn'd aſhore z but the Captain in- 
ſiſted upon doing what he pleas'd aboard his 
own -Ship, and' would not comply with his 
Requeſt. The Spaniſh Don, when we came 
to converſe with him, was very much mov'd. 
with the Relation of our Misfortunes ; and 
ſaid to us, though” our Royal Maſters, the 
Kings of England and Spain, are at War, -it 
was not our Fault; that we were: now on 
board a neutral Ship belonging to a King who 
was a Friend to both Nations; that he would 
not look upon us as Enemies, bur do us al 
the Service he could, He extoll'd the Con- 
duct and Bravery of Admiral Vernon at Porto 
Bello ; bur, above all, applauded him for his 
Humanity and generous Treatment of his Ene- 
mies. He made great Encomiums on the 
M:gnificence of the Britiſh Fleet, and the. 
Boldneſs and Intrepidity of the Sattors, tiling 
the Engliſh, the Soldiers of the Sea. He up- 
plied us in our Paſſage not only with Provi- 
fions from his Table, but alſo with Wine and 
| Brandy; and during the whole Voyage ap- 
pear'd fo different trom an Enemy, that he 
rook all Opportunities of giving us Proofs of 
his G-nerofity and Goodneſs. £ 
Friday the 7th of May 1742, This Morn- 
& | | , ng 
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ing anchor'd before. the City. of Bahia, went 
' on ſhore to the Vice-Roy; , ſhew'd.him.the Paſs 
we had from the Governor of- Rio Faneiro : 

He told us the Paſs was to-diſpatch us to Lis- 
bon, and that the firſt Ship which ſaid. from 
hence would be the Ship we came in ; we pe- 
tition*'d. him for Proviſions, acquainting him 
of our Reception at Rio Grand, and Rio Fa- 


neiro, that we had hitherto been ſupply*d. at 


the Rate of eight Vintins each Man per Day. 
He refuſed ſupplying us with any Thing ; upon 
which I told him, we had better been Pri- 
ſoners to the King of Spain, who would allow 
us Bread and Water, than in a Friend's Coun- 
try to be ſtarv'd, The Captain of the Ship 
we came in, hearing the Vice: Ray would. not 
ſupply us, was ſo kind as to go with. us to 
him, acquainting him how we were provided 
for at Rio Janeiro, and that he would ſupply 
us himſelf, if he would ſign an. Account to 
ſatisfy the Conſul General at Liſbon, ſo that 
he might be reimburs'd. The Vice-Roy an: 
ſwer*d, he had no Orders concerning the En- 
gliſh, that he had Letters from the King of 
Portugal his Maſter to ſupply the French, but 
had no Orders about any other Nation, and 
if he gave us any Thing, it muſt be out of his 
own Pocket, therefore he would not ſupply 
vs: The Captain then told him thac we were 
Officers and Subjects to the King of England, 
and in Diſtreſs; that we did nor. want greaC 
Matters, only barely enough to . ſupport Life, 
and begg'd that he would allow bur four Vin- 
tins per Day, being bur half che Sum hitherto 

D d 2 allow's 
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allow'd-us. The Captain's Intreaties avail'd 
— the Vice-Roy continuing as fix'd in 
his Reſolution of giving us no Relief; I don'c 
believe there ever was a worſe Repreſentative 
_ of Royalty upon the Face of the Earth, than 
this Vice-Roy : Hits Royal Maſter the King of 
Portugal is very well known to have a grateful 
Aﬀection for the Britifþ Nation (nor can we 
believe he is ſo Frenchify*d as this Vice-Roy 
makes him) his Deputy differs greatly from 
him, he has given a Proof of his Averſion to 
the Engliſh. We think Perſons in the! Diitreſs 
we were repreſented in to him, could in no_ 
Part of the World, nay in an Enemy*s Coun- 
try, be treated with more Barbarity than we 
were here; we work'd here for our Victuals, 
and 'then could get but one Meal per Day, 
which was Farina and Caravances, 

Since ' our being here, we have been in- 
formed of one of his Majeſty's Ships with 
three Store-ſhips being arrived at Rjio Faneiro, 
ſupplied- with Stores ahd Men for the Relief 
and Aſſtance of the Severn and Pearl, (which 
were ſail*d before in Fanuary laſt for Barbadets) 
and that our People were - gone on beard of 
them, and bound far the He} Indies. 

 » Hlere is a very good Bay for Ships to ride 
in, with the Wind from the' E. S. E. to the 
Northward and Weſtward back co the S.W. 
and Wind to the Southward, which blows in, 
and makes a very great Sea, At the Eaſt 
Side coming in, ſtandeth Point de Gloria, 
' where is a very large Fortification with a

hence is the City of Ba#za.z it is ſurrounded 
with Fortifications, and equally capable of de- 
fending it againſt any Attempts irom the Sea 
or Land. | 

Proviſions here of all kinds are exceſſive 
dear, eſpecially Fiſh, this we impure to the 
great Number of Whales that come into. this 
Bay,. even where the.Ships lye at Anchor; the + 
Whale Boats go off and kill ſometimes ſeven 
or eight Whales in a Day. The Fleſh of 
| which is cut up in ſmall Pieces, then broughr 
to the Market-place, and fold at the Rate - 
of a Vintin: per Pound; it looks very much 
like coarſe Beef, hut inferior to it in Tafte. 

The Whales here are not all equal in Size to 
the Whales in Greenland, being not larger 
than the Grampus. 

After living here above four Moriths without 
any Relief from the Governor or the Inha- 
bitants, who behaved to us as 1f they were un- 
der a Combination to ſtarve us, we embark*d 
on Board the St. Tubes with our good Friend 
the Captain who brought us from Rio Farciro; 
we fail'd from Bahia the 11th of September 
for Liſo;n, in Company with one of, the King 
of Poriugal's Ships of War, and two Zaft in- 

ata Ships; but the St. Tubes not being able to 
ſail ſo well as the other Ships, loſt Sight of 
them the firſt Night. About 70 Leagues from 
the Weſtward of Madeira, we bent a new. 
Forefail ; within two er three Days afterwards 
we had a very hard Gale of Wind, {cudding 
under the Foreſai!, and no Danger happening 
IG 
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t the Ship during this Gale. When the 
Wind had ceas'd, and we had fair Weather, 
the Captain, after the Evening Maſs, made 


an Oration to the People, telling them that 


their Deliverance from Danger in the laſt Gale 
of Wind, and that the Ship though leaky 
making no more Water than before, was owing 


to their Prayers to Nueſtra Senbora Boa Mor. 
tua and her Interceſhon. That in Gratitude 


they ought to make an Acnowlegment to that 


. Saint for ſtanding their Friend in time of Need, 


That he himſelf would ſhew an Example by 
giving the new Foreſail, which was bent to' the 


Yard, to the Satnt their Deliverer ; according- 


ly one of the Seamen went forward and mark'd 
out theſe Words on the Sail, Deal eſta 
Trinckado Pour noſira Senhora Boa mortua 


(which 1s as much as to fay) I give this Fore- 
fail to our Saint the Deliverer from Death. The 


Sail and Money collected on this Occaſion a- 
mounted to upwards of twenty Moydores. 
On Monday the 23d of November, in the 


Latitude 39 : 17 : North, and Longitude 


6:00 W.'that Day at Noon the Rock of 


Liſbon bearing S, by W. diſtant ſixteen Leag. 
we ſteer'd E.S. E, to make the Rock before 
Night. Ar four o*Clock it blew a very hard 
_ Gale, and right on the Shore z the Ship lay to 


under a Foreſail with her Head to the South- 
ward 3; at Six it blew a Storm, the Foreſail 


ſplitting, oblig'd us to keep her before the. 


Wind, which was running her right on the 
Shore. The Ship was now given over for Jolt, 
the People all fell ro Prayers, and cried out to

their Saints for Deliverance, offering all they had 
in theWorld for their Lives; and yet at the ſame 
time neglected all Means to ſave themſelves ; they 
left off pumping the Ship, though ſhe was exceed- 
ing leaky. This Sort of Proceeding in time 
of Extremity is a thing unknown to our Eng- 
liſþ Seamen; in thoſe Emergencies all Hands 
are. employ'd for the Preſervation of the Ship 
and People, and, if any of chem fall upon 
their Knees, *tis afcer the Danger is over, The 
Carpenter and myſelf could by no Means re- 
liſh this Behaviour, we begg*d the People for 
God's ſake to go to. the Pumps, telling them 
we had a Chance to fave our Lives, while we 
kept the Ship above Water, that. we ought not 
to ſuffer the Ship to ſink, while we could. 
keep her free. The Captain and Officers 
hearing . us preſſing them ſo earneſtly, left off 
Prayers, and intreated the Men. to keep the 
Pumps going, accordingly we went to pump- 
_ ing, and preſerved ourſelves and the Ship: In 

half an Hour .afterwards the Wind ſhifted to 
the W. N. W. then the Ship lay South, 
which would clear the Courſe along Shore z had 
the Wind not ſhifred, we muſt in an Hour's 
time have run the Ship aſhore, This Deli- 
verance, as.well as the former, was owing to 
the Interceſſion of Nueſtra Senhora Boa Mor- 
tua: On this Occaſion they colle&ted fifty 
| Moydores more, and made this pious Reſo- 

lution, that, when the Saiip arrived ſafe at 
Liſbon, the Foreſail, wfich was ſplit in the laſt 
Gale of Wind, fhould be carried in Proceſſion 
to the Church of this grand Saint, and the 
Captain ſhould make an Offering equal in

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Value fo' the Foreſail, which was reckoned 
worth eighteen Moydores, 
. On Saturday the 28th of November, we ar- 
rived at Liſbon; and on the next Morning 
every Perion who came in the Ship, (except- 
ing the Carpenter, myſelf and the Cooper) 
Officers, Paſſengers, the Spani/h Don himſelf, 
2nd all the People, Men and Boys, walked 
bare-footed, With the Fare fail in Proceſſion, 
to the Church of Neuſftra Senbora Boa Mor-. 
i4a ; the Weather at that Time being very 
eold, and the Church a good Mile diſtant 
trom the Landing-place, We Engliſhmen, 
when we came aſhore, went immediately on 
the Change. I was pretty well known to ſome 
Gentlemen of the EZxgliſþ Factory, When [ 
informed them that we were three of the un- 
fortunate People that were caſt away in the 
Wager, and that we came here in one of the 
Brazil Ships, and wanted: to embrace the firſt 
Opportunity of going for Exgland; they told 
me, that the Lieutenant had been before us; 
that he was gone home in the Packet- Boat, 
and left us a very indifferent Charater, Our 
_ Journal was read by ſeveral Gentlemen of the 
Fzctory, Who treated us,. during our Stay at 
Ti/a:n, with exceeding Kindneſs and Benevo- 
ISSEK. © <5; © | 
. On the 20th of December, we embarked on 
board his Majeſty's Ship the Stirling Caftie 
for Englond: Here we had again the Happ!- 
neſs of experiencing the Difference between 2 
Britiſh and a foreign Ship, particularly in re- 
gard to Cleanlinels, Accommodation, . Diet, 
and Dycipline. We met with nothing material 
1 
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in our Paſſage, and arrived at Spi/head on the 
21ſt of Fanuary, 1742-3. | 
| In about a Fortnight's Time, by an Order 
from the Right Hon. the Lords of the Admi- 
ralty, we were put on Shore, the Captain of 
the Szerling Caſtle not caring to land us *till 
their Lordſhips Pleaſure ſhould be known. 
We were to undergo an Examination before 
the whole Board, but their Lordſhips think- 
ing it would be too tedious, appointed three 
Gentlemen, Commanders of Ships, Perſons 
of diſtinguiſh'd Merit and Honour, to enquire 
into the Aﬀair; but it was afterwards order'd, 
that we ſhould not be examin'd- till the Arrival.

ter from him by the Way of Li/bon, giving an 
Account that he was at a Portugueſe Settlement 
In Chili, where he had been well received by 
the Governor, and was preparing to embark 
for England the firſt Opportunity.

| nels of a Horſe; they have four Fins ; the 
two foremoſt, which are about half a Yard 
Jong, ſerve them, when aſhore, to ſtump along, 
drawing their hinder Part after them, the two 
hindermoſt being only of uſe to them in the 
Water; they have ſhore Hair of a light Co- 
lour, but lighter when young than old, for 
| _ when old they look more fandy ; their Prey is 
all in the Water, their Focd being Fiſh, but 
being of an amphibious Kind, they generally 
come upon the Land to ſleep ; five or fix fre- 
quently come and huddle together like Swine, 
and lie ſo for rwo or three Days, if not moleſted ; 
_ they are very fat, and produce a conſiderable _ 
Quantity of Oil, ſome of which we uſed in 
our Lamps, and alſo in frying our Fiſh, it hav- 
ing no unpleaſant Tafte. They are very much 
afraid of a Man, for as ſoon as they ſee him, 
_ or apprehend. they are in Danger from any 
thing near them, they immediately make to the 

Woarer, (for they never venture very far from. 
1t.) Some of our People would frequently get 
on their Backs and ride them. If they are 
cloſe purſued, they will frequently turn about 

and raiſe their Body up with their Fore- fins, 

and face the Purfuer, ſtanding with their 

Mouths wide open upon their Guard. One 
,of our People was unfortunately torn to Pieces 

by them. Our Method of killing them when 
we wanted them to eat, or their Ol, was to 
clap a Piſto] juſt to their Mouths as they ſtand 
Ne hs | open 
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open, and fo fire it down theit Throats ; but 
when:we had a Mind to have ſome Diverſion 
with them, which we calPd Lton bating, then 
each of us took a Half-pike in his Hand, and 
ſo prick'd them to Death, which commonly 
was ſport for three or four Hours before we 
kill\d them, and oftentimes they would find 
us work enough; but they being heavy un- 
weildy Creatures, and we aſſaulting them before 
and behind, and all round, generally conquer'd 
them in the end, yet they often would put us a 
little to the Scower, and ſometimes the Creature 
would run himſelf, but knew not which way, 
for we commonly got between the Water and 
him. We kilPd one which was almoſt rwenty- 
four Foot long, fifteen round, ' and ſeventeen 
Inches deep in Fat. As to Seals, we did not 
eat many of them, judging them to be un- 
wholeſome ; they are almoſt as big as Calves; 
under each Shoulder grows a long thick Fin : 
theſe ſerve them to ſwim with when 1n the 
Sea, and are inſtead of Legs to them, when 
on the Land; for raifing their Bodies up on 
end, by the Help of theſe Fins or Stumps, 
and ſo having their Tail-parts drawn cloſe 
under them, they rebound as 1t were, and 
throw their Bodies forward, drawing their 
hinder Parts after them ; and then again riſing 
up, and ſpringing forward with their fore 
Parts alternately, they lie tumbling thus up 
and down, all the while they are moving on 
' Land. From their Soulders to their Tails 
they grow tapering like Fiſh, and have two 
imall Fins on each fide the Rump, which is 

commonly . 
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tommonly covered with their Fins: Theſe 
Fins ſerve inſtead of a Tail in the Sea; and 
on Land they fit on them, when they give 
ſuck to their young, Their Hair is of divers 
Colours, as black, grey, dun, ſpotted, look- 
ing very ſleek and pleaſant when they come 
firſt out of the Sea, Here are always Thou: 
ſands, either ſitting on the Bays, or going 
and coming in the Sea round the Iſland, 
which is covered with them (as they lie at the 
Top of the Water playing and ſunning them» 


'ſelves) for near a Mile from the Shore. The 


young Seals are like Puppies, and lie much 
aſhore ; but when beaten by any of us, they, ay 


| well as the old ones, will make towards the Sea, 


and ſwim very. ſwift and nimble; tho* on 
Shore they lie very ſluggiſhly, and will not 
go out of our ways unleſs we beat them, but 
ſnap at us. A Blow on the Noſe ſoon kills | 
them, The Bream we uſed to fry, and are 
pretty good eating, only very bony ; they are 

about twenty Inches long, and from the top 


_ of their Backs to the bottom of their Bellies 


eight Inches z they have five large Fins on | 
the hinder Part of their Heads, and one large | 
one, reaching from the hindermoſt of them }! 
to their Tails, they have two middling ones, 
one on each Side of their Gills, and one large 
one ſtretching from the Middle of the Bottom 


_ of their Bellies to their Tails, which is dented 


like a half Muon; they have large Eyes, wide 
Noſtrils, and a ſmall Mouth ; they are very 
thin, and we called them Bream, becauſe 
they nearcſt reſembled that Sort of Fiſh, bg

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Cod we' catch'd as faſt as we conld bait our 
Hooks, and are very good eating ; we like- 
wiſe dried great Number, and put them on 
board our Ship 3 they are about two Foot 
long, and have ſmall Scales about the Big- 
neſs of a Silver-penny 3 they weigh about 
twelve: Pounds, and are fo very fat that they 
may be eaten boil*'d or fry*d withour Butter” 
or Oil, The Craw-fiſh we made Broth of. 
The Turneps and' Cabbage Trees were of great 
Uſe to us, eſpecially the latter, the Fruic of 
which, tho” ſmall,. was very good and ſweet. 
The Body of the Tree is ſmall and trait, and 
of a prodigious Length, (ſome Trees being 
70 or 80 Foot feng) with ſeveral Knots or 
Joints, abour four Inches from each other, 
without any Leaves except at the Top, in the 
midſt of which the Cabbage is contained, 
which . when boiled is as good as any Garden 
Cabbage; the Branches are commonly about 
twelve or thirteen Feet in length, and a- 
bout a Foot and' an half from the Trunk of 
the Tree ; they. ſhoot forth Leaves about four” 
Foot long and an Inch and an half broad, 
which grow 1ſo regularly, that the whole 
Branch ſeems but one entire Leaf ; the Cab- 
bage when cut out from amongſt the Bottoms 
of the Branches, is commonly about ſix In- 
ches round, and a Foot long, and is as white 
as Milk. At the Bottom of the Cabbage grow 
great Bunches of Berries, in Shape like a Bunch 
of Grapes, and about ſix Pounds weight, 
they are red, and about the Bigneſs of a large 
Cherry, with a large Stone in the Middle, . 
and 
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and tafte like Engliþ Haws. The Method. 
we uſed in getting the Cabbages, was not by 
climbing the Trees, becauſe they are ſo high, 
and have not any thing in the Bodies to hold 
by, but by cutting them down. There is a 
Sort of Fowl here, who are of a grey Colour, 
and about the Bigneſs of a ah Pullet, that 
work Boroughs in the Ground like a Coney, 
and lodge in them in the Night, and go out 
to catch Fiſh in the Day Time, for they are 
of a quadruped kind, and eat a little fiſhy, 
but after having been properly cooked they taſte 
tolerable well.,. There are alſo ſome Penguins, 
and a little Bird a conſiderable deal ſmaller thana. 
Wren, that hath a Bill no bigger than a common. 
Pin, his Legs are but ſmall in Proportion to: 
his Bulk; his Feathers are very ſmall, and. 
moſtly black z we ſeldom ſaw any of them 
unleſs towards Evening, and then they weuld 
come humming about us: But .if. we had a 
Fire in the Night,. before the Morning we 
ſhould have a conſiderable Number of them

begin to find a great Alteration in our ſick

peared quite black. From this Time to th

Lieutenant to affiſt her in mooring, her Crew 
not being able to do it, all their Men being 
ſick but three or four, and a few Boys. They 
had been ever ſince the 2oth of Zune attempt- 
ing to make the Lind, but the Squalls that blew 
from the Shore prevented then, though they 
were ſometimes within leſs than a Mile of it, 
The Mortality on board this Ship raged more 
than in' any other, for ſince they left St. Z4- 
lian's, which was the 27th of April, they had 
buried 254 Meny, and had but 98 Men and 
Boys now living, And moſt of them in a mile- 
rable Condition, 
When they firſt made the Ifland they had 
not Water to ſupply them for a Week longer, 
at the Rate of a Pint a Day, which they had 
been reduced to ever ſince the 21ſt of May; 
To that had they not reached the Iſland they 
muſt have inevitably periſhed. 

Friday, 24, Little Wind and moderate 
Weather. This Day at 1 o*Clock in the Af-_ 
ternoon they moored ; and at 8 they ſent their

Sunday, 20. ' Aﬀer leaving Orders for the 
Glouceſter as ſoon as ſhe was re: fitted to follow 
us, and likewiſe for deſtroying the Anne Pink, 
ſhe having been condemn*d (which, as we 
were informed, was accordingly done, after 


having taken her Maſts out, and whatever elſe 


was thought neceſſary, on the twenty eighth of 
September, by towing her aſhore, and ſkuttling 
her, and afterwards ſetting her on Fire) we and 


_ our Spaniſh Prize ſailed from the Iſland of Fauar 
Fernandez. 


It was upon this INand that Captain Sharpe 
lefr a Moſkito Indian, in the Year 1681. who 


remained there three Years. He had with him 
his Gun, a Knife, a ſmall Barrel of Powder, 
and a few Shot, He choſe for his Habitation 


a pleaſant Valley, about half a Mile from the 


Sea Coaſt, where he erected a very convenient 
Hot, and lin*d it with Seal-ſkins, and made a 
Bed of the fame, which ſerved likewiſe for his 
cloathing. When his Powder and Shot were 
ſpent, he ſawed. his Gun Barrel into ſeveral 
Pieces with his Knife, which he converted in- 
to a Saw by the Help ofa Flint ; theſe Pieces he 
made into Harpoons, Lances, and Fiſhhooks ; 
and made himſelf with one of them another 
long Knife : This he did by heating the Pieces 
firſt in the Fire, and afterwards working them 
on the Stones, which coſt him abundance of 
Labour, With theſe he ufed to ſtrike and kill 
_ the Goats and Fiſh for his Subſiſtence, on 
which he lived pretty comfortably. He re- 
mained in this Condition on the lfland until 
March 1684, when he was delivered thence,

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| by ſame Englih Ships which came «there to 


careen. | When he firſt ſaw them} at Sea, he 
gueſſed they were Engliſh, and being over- 
joy<d with the Proſpect, returned' to his Hutt, 

and went to cooking for their Reception 3 ac- 
cordingly he dreſſed two Goats and a large 
Quanticy of Cabbage for their Entertainment; 
and what adged greatly to his Joy,and Plea. 
fure was, that en their coming, aſhore he found 
they were not only Erngli/b, but many of them 
his old Acquaintance, who were on Board the 


| Ship which left hitm there. 


There was allo lefr at this Iſland tn the Yeat 


. 27504, one Alexander Selkirk, a Scotſman ; the 


Reafon of which was a <7 hens between him 
and his Captain ; this, together. with the Ship's 
being very leaky, .made him at firſt more wil- 
ling co ſtay here, than proceed in the Voyage z 
but he quickly alter?d his | Sentiments, and 
would gladly have return'd ,on board, which 
the Captain refyſed to admit of, He had with 
him his Cloaths and: Bedding, with a-Firelock, 


fame Powder, Bullets, and T abacco, a Hatchet, 


aKnife, a Kettle, a Bible, ſome practical Books, 
and his mathematical Books and Inſtruments; 


thus furniſhed he diverted and provided for 


himſelf as well as he could, He built two 


Hurts with Pimento Trees, and covered them 


with long Graſs, and lined them with the 
Skias of Goats, which he killed with his Gun, 
as long as his Powder laſted, which was not 
long, he having but a Pound, and -when that. 
was almoſt ſpent, he got Fire by rubbing two 
Sucks of Pimento Wood together _ bis 

nee. 
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Knee. In the lefer Hut, foie Diltance from 


the other, he drefied bis Vietuals, in the lar- 
ger he ſ1-pt, and employed himielt 1n reading, | 


ſinging Plaims, and Praying. At firſt he never 
eat any Thing untu] Hunger conttrajned him, 
partly for Grief, and partly for want of Bread 
and Saltz nor did he go to Bcd rill he could 
watch no Jongerz the Pimento Wood which 
burnt very clear, ferved him both fer Fire and 
Candle. He might bave Fiſh cnough, but 
could not vat them for want of Salt, becauſe 
they occafioned a Lovicnels : except Crawfith, 


which he ſometimes boiPd, and at other 


Times broil*d, as he did allo the Goars Fleſh, 
of which he made good Breth. When his 
Powder failed him, he took the Goats by the 
Swiftneſs of his Feetz for being in the Vigour 
of his Strength, about thirty Years of Age, 
and by his way of living, in continual Exercite 
of wajiking and running, cleared of all groſs 
Humours, fo that he ran with wonderful Swift- 
neſs thro? the Woods, and up the Rocks and 
Hills after them, His Agility 10 purſuing a 
Guat had like once to have been very fatal to 
hin, for he followed it with fo much Eager- 
nels that he catched hold of it on the Brink 
of a Precipice, of which he was not aware, 
the Buſhes hiding it from him, lo that he tell 
with the Goat down a great Height, and was 
{ſo ſtunned and bruiſed with the Fall, that he 
narrowly eſcaped with his Life; and when he 
came to his Senſes, he found the Goat dead 
under hin. He lay there about twenty feur 
Hours, and was fcarce abie tqQ crawl to his 
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Hut, or to ſtir abroad again in ten Days. He 
came at laſt, to reliſh his Meat well enough 
without Salt or Bread, and had plenty of Tur- 
neps, and Cabbage from the Cabbage Trees, 


and ſeaſoned his Meat with the Fruit of the 


Pimento Trees, which is much the ſame as 
Jamaica Pepper. He ſoon wore out all his 
Shoes and Cloaths by running in the Woods, 
and at laſt being forced to ſhift without them, 
his Feet became ſo hard that he ran every 
where . without Difficulty, He was at firſt 


much peſtered with Cats and Rats which had 


bred in great Numbers from ſome of each 
Species that had got aſhore from Ships which 
put in there to Wood and Water. The Rats 


gnawed his Feet and Cloaths while aſleep, 


which obliged him to cheriſh his Cats with. 
his Goats Fleſh, whereby many of them be- 
came ſo tame, that they would lie about him in_ 
great Numbers, and ſoon delivered him from 
the Rats, When his Cloaths were wore out, 
he made himſelf a Coat and Cap of Goat Skins, 


- which he ſtitch'd together with Thongs of the 


ſame, and a Needle made of a Nail ſharpened 


_ upon the Stones; and ſome Shirts he made 


of ſome Linnen Cloth he had by him, and 
ſticch'd them with the Worlted of his old 


Stockings, which he pulled out on Purpoſe. 
| In this Condition he remained four Years and 


four Months, till February, 19509, when ſome 
EngliſoShips being on that Coaſt in the Night, 
ſaw a Light on the Shore, which they ima- 
gined to be ſome French Ships at anchor, with 
whem they mult either fight, or want Water : 

this 
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this filled them with various Apprehenſions, 


and one poor naked Man, paſſed in their Ima- 
ginations for a Spaniſh Garriſon, for a Body 


of Frenchmen, or a Crew of Pyrates; which 
all vaniſhed in the Morning, when they found 
it was the Fires made by this happy unhappy 
Man, whom they brought from the Shore in 
his Cloath.ng of Goats Skins. He had in a 

reat meaſure forgot his Language for want 
of Uſe. Art his firſt coming on Board, they 


offered him a Dram, but he refuſed it, having 


drank nothing but Water ſince his being on 
the Iſland. 
there had ſeveral Ships paſſed by, and but only 
two came to an Anchor, which were Spaniards, 
who landed before he knew what they were, 


and they came ſo near him, that he had much_ 


ado to eſcape, for they not only ſhot at him, 
but purſued him to the Woods, where he

At one in the Afrter- 
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Saints finely wrovght, and near two Foot: long, 
which we aitcrwaids beat, up cloſe to make 
them lye ſnug in the Cheſts. The Tryal in 
chaſing this Priz., hiving ſprung her Foremaſt 
and Mainmaſt, was condemned by the Com- 
 modore, and the Prize, which ſhe hail taken, 
being a fine ſtrong Veſſ-I, and fit for a Man 
of War, was commiſlion*d by the Name of 
the Trya/*s Prize, and the Crew of the former 
turn'd over into her. And, on 

Sunday, Oftober 4. The T; ryal was deſtroy'd, 
by ſcuttling her on each ſide: for if they had 
fer her on Fire, they were afraid of alarming 
the Coaſt, ;

Here we hoiſted out the Cutter, 
and tried the Current, and found it to ſet Wefk 
by South one Knot, We were now off the 
Ilind of Lobos, 6 Degrees 20 Minutes South 
Lati:udez this Iſland at Sea appears of an in- 
different heightz about a quarter of a Mile 
from the North End is a great hollow Rock, 
and a good Channel, where 1s ſeven Fathom 
Water, in which is an Harbour on the North 
E:it, but no freſh Water; the Iſland is about 
wo Leagues i in Compaſs, but produces neither 
Trees, Buſhes, nor Herbage, but there are 
abundance of Penguins and Boobies, which 
are Water Fowls, ſomewhat leſs than a Hen, 


of a light greyiſh Colour, with a long Bill, 
a little longer and bigger than a Crow's, 


and broader at the End. Their Feet are 
flat like a Duck's Foot ; they are a very ſim- 
ple Bird, and will hardly go out of a. Man's 
 Way.-” |

The Captain of her had 
his Wife and two Daughters on Board, whom 
the Commodore immediately ordered into our 
own Ship, to prevent any Indecencies that poſ- 
ſibly might be committed on the Women, 
and likewiſe admitted them and the Spaniſh 
Captain to dine with him every Day : which 
generous Treatment from an Enemy had ſuch 
an Effe& on the Spaniſh Captain, that he in- 
formed the Commodore how he might plun- 
der the Town of Payia, which, tho? but a 
ſmall Town, was very rich arid likewiſe of- 
fer*d to conduct his Men. Accordingly the 
Commodore accepted his Offer, and we fteer'd 
our Courſe for that Place; and at Noon we 
ſaw the high Land of Payta bearing E. N.E. 
60 Leagues.

This Day we ſerved Vinegar to the Ship's 
Company, and likewiſe read to them the Ar- 
ticles of War. 

Tueſday, 3. Moderate and hazey Weather, 
with little Wind. At five in the Afternoon 
the Chair of Pay/2 bore E. half N. diſtant 12 
Leagues. 

Wedneſday, 4. Thurſday, 5. Friday, 6. 
Light Airs of Wind and hazey. 

Saturday, 7, Moderate Gales. 
exerciſed the ſmall Arms. 

Sunday, 8. Hazey Weather with Light- 
ning to the Eaſtward. 

Monday, 9. Moderate and hazey Weather. 
The Chair of Payta diſtant 10 Leagues. 

Tue/day, 10. Moderate and hazey. Atone 
in the Afternoon the Chair of Pay!a being dt- 
ſtant about 6 Leagues, we mann*d two of our 
Boats, one with 18 Oars, the other with $ 
Ours, and likewiſe the Trya/*s Prize Boat with 
8 Oars, and ſent in them between 60 and 70 
Men, under the Condu® of the Spaniſh Cap- 
tain, and commanded by Mr, Bret, our e- 
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cond Lieutenant, who were to be back*'d with 
our Ships in the Morning ; accordingly we 
ſet off and lay under the Land til] Evening, 
and about 10 we entered the Harbour of 
Payta, undiſcovered by the Fort ind Veſle!s 
there, and landed, We were no ſooner a- 


fhore, but ſome march*d, or rather run +9 


the Fort, ſhooting at every Perſon they met, 
which alarm*d the Fort; and they, firing up- 
on us With their ſmall Arms, kilPd one Man 
and wounded feven. But, however, that did 
not diſcourage us, for we ſoon forc'd the Gates 
of the Fort, and the Spaniards as ſoon deſerted 
it; they fired no more at us; hereupon we 
cook Poſſeſſion of it, and nail*d up four Pieces 


__ of Cannon, (which were quite honey comb'd, 


and ſo of little uſe) and hoiſted Engliſh Co- 


lours 3 during which Time, others having at- 


rack'd the Governor's Houſe, whereof they 
foon made themſelves Maſters, alarm'd the 
whole Town; and the Inhabitants not expc&t- 
mg any ſuch Viſic, and taking them in their 
firſt Sleep, were ſo terribly ftrighten'd, that 
they fled to the Mountains almoſt naked : For 
when we came into their Houſes and enter*d 
their Bed Chambers, their Beds were as warm 
as if they had that Moment got out of them, 


and their Day Cloaths lay all about their 


Rooms. As ſoon as we were Maſters of the 
Town, we began to plunder and play our 
Tricks. At the Governor's Houſe there was 
a very large Pier Glaſs in a fine carved and 
gilt Frame, of a conſiderable Value, and ha- ' 
ving found {ome Wine and Glaſſes there, " 
op SE | drank 
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drank Confuſion to our Enemies, with Succeſs 
likewiſe to our Voyage, and afterwards flung 
the Glaſſes at it, and broke it all to Pieces. 
In the mean while, ſome had taken PoſſcNlon 
of the other Houſes, and hung out for their 


Signs a Gold lac'd Coat, a Waiſtcoat, a Hat, 
and the like, for all were publick Houſes now ; 


ſome made themſelves Admirals, by putting 
on a Gold or a Silver lac'd Suit over their own 
Cloaths. In the Morning we fell to rum- 
maging for what we could get; ſome of us 
were ſo mad, that if they happ-n'd to get a 


Bag of Dollars, which they could not eaſily 


manage, they would give it a rip and huſflel 
them out till they could, never minding what 
they left behind. We got about 32,000 Pound 
Sterling, beſide two Cheſts of Jewels and Plate 
out of the Churches. nt 

But as to Proviſions and Water, which 
would have been as acceptable as our Wealth, 
we got very little. Of the former we found 
indeed a few Hogs and ſome fine Poultry, 
which we carous'd with jovially, by carrying 
them to each other's Houſe and cdreſfling 
them 3 we generally put the Fowls into the 


Pot with Feathers, Guts and all together; 


by that Means we fſav*d the Trouble of pick- 
ing them, for when they came out, the Fea- 
thers came off all at once without any Diffi- 


culty : of the latter we found only a little that. 


they had in their Jars, for there is no freſh 
Water in the Town, Other Liquors we had 
enough of, moſt of the Houſes here ſelling 
Wine or Brandy, We likewiſe took abont 
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a Dozen Indian Women ; to theſe we gave no 
Quarter, tho? they begg'd hard for it, but 
ſacrificed all. During our Stay here, which 
was three Days, we ufed to go out, in Com- 
anies of about 10 or 12, to catch Hogs; in 
one of which Expeditions an Inhabitant of the 
Town, who was an Iriſhman, came up to one 
of our People, and talk*d Engliſh with him, 
and pretending to enter along with us, took 
an Opportunity to ſnatch away his Muſket, 
and made clean off with it, notwithſtanding 
we fir'd a Volley after him. We ſent ſeveral 
Times to the Governor to ranſom the Town, 
' but all to no Purpoſe; ſo that after we had 
done as much Miſchief as we could, we ſet 
Fire to the whole Town (Churches excepted) 
on the third Day after we took it, and came 
away by the Light of it, leaving behind us 
our Spaniſh Conduttor and his Family, and 
with him a Paper to certify, that what he had 
done was by Compulſion. We likewiſe made 
him a Prefent of a handſome Sum in return 
for his faithful Services. We deſtroyed five 
| Veſſels that lay in the Harbour, and brought 
one away with us, into which we put the 
Lieutenant of the Tryal to take Care of her; 
but we did not keep her above a Week or. 
two. | | | 

The Port of Payta lies in 5 Degrees 15 
Minutes South Latitude, and is one of the 
| beſt Harbours upon the Coaſt, capable of 
containing a Hundred Sail of Ships, and has 
good Anchoring at any Depth from fix to 


twenty Fathom, and is well ſheltered rom 
fo the 
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the South Weſt by a Point of Land. In this 
Bay, the Sea and Land Breezes ſucceed each 
ather very regularly, the Sea Winds' blowing 
in the Day Time South and by Weſt, and. 
the Land Winds in the Night Time from the 
Eaſt, The Bay is ſeldom without Veſlels, it 
lying very convenient for thoſe of Pery, in 
going to, and coming from Panama, who put 
in here for Proviſions, that are brought down 
hither from Co/an, which is about two Leagues 
North, North Eaſt, from Payta : For at Co- 
lan there is a ſmall River of freſh Water 
which runs out into the Sea, from whence 
the Ships at Payta are ſupplied with Water 
and other Refreſhments, as Fowls, Hogs, 
Plantain, Maize, Yams, &c. But the Town 
of Payta itſelf, does not afford ſo much as 
freſh Water. pe 

The Town is built on a ſagdy Rock, cloſe 
by the Sea, in a Nook or ſmall Bay, under a 
high Hill, and conſiſts of about one hundred 
and twenty Houſes, moſt of them Spantards, 


and two Churches, which are large and fair, 


with great Beams, Poſts, and Doors, all a- 
dorned with carved Work, beſides good Pic- 
tures, brought hither from Spain, and rich 
Hangings of Tapeſtry, or painted Callicoes, 
The Houſes are but low, and 111 built ; the 
Walls are of Brick, made with Earth and Straw 
kneaded together, and which are about three 
Foot long, two Foot broad, and a Foot and 
a half thick; they never burn their Bricks, 
but lay them a long Time in the Sun to dry, 
| before they are uſed in Building, In ſome 
7 _ places 
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Places they have no Roofs, only Poles laid a- 
croſs from the ſide Walls, and covered with 
Matts, and then thoſe Walls are carried up 
to a conſiderable Height. But where they 
build Roofs upon their Houſes, the Walls are 
not made ſo high. The reaſon why they 
build: their Houſes ſo meanly, is their want of 
Materials to build withal; for here is neither 
Timber nor Stone to build with, their Stone 


| being; ſo brittle, that you may rub it to Sand 


with your Fingers: another Reaſon is, it never 
rains; therefore they only endeavour to fence 


themſelves from the Sun, and the Houſes will 


continue a long Time as firm as when firſt 
made, being not ſhaken or mouldred by the 
Winds orRain. The richer fort, indeed, have 
Timber which they uſe in building, but then. 
it is brought from other Places, Art one End 
of the Town is a ſmall Fort, with four great 
Guns 1n it, as alrcady mention'd. The Coun- 


. try adjacent to the Town produces very large 


Sheep, called Pacos, Of the Bigneſs of a Stagg, 
and reſembling a Camel the moſt of any 
other Beaſt, only they have no Bunch on 
their Backs; they have a long ſmuprh Neck, 
and their Bodies are covered with''a coarle 
Wool, and their Hides make excellent Lea- 
ther; they are uſed in carrying Burdens, all 
kinds of Merchandize beiag tranſported from 
one Part of the Country to another on their 
Backs; their uſual Burden is about three or 
four ſcore Pound weight, with which they 
travel nine or ten Miles a Day; they have no 


| ned of Pack- Saddles, the Wool on their 


Backs 
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Backs ſerving inſtead of them, and as they 
have callous Matter at the Bottom of their Feet, 
it ſerves them inſtead of ſhoeing; they are ve- 
ry apt to tire if driven beyond their uſual Pace ; 
if once they tire and lye down, there is no 


getting them up again, tho* their Burdens 


were taken off, for which Reaſon, they have 
ſome that are unladen always ready with 
them, that ſo when any of them begin to 
tire, they may eaſe them of their Burden, 
and lay it on the others, Their keeping is 
of no conſiderable Charge to their Maſters, 


for at the End of every Stage, they only take - 


off their Packs and turn them to graze? in the 
common Fields: The Fleſh of theſe uſeful 
Creatures is more overtender, and exceeding 
fine eating, and ſo wholeſome and inoffenlive, 
that it is the Food of ſick People, and is pre- 
ferred before Chickens. Here are alſo wild 
Goats, who are very long legged and large, 


without Horns, and ſo ſwift of Foot, that no 


Grey- Hound can overtake them, and there- 
fore they are uſually ſhort or ſnared. There 
are likewiſe great Numbers of Monkeys, of 
various Kinds and Colours, ſome with Tails 
and ſome without, and ſome vaſtly large. 
| For wild Fowl and Birds, they have great 
variety both on the Land and Water, parti- 
cularly Patridges, lome of which are as large 
as European Hens. The South Sea 1s well re- 
pleniſhed with all manner of Fiſh, but the Ri- 
vers ſcarce afford any, which is owing to their 
Rapidity, and the Shallowneſs of the Chan- 
nels; and another principal Reaſon is, that 
moſt 
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moſt of their Rivers are dry in one Seaſon, 
and conſequently the Fiſh muſt then periſh, 
if there were any in them, 
Friday, 13. Moderate and hazey Wea. 
ther. This Day we left the Bay of Pay, 
taking with us the Tryal, Camilla, and a 
Schooner out of the Harbour, and ſteer'd our 
Courſe for Acapulco. 
Saturday, 14, and Sunday, 15. Moderate 
and hazey, Payta, diſtant 20 Leagues. 
Monday, 16, and Tueſday, 17, Moderate 
and fair. - 
Wedneſday, 18, Little Winds and fair, At 
three in the Afternoon we ſaw the Glouceſter ; 
and as ſoon as they on board diſcovered us, 
they hoiſted her Foreſai] as a Signal, which 
we anſwered by our Mainſail ; they then hoiſt. 
_ ed a white Flag at her Topmaſt-head, we an- 
fwer'd them at our Mizzen- peak, and at nine 
they joined us; they gave us three Huzza's, 
which we return'd, and told them we had 
taken and burnt Payta, and alſo had deſtroy'd 
the Tryal, and commiſſion*d a Prize which 
fhe had taken by her Name. They inform- 
ed us that they failld from FJuan Fernandez 
on the 1ſt of Ofober, and that on the 21ft, 
failing off the Ind of Lobos, they ſaw a 
ſmall Sail, on Which they hoiſted out the 
Barge, and ſent two Lieutenants and feven 
Men arm*d ro give her Chace, who in a- 
 bour three Hours came vp with her, and 
fird a Muſket to bring her toz ſhe was a 
Barcalonga of about four Tons, and had four 
Paſſengers, four Men and a Boy; they in- 
formed 
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formed us, that when the Glouceſter*s Barge 
came up with her, they told them they had 
nothing on board but Cotton ; however they 
took out her Crew, and clapt ſome of their 
own on Board, and brought her to the Ship 
and on rummaging her the next Day they 
found hid, under ſome Bags of Cotton, ſeveral 
Jars ſtuff*d full of old Rags,-and on pulling 
' thoſe our, they found under them as many 
double Douvloons as amounted to above 
thirty thouſand Pounds Sterling. They like- 
wiſe told us, that on the 26th, at 7 in the Morne 
ing they ſaw another Sail to the Eaſtward, on 
which they gave chaſe, and ſoon came up 
with her. Art nine ſhe hoiſted Span; Colours, 
and about half an Hour after the Glouceſter 
hoiſted hers, and fired a Gun a-head to bring 
her to, at which ſhe ſtruck her Colours, and 
. then the Glouceſter hoiſted out her Boat, and 
ſent her firſt Lieutenant on board her to. 
take Poſſeflion. She was call'd the Nueſtro 
Senioro del Dolozas, with between twenty 
and thirty Men ; her Cargo conſiſting of 
Plate and Piſcays Wine, When they firſt 
ſaw her, ſhe bore down to them, think=- 
ing the Glouceſker was the Ship ſhe parted 
Company with a few Days before ; but when 
ſhe came a little nearer, ſhe diſcovered her 
Error, and endeavoured to bear away, but 
to no Purpoſe. They farther told us, that 
on the 1oth of November, they ſaw ano- 
ther Sail, and having their Prize in tow, 
they gave her two Puncheons of Water and 
calt her off, and gave Chal: after the other, 

| which 
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which they eontinued till the next Day in 
the Afternoon, when ſhe running .under the 
Land they loſt Sight of her. They likewiſe 


informed us, that on the 15th, Payta bearing 


then FE. by E. five Leagues, they ſaw a great 


Smoak to the Leeward of the Town ; but this 
we did not beheve, they only ſaying ſo to come 


in for the Plunder ; however, the Commodore 


1mmedaately ſent for the Officers Journals, and 
ſeaPd them up, and gave ſtrict Orders they 


ſhould riot be open'd upon any Account ; and 
likewiſe ordered them to keep their Journals 
from that Time in other Books. 


\ Thurſday, 19. Moderate and hazey Wea- 


ther. At 6 in the Afternoon, we made fail by 


Cape Blancho, being diſtant about five Miles, 
Here the Glouceſter fired a Gun to the Commo- 
_ dore, as a Signal that one of the Ships was 


driving, a-drift with three Men in her; where- 
upon we tacked about towards the Glouceſter, 


and took the Spaniſh Ship in tow, and made 
Sail. At 6 in the Morning we ſaw a Sail to 
the S, E. Quarter, whereupon we made a Sig- 


nal to the Glouceſter to fall a-ftern and chace 


her, and 1n coming up with her, found her to 
be ore of the Prizes that we had loſt Company 
with the Night before,

and at cizht in the Morning we made Sail.

The Ifle of Playta, is about four Miles long, 
and a Mile and a half broad, and of a good 
height; it is bounded with high ſteep Clifrs 
clear round, only at one Place on the Eaſt Side ; 
the Top of it Table-Land, the Soil ſandy and. 
 dry;z the Trees it produceth are but ſmall 
bodied, low, and grow thin; there are only 
three or four Sorts of Trees, their Names all 
unknown to usz they are much overgrown 
with long Moſs; there is no Water on this 
Iſland but at one Place, on the Eaſt fide cloſe 
by the Sea, where t drills ſlowly down from 
the Rocks, ſo as to be received into Veſſels ; 
the anchoring Place is on the Eaſt Side in 
about twenty fathom Water ; from the South 
Faſt Point there ſtrikes out a ſmall Shoal, a 
Quarter of a Mile into the Sea, where there 
is commonly a great rippling or working of 
ſhort Waves during all the Flood, The Tides 
run pretty ſtrong, the Flood to the South, 
the Ebb to the North, there is good Janding 
on the ſandy Bay, againlt the anchoring Place, 
from whence you may go up into the lſland, 
_ and at no Place beſides : There are three high 
ſteep ſmall Rocks at the South Eait Poinc, 
not a Cables length from the Iſland, and art no 
Place beſides, The Ifland lies in Latitude 
No. 12, K k O1 : 10 
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OI : 10 South. Here are plenty of {mall Tur- 
tle and Boobies, and Men of War Birds; 


which Jaſt are about the Bignefs of a Kite, and 
in Shape like it, but black, the Neck red, 


live op Fiſh, never lig it on the Water, but 
ſoar aloſt like a Kite, and when they ſee their 
Prey, they fly down to the Water's Edge ve- 


_ ry ſwifily, take their Prey out of the Sea with 


their Bill, and immediately mount again as 
{wiftly, never touching the Water with their 


Wings. Their Wings are very long, and their 


Feet like other Land- Fowl, and they build on 
Trees, where they find any, but where there 


are none, then on the Ground; when they 


fly off to the Sea, they leave Guardians to their * 
Young, leaft they ſhould be ſtary*d, or de- 
ſtroy*'d by their Neighbours during their Ab- 
ſence, which Guardians are the old lame Birds 
that cannot fly off to Sea, to ſeck their own 


Food : Theſe do not uſually live among the 


reſt, but at ſome Diſtance from them, ſcat- 
tered here and there, where they can reſide 
lecureſt, from whence they can often ſally 
forth to plunder from others, particularly 


| from the young Boobies; if they find any of 


them unguarded, they ſtrike them on their 
Backs to make them diſgorge ; this they will 
often do at one Stroke, and it may be caſt up a 
Fiſh or two as big as an Orange ; theſe the 
Plunderers will immediately ſwallow up, and 
ineak off, looking for another Prize. The 
Men of War Birds will often ſerve the old 
Boobies ſo, off at Sza: We have ſeen one of 
them fly directly at an old Buoby, and on 

iriking 
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riking it. one Blow caule it to caſt up a large 

1h, which the Man of War, flying direftly 
down after, has catched in the Air, before ic 
has reached the Water. 

Sunday, 22, Moderate and cloudy Wea- 
ther. At 7 in the Morning, the Land being 
in Sight about ſeven Leagues diſtant, we ſent.

12 green Turtle, which ſerved the whole 
Ship's Company. Of theſe Turtles there are 
four Sorts, viz. the Hawkſbill Turtle, the 
Trunk Turtle, the Loggerhead Turtle, and 
' the Greer Turtle z the Hawkſbill Turtle are 
the leaſt Kind, and are ſo called becauſe their 
Mouths much reſemble the Bil} of a Hawk, 
their Shells are the moſt eſteemed for making 
_ Cabinets, Boxes, Combs, Ec. ſome of which 
weigh above two Pounds, but they are but 
ordinary Food, efpecially thoſe that feed on 
Mofs, but the Fleſh of thoſe who feed on 
» Graſs, is much ſweeter, and their Shells much 
clearer; they are commonly overgrown with 
Barnacles, which. ſpoil the Shell, and- their 
Fleſh is generally yellow, eſpecially the Fat, 
The Trunk Turtle is commonly bigger than 
the other ; their Backs are higher and rounder, 
and their Fleſh rank and unwholeſome. The 
_ Loggerhead Turtle is ſo called, becauſe it has 
a Head much larger than any of the other 
Species; their Fleſh is very Rank, and ſeldom 
eaten, but in caſe of Neceſſity, The Green 
Turtle are the ſweeteſt, and the beſt Mear, 
their Fat is yellow, and their Fleſh white, 
and exceedingly ſweet ; their Shell is greener 
than any other, and is very thin and clear, and 
is only uſed for Inlays: Theſe are generally 
Jarger chan others ; ſome of them weigh near 
two hundred Pounds. Thoſe in the Souto 
Seas are ſmall, but pretty ſweet eating ; thetr 
teeding is on Graſs, which grows in the Sea. 
Art their breeding Time, which is about May, 
June, and Fuly, they leave for two or three 

| Months 
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Months their common Haunt, where they 
feed moſt part of the Year, and reſort to 0- 
ther Places to lay their Eggs, when they go 
aſhore in ſome ſandy Biy, and with their Fins 
make a Hole in the Sand near three Foot 
detp, in which they lay their Eggs, com- 
monly about eighry or ninety at a Time; 
they then cover them up with the Sand they 
had ſcraped out of the Hole, and fo Jeave 
them for the Sun to hatch, When a ſhe Tur- 
tle comes out of the Sea to lay her Eggs, ſhe 
is an Hour at leaſt before ſhe returns, for ſhe. 
always goes above high Water Mark ; and if 
it be low Water when ſhe comes aſhore, ſhe 
muſt reſt once or twice (being very heavy) 
before ſhe comes to the Place, When the 
Females go to Jay, the Males accompany 
tnem, and never leave them ti]! their Return. 
They are both Fat at the Beginning of the 
Seaſon, but before their Return they are fo 
lean that they are not fit to eat, It is ſuppoſed 
that they never eat or drink all that Seaton. 
It is alſo the general Opinion that they are 
nine Days engendering, the He's on the She's 
Back, in the Water: this is certain, that at 
that Time, the He will not forſake the She, 
who is much more fearful, and often endea- 
vours to get away, but that the Male keeps 
her with his Fins; ſo that if we ſtruck the 
She at the firſt coupling Time, we were ſure 
of the He. After they have laid their Eggs, 
they go off to Sea, and leave the Young, when 
natch*d, to ſhift for themſelves; who, as ſoon 
a they get out of the Shell and the Sand, make 
LO 
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to the Water. Their Eggs are round, about 
the Bigneſs of a Duck's, cover'd over with a 
White thin tough Skin, but no Shell; both 
Eggs and 'Turtle are exceeding good Food. 
Thoſe who make it their Buſineſs to catch 
them wait for them in the Night, when they 
come on the Shore, and turning them upon 
their Backs with Poles, they have them ſe- 
cure, becauſe they cannot turn again. A 
large green Turtle will find work enough 
for two Men to turn her on her Back. Iris 
very eaſy to intercept them, they march ſo 
ſlowly, and two Men will turn a great ma- 
ny in one Night. We trequently catch'd 
them with a Harpoon at the Yard-arm; 
ſtriking this thro* the Shell, we drew them 
up into the Ship, by a Line faſtened to the 
End of it. .

three ſmall Iſlands, with ſome Fithermen's 
Houſes on them; here they dry a great 
deal of Fiſh which ſupply the Town and 
Ships of Acapaico. "The Port 1s very com- 


modious for the Reception of Veſſels, and 


ſo large, that ſome hundreds may ride in 
Safety without damaging each other. There 
is a tmall Iſland croiſing the Mourh of the 
Harbour, about a Mile and a halt long, 


frerching Eaſt and Weſt, leaving a wide 


deep Channel on each Side, where Ships 
may ſafely go in or come our, raking the 
Advantage of the Winds : They muſt enter 
with the Sea-Wind, and go out with the 


Land-Wind, for theſe Winds ſeldom or 


never fail to ſucceed each other alternately 
every Day and Night. The Wetternmott 
Channel 1s the narroweſt, bur ſo deep that 


there 1s no anchoring. 'This Harbour runs 


in North about three Miles, then growing 
very. narrow, It turns thort to the Wet, 


and runs in about a Mile farther, where it. 
ends. 'The Town ftands fn a deep Bay on 


the North Weſt Side, at the Mouth ot this 
narrow Paſſage, clole by the Sea, fo that 
Ships may come quite to the Shore, and be

the End of the Town is a Platform with z 
great many Guns. Oppolite to the Town,

Muſtins, and Callicoes of Kaſt-India; the 
Gold Duſt, 'Tea, China Ware, Silk, Cahi- 
nets, E9c. of China and Fapan; all which 
amount to a prodigious Value, this one Saip 
having more Riches in it than ſome whole 
Fleets. 'The Merchants get one hundred, or 
two hundred per Cent. by this Voyage, the 
Boatſwain even gets an Eftate in one Turn, 
the Wages of every Sailor 1s three hundred 
_ and feventy Pieces of Eighr, and the King'; 
Puries amount to fouricore thouſind of the 
ſame Pieces. The Goods are uſuaiiy carried 
from Acapulco to Mexico, by Mules and Pack- 
horles, and from thence 1n the ſame Manner 
over the Land ro Fera Cruz, in order to be 
1hipp'd tor Eyrrope. Upon the Return of this 
Ship to the Mania, the other, which ſtays 
there till her Arrival, takes her back to 
Acapulco. This Country preduceth wild 
Cattle very plentitully, which chey hunr and 
hamftring 1n the following manner : Having 
Horſes bred up to the Exerciſe, the Hunter 
purſues them on Horſeback with a Pikettall, 
armed ar rhe end wich a ſharp Iron, with 
which he rides aiter the Game tull ſpeed, 
_ and having overtaken it, he ftrikes his Iron 
into the Leg of it juſt above rhe Hock, and 
Hamitrings it ; whereon the Ridder wheels 
abour, becauſe the Beaſt, on finding itſcll 
wounded, faces abour, and makes at him wit 
_ all his Force ; but finding the Faris 102 
(witt 
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fwift for it, it turns Tail again ; whereupon 
the Huntſman renews 'his Purſuit, and on 
coming up with the Creature, repeats his 
Stroke, and having ſufficiently lamed it, he 
attacks it in Front, and ftrikes it in the 
Knees with his Pike; on this the Beaſt tal- 
ling down, the Huntſman diſmounts and 
ftabs-:1t in the Neck a little behind the 
Horns; and this is done ſo dexteroutly, thar 
the String of the Neck is ofren cur at once, 
and down falls the Creature's Head; then 
the. Huntſman purſues his Game, leaving the 
Perſons who follow him to skin the Beaſt 
and take Care ot the Carcale. "Theſe Ani- 
mals are in ſome Places ſo plenrtitul, thar 
the Hides are what they principally regard. 
| Beſides theſe they have allo lome Sheep, and 
' ſeveral kinds of Deer, Hares, Rabbers, £9c. 
'They have alſo ſome peculiar Sorts of Wild 
Beaſts, as the Pecaree, the WW arce, rhe Sloth, 
the Guanoe, the. Armedillo, the Rachoon, 
Ounce, £9. 'The Pecaree 1s a little black 
ſhort-legged Animal, and has ſome Reſem- 
blance of a Hog; they herd rogether in 
great Droves; and what 18s molt remarxable, 
1s, the Navel of the Creature grows on 1ts 
Back, and, it it be not immediately cut off, 
as ſoon-as It 1s killed, it corrupts the whole 
Carcaſe, which otherwiſe is good Food. 
The Waree is like the Pecaree, but ſome- 
what leſs, its Navel grows in the uſual Place, 
the Skin 1s thick cover'd with a very coaric 
Fur. The Sloth is about che Bigneſs ot a large 
Spaniel, with a round Head, tmall Eyes, and 
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very ſharp Teeth and Claws; its Food is the 
Leaves ot 'Frees, which 1t trequently kills, 
not leaving a lingle Leat on the Trees 1t vi- 
i1rs ; he ts, agreeable ro his Name, a prodigi- 
ous {low Creature, being gonerent y ſo long in 
getting down one Tree and aſcending anorher, 
raar cho” he is tar when he begins to deſcend, 

he 1s generally lean betore he gets to the Top 
of another Tree ; his Pace 1s to flow, that he 
1s generally tix Minutes moving one of his 
Legs about two Inches, and' no Blows will 
make him mend his Pace.

1t be rotled trom Place to 
Place 1r will not move our again ; 1t has 
ftrong Claws, with which it digs Holes 1n 
rhe Ground like a Rabber ; its Fleſh is good 
Meat. The Racoons are a Species of Rats, 
buc are tour 'Times as large, and burrough

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in the Ground like Rabbers. 'The Ounce, 
or Tyger Car, are a ſmall Species of Ty- 
gers, twice as big as an Engliſh Car, and 
very much reſembling them ; they are of a 
yellow Colour {ſpeckled with black Sports, 
and are 'of an exceeding fierce Ditpoſition. 
The native Inhabitants go generally naked, 
excepting their Privities ; their Bodies are 
ſtained with divers Colours; they draw 
thereon ſeveral Figures of Men, Beaſts or 
Birds, and prick the Skin till the Blood 
tollow, then rub rhe Paint in with their 
Hands, which renders the Colours rhe more 
laſting; they wear a Plate of Silver hang- 
ing over their Lips, about the Thickneſs of 
a Guinea, and in the Form of a halt Moon, 
the Points whereot gently pinch the Noe, 
and fo faſten it on; they alſo wear Strings 
of -Beeds, Teeth, Shells and other Toys, 
hanging from the Neck down to their 
Breaſts; every. Perſon has almoſt two or 
three hundred of theſe Strings on, and the 
heavier they are, they reckon them the 
more ornamental. 'Their Diſpoſition 1s cow- 
ardly and cruel; they have no Senſe of 
Honour, but are drowned in Vice, and die 
without any Concern, or Apprehenfjons of 
Futurity; the hard Uſage of the Spaniards 
towards them, has occaiioned this carelets 
Temper in them, who treat them worſe than 
Slaves, and ſuffer even the Negro Slaves t9 
abuſe and inſult over rhem. |

They added, 
that no Precaution was omi'ted on Shore, but 
the People being recover'd, all Hands were 
emp'oy'd, ſome in cutting of Wood, ſome in 
ſawing, ſome in digging. and others in build- 
ing of Huts ; and that the Commodore him- 
ſelf was not an idle SpeCtator, but lent a help- 
ing Hand to aſſiſt them; during which Lieu- 
tenant Gzrdon, of the Marines, happening to 
be on a Hill, deſcry*d the Ship, and imme- 
 diately went to acquaint the Commodore 
therewith, who from a mutual Senſe of the. 
common Welfare received the Intelligence 
with particular Chearfulneſs : This agreeable 
News put a Period to their Labours, and oc- 
cafioned them to purſue the moſt ſpeedy Dil- 
polition of Afﬀairs, in order to their going on

The Plain on the firſt Pres 
cipice is ſo wide, as to have 'room for a 
Row of Houſes that ſtand all along on the 
Edge, or Brink of it, and a very narrow 
Street ' running along before their Doors. 
Between the Row of Houſes and the Brow 
of the next Precipice, the Plain is in a manner 
level to the Top of the Houſes below : and 
the reſt are preity nearly in the ſame Order 
and Proportion. The common Ladder to 
each Row or Street, comes up at a narrow 
_ Paſſage lefe purpoſely about the Middle of it, 
and the Streer being bounded with a Precipice 
alſo at each End, *tis but drawing up the Lad- 
der if they are aſſuulted, and then there is no 
coming at'them from below, but by climbing 
up, as againſt a perpendicular Wall ; and that 
they may not: be afſaulre:! from above, they 
take Care to build on the Side of {uch a Hill, 
whoſe back Side hangs on the Sea, or ſvme 
high ſteep perpendicular Precipice, alrogether 
inacceſſable. © Theſe Precipices are natural, 
and the Iflind are thick ſer with ſuch Hills 
and Villages. The Houfes are made of ſmall 
Poſts watled with Boughs, and are about ſeven 
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426 Commodore ANSON's Yoyage 
Foot high, Two of the Iſlands are well inha? 
bited. The Natives are low ſquat People, round 
viſaged, with low Foreheads and thick Eye- 

brows, their Eyes of a hazel. Colour and Cmall 
ſhort low Noſes, and their Lips and Mouths 
middle proportioned ; their Teeth are white, 
Hair black, thick, and lank, which they wear 
but juſt to cover their Ears;z their Skins are 
.of a dark Copper-colour. They wear no 
Hat, nor Turbant, nor any thing to keep off 
the Sun, The Men for the moſt part have 
only a ſmall Clout to cover their Nakedneſs; 
ſome of them have Jackets made of Plantain 
Leaves, which are as rough as any Bear-ſkins, 
The Women wear a ſhort Petticoat made of 
Cotton, which reaches. a little below their 
Knees, Both Men and Women wear ve- 
ry large Ear-rings made of yellow Meal, 
They are very ingenious in building Boats, 
having ſome that will carry forty or fifty 
People; theſe they row with twelve or four- 
teen Oars of a Side. The common Employ- 
ment of the Men is Fiſhing; they are great 
Admirers of Goat ſkins and their Paunches 
they will finge off all the Hair from the Skin, 
and then broil it on the Coals till they think it 
1s eatable, when they gnaw and tear it to 
Pieces with their Teeth, and at laſt ſwallow 
it: The Paunches of the Goats make them an 
excellent Diſh, and their Method of dreſſing 
ut 1s very extraordinary; they firſt turn out 
all the undigeſted Graſs and Crudities, found 
in the Maw, into a Pot, and ſet it over a Fire, 
fircring it about very often while it 15 hone 
1 
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if they have any Fiſh; they will take two or 
three and clean them, and cut the Fleſh from 
the Bone, and' mince it as ſmall as poſſibly 
they. can'z and when the Pot is well boil'd; 
they take up the delicate Ragout, and ftrew- 
ing a little Salt'over it, eat ic, mixed with the 
raw minced Fiſh: And this Meſs they throw 
with their Fingers into their Mouths, uſing no 
Spoons. They have another Diſh made of Lo- 
caſts, whoſe Bodies are about: an Inch and half 
| long; and as thick as the Top of ones little 
Finger; wittrlarge thin Wings, and long ſmall 
Legs ; \ theſe Creatures they take in Nets, and 
when they have; a ſufficient Quantity, they 
parch them'over the Fire in: an earthen Pan, 
till their Eegs and Wings fall off, and then 
they look like .boiled Shrimps; their Bodies 
being full, eat very moiſt, Their common 
Drink is Water, They make a fort of Drink 
with the Juice of Sugar-canes, which they 
boil, and put ſome black Berries among it; 
when it 18 well boiled they put 1t into a gregt 
Jare, and let 'it ſtand three or four Days to 
erment ;; then it ſettles and becomes clear, and 
is preſently fit to drink : It is an excellent Li- 
quor, very much- like Engliſh Beer, both in 
Colour and Tafte; it is very ſtrong and whole- 
ſome. They have no ſort of Coin, but barter 
ſmall Pieces of yellow Metal, wrapt up in 
| Plantain Leaves, for what they want. They 
are great Admirers of Iron, and will fell a good 
fat Goat for an lron Hoop, and a large Hog 
of ſeventy or eighty Pound Weight, for two, 
three, or four Pound of Iron ; they will alſa

On this we cleared Ship, and 
prepared to give Chaſe, and the Commodore 
gave particular Orders to his Officers with 
the Compolure and Szrenity of a Hero. The 
Spaniſh Admiral ſaved us the Trouble of giving 
much Chace, and bore down upon us before 
the Wind. When ſhe was come a little. more 
than half a Mile from us, ſhe brought to, in 
order to engage with the Commodore. In a 
little Time after ſhe fired a Gun; we anſwer'd 
her with a Gun to the Leeward. At half an 
Hour after 10 the Chace hoiſted Spaniſh Co- 
Ours and a red Flag, with the Span; Arms 
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432 Commodore ANSON's Voyage 
at her Main Topmaſt-head, and fired a Gun 
to Leeward. We hauled .our Long Boat and 
moored her a-ſtern. Several Shot were dif. 
charged on both Sides before we came to a 
clole Attack. At half an Hour after Noon 
we hoifted our Colours and fired a Shot at the 
Chace, - which ſhe returned. We now came 
cloſe along Side of each other, Yard Arm and 
Yard Arm, and began the Engagement. The 
Commodore during all the Time of Action 
ſtood upon the Deck, with his Sword drawn, 
in the thickeſt of the Fire, and the Smoke 
of the Powder almoſt ſmothered him. The 
Honourable Mr. Jaz Kepple gave his Orders 
between Decks during the Engagement, to 
the ſeveral Officers, who executed them in the 
moſt regular and effectual Manner. As we had 
no extraordinary Stock of Ammunition on 
Board, we were ordered not to be laviſh of 
it, and to fire no Gun, but what we were 
{ure would do Execution; for which Reaſon 
we ſeldom fired above four at a Time, 
which generally went thro? and thro? their 
Ship, and killed great Numbers: The &pa- 
niaras having near 6oo Men, ſtanding very 
thick on the Deck, ſcarce a Shot miſſed them. 
During the Engagement we frequently made 
Ute of -an excellent Feint, which was making 
Signals to board, by laſhing our Spritſail-yard 
fore and aft, which made the Spaniards ima- 
gine the Commodore had recruited himfcif 
with Sajlors in his Voyage, and did not a little 
contribute to their ſurrendring z beſides, this, 
our engaging them Yard-arm and Yard-arm 
within 
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within leſs than Piſtol Shot, was of great Ser- 
vice tO us, as it gave us an Opportunity of 
ſhewing all our Crew, which, tho? ir conſifte4 


only of two hundred and twenty (ſeven Men, 


ſtruck a great Terror into them : For ſeeing 
all theſe on one Side of the Ship only, they 


concluded the Commodore had his full Com- 


pliment of Men, which certainly induced 


them to ſtrike the ſooner; whereas had we 


fought Broadſide and Broadſide, we mult have 
wanted Men to manage our Guns, and fo, by 
diſcovering our Weakneſs, ſhould have been 


more in Danger of being overpowered by their 
ſuperior Numbers. After a ſharp Engage- 


ment of an Hour and twenty Minutes, the Spa- 
niard ftruck her Standard at the Maintopmoſt 
Head, her Enſign Staff being ſhot away. One of 
the Spanz/h Officers here engaged very gallantly, 
and refuſed for ſome Time to ſtrike tiye Co- 


lours, tho* he was ſhot at ſeveral Times fing- 


ly, which fortunately miſſed him z he was at- 
terwards particularly regarded for his Bravery: 
We had two Men killed, and Lieutenant 
Bret and 15 Men wounded, tho? none mor- 


tally, On the Spaniard Ship ſtriking, we 


hoiſted out our Cutter (the refit of our Boats 
being rendered unſerviceable in the Engage- 


ment) and fent her on Board with Licur. 


Summare to take Poſſ:fhon of her ; there being 
then bur little Wind, ſhe fell on Board us, bur 
loon cleared; our Cutter returned with the 
Governor of Guam, the Prize's Pilot, and 
iome of the principal Officers and Paſſengers.

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Don Geronimo Montero, a Portugueſe, being 
wounded in two Places, could not ſafely be 
remov'd, but all poſſible Care was taken of 
him on Board the Ship. We continued em- 
ploying our Cutter and the Prize*s Long boat 
in bringing the Priſoners to our Veſſel, and 
ſent on Board 50 Men with a Lieutenant to 
ſecure the Prize and Priſoners left in her, to- 
gether with two Surgeons to take Care of the 
wounded, We likewiſe ſent on Board the 
Spaniard ſome Blocks and Coils of Ropes to 
repair her Rigging, it being much damaged, 
and great Part of it ſhot to Pieces, as alſo 
_ were her Maſts ; ſhe had 150 Shot paſſed thro? 
her Hull, many of them being between Wind 
and Water, which made her very leaky ; her 

Maſts and Hull laying to up North Eaft off 
_ North. Having received on Board our Ship 
. 3oo of the Prifoners, we ſent the Long- boat and 
Cutter to bring off alſo the Money. The Prize 
was called the Neuſftro Signora de Capodongo, 
and came from Acapulco, bound for Manila; 
her Jading was chiefly Money, Plate, and Vir- 
gin Silver ; ſhe could mount 60 Guns, but had 
but 42, 17 of which were Braſs, and 28 Pa- 
tereroes, each of which laſt was loaded with 
ſeventy Muſket Balls, or their equivalent in 019 
_ ruſty Nails, Flint Stones, and Shot caſt into 
four Quarters, like Slugs; they likewiſe ſhot 
Chain- ſhot, and ſome Qouble headed with 
barb*'d Points, and other Things with us 
elteem'd unlawful ; but all availed little, we 
keeping a continual Fire, which the Enemy 
returned 
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returned very briſkly for the firſt Hour, but 


afrerwards ſhe lay like a Mark to be fared at, 
only firing now and then, We killed about 
ſeventy of her Men, and wounded as many 
more. We had in our Ship at that Time only 
two hundred and twenty ſeven Men, of whom 
about two hundred were Engliſh, and a great 
many of them Boys. All the Time of the 
Action the Spaniards had twenty Men quar- 
rered on the Deck, to throw the Dead over 
Board, and waſh and ſwab up the Blood ; ſo 
that when our People boarded her, the Spect- 
acle was not ſo bad as might have been ex+> 


pected. The Spaniſh General, having heard 


of our ill Condition at Tzn:an, made ſure of 
taking us. He had provided a Netting-deck 
to prevent our boarding him. The greateſt 
Damage we received was in having our Fore- 
maſt, Mainmaſt, and Bowſprit, ſomewhat 
wounded, and our Rigging ſhattered, Our Ship 
received only fifteen Shot thro? her Hull, and 
| had no more than two Men killed, viz. Tho- 
mas Richmond, and George Walton, the for- 
mer having his Head ſhot off by « nine Pound 
Shot. We found on Board the Ship 112 Bags 
and 6 Cheſts of Dollars, and one Bag of Plate. 
We expended in taking the Prize 24 Barrels 
of Powder, 500016, of round Shot, 4 Rounds 

of Grape, and 4 of double Headed, 
Wedneſday, 22, We having thus taken the 
Spaniſh Ship, and made our ſelves Maſters of 
luch conſiilerable Freature, began tranſport- 
ing the Money from ber on board us.

There are a- 
 bundance of ſmall Iflands about it, eſpeci- 
ally at the North End. The South Side fronts 
towards the Philippine Iflands, the North End 
ſeems to be more free of Hills than the South 
End, but the Land appears all of a good. 
Heighth. Manila, the chief City, lies at the 
Foot of a Ridge of high Hills, facing a ſpa- 
C10Us Harbour, near the Southweſt Point of 
the Ifland, in about the Latitude of 14 North. 
It is about two Miles in Circumference, and 
lurround:d with a high ſtrong Wall, and 1s 
very well fortified with Forts and Breaft- 
works. The Streets are wide and handſome, 
having Galleries running all along the Fronts 
of the Houſes, The Earthquakes having for- 
merly done conſiderable Damage to the City, 
and overturned teveral fine Houſes and Pa- 
laces, for that reaſon they now build very 
Wally above the firſt Floor, There is a 
Cathedral, which is pretty large, and ſeveral 
Churches and other religious Houſes, The 
Inhabitants are a mixture of People, confilt- 
ing of Spanizrds, Chineſe, Indians, &c, It 8 
computed there are about three thouſand Souls

within the Walls of the City, and as many 
more in the Chineſe Suhurbs. Th- Habour 
is ſo large that ſome hundreds of Ships may 
ride ſafely, and is never without many, 
both ' of their own and Strangers. Small Veſ- 
els run up near the Town, but the Acapulco 
Ships, and thoſe of a conſiderable Burthen, 
liea League ſhort of it, where there are ſe- 
veral Storehouſes to put Goods in, and a 
ſtrong Fort which commands the Entrance 
of the River. The Iſland is pretty well in- 
habited by Indians, but moſt of them, 1f not 
all, are under the Spaniards, who are the 
Maſters of it. It is plzced ſo equally be= 
tween the rich Kingdoms of the Eat and 
Weſt, that it has been eſtemed the beſt Si- 
tation for Trade in the whole World ; nor 
1s there a Soil that produces greater Plenty of 
all Things neceſſary for Lite, or can any 
Country appear more beautiful. There is a per- 
petual Verdure, with Buds, Bloſſums, and Fruit 
upon the Trees, all the Year round, as well on 
the Mountains as Gardens that are cultivated, 
We were informed, that' there are vait Num- 
bers of Inhabitants to be found in thz Woods 
and on the Mountains, who ſubſilt only upon 
the Fruits of the Earth and the Veniion they 
take, there being a great Plenty of Deer, 
wild Hogs, and Goats in thote Woods, There 
are likewiſe in the Country ſuch grcat Num- 
rs of wild Buffaloes, that a cood Huntiman 
on Horſeback, armed with a Spear, will kill 
ten or twelve in a Day; the opaniards take 
them for their Skins, which they {-I] to the 
Uu 2 _ Chains, ſe; 
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Chineſe ; the Fleſh ſerving the + Mountainers 
for their Food. There is an abundance of 
Honey, ſo that Wax 1s exceeding cheap; the 
Natives in common make Candles of it, and 
there are ſeveral Kinds of Bees which produce it, 
There are likewiſe Monkeys and Baboons here 


of a monſtrous Size; ſome of them walk upon 


two Feet, and will defend themſelves if at- 
tacked by Men; they often go down to the 
Sea-ſide to catch Oylters, Crabs, Ec. and to 
prevent the Oyſter from clofing and catching 
tneir Paws, they put in a Stone; they take 
the Crabs by thruſting their Tails into the 
Holes where they lic, and when the Crab takes 


hold of it, they draw him out. There are 


great Numbers of Civer Cats; and if their 
Civet is not taken away every Month, they 
ſuffer ſo much Uneaſineſs from it, that they 
tumble about the Ground till the Bladder 
breaks, which eaſcs them. There are allo 
Cats of a Fox Colour, with Wings like a Bat, 
by the Help of which, it is ſaid, they will 


leap from Tree to Tree, about ſeven Yards

_Eiſes and A'ligators:; The female Crocodile 


lays her Eggs out of the Water to hatch; 
they are twice as big as a Gooſe- Egg, white, 
and as hard as a Stone; the Yolk in

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ed by ſeveral Caſtles. Thereare a great Num- 
ber of Idol Temples, Courts, Palaces, trium- 
phal Arches, and other magnificent publick 
Buildings. The Houtes are built upon the 
Surtace of the Ground, and ſupported by 
wooden Pillars without any other Founda- 
tion; they are bur one Story high, and itand 
upon a coniiderable Space of Ground, havin 

ieveral open Courts within their W ails. So 
grear1s their Regard ro Privacy, thatno \Win- 
dows are made 1n their Houles rowards the 
Street, nor look rowards their Neighbours. 
Their Windows 1n Summer are made of Cane' 
or Rattan, but in the Winter they have Oy- 
tter-thells cur Diamond- tathion, and tet 1n 
wooden Frames, which atford bur a dull Lig hr. 


Juft within the firſt Gate ar the Patlage 1n- 


ro the Houltes chey place a large Screen, 
to prevent SUrangers trom looking in when 
che Gare 13 open'd ; they being lo prodigiouily 
caurious of Strangers, that 1t 1s a great Fa- 
vour to be admitred beyond the common 
Hall, which is at the Entrance into their 
Houſes. "The Furaiture of the beft Houſes 
contifts of Cabinets, 'Tables, varniſh'd Screens, 
China Ware, Pictures and Pieces of white 
Tattery, upon which latt tome Sentences of 


Morality are written in large Chineſe Charac-. 


ters. They have allo Houthold Gods, which 
they call Fos, They ſometimes uſe their Gods 
very ſcurvily, tor it they have pray'd to them 
a great while importunately, and find no Et- 
tect from their Prayers, rhey will reproach

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and drag him through all the Kennels in the 


Streets to teach him better Manners: Bur if 
they happen, in the mean 'Timc, to obrain

talldown and adore him, and beg him to ex- 
cuſe the ignominious Uſage they have been 
guilty ot towards: him; then they new 
paint, waſh, and gild the Block, that it may 
be more propitious for the future. 'Their Beds 
are indeed fine; in Summer they have Taftery 
Curtains, wrought with Flowers, Trees, and 


 Sirds,1n Gold and SilverEmbroidery ; or they 


have Curtains of Gauſe, which ſerve to keep 
off the Flies and Gnats, bur ler in the Air; 
in cold Weather they have Curtains made ot 
coarſe Sattin, with the Figures ot Dragons, 
and other Animals and Plants wroughs. on 
them, with Counterpains of the ſame; they 
have no Feather-beds, bur uſe thick Quilrs or 
Mattreſſes to lie on. 'The Walls are cover'd 
over in the Inhde of their Houſes with thin 
white Paper, inftead of Hangings. 'They have 


_ no Chimneys in their Rooms, bur ſhallow 


Pors, or a fort of Stoves of Charcoal, ro warm 
themſelves by in cold Weather, which they 
keep in the middle of the Rooms. The Pors 
tor boiling their Meat are fix'd in Brick-work, 
about the Height of our Stoves. The Streets 
are very ſtrait, but narrow, and pay'd with 
broad Stones ; they are adorned with trium- 
phal Arches, ſome of which appear very 
grand: 'There are thirteen of theſe Arches 
between the Warcr-Gate and the Viceroy's 

' Palace 
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Palace in Canton. The Shops of thoſe who 
deal in Silks are very near, and ſtand moſt 
of them rogether 1n one of rhe beit Parts of 
the Town. Tradeſmen of the ſame Proteſ- 


jjon generally live together in a Streer. 


They ſer up a long Board betore their Shops, 
on Which are written the Names of the 
Goods they tell: on rhe Top of rheſe Boards 
are placed Pendants and Streamers, which 
make &a very agreeable Show. They have 
no Signs, bur the Name of every Tradel\- 
man is written in large Letters over his 
Door, as ſome of our Tradeſmen are in 


London. There 1s a Marker almoſt in every - 


Street, Where Fleſh, Fiſh, Poultry, Greens, 


and all Sorts of Provifions are fold very 


reaſonable. The Fithmongers keep their 
Fith alive 1n Cifterns, and have the largeſt 
Carp thar I ever ſaw, bur they taſte muddy. 


Every Thing is fold by Weight, as Eggs, 


Fowls, Fruit, Ec. and even Liquids. I 
was told that they would ſomerimes cram 
the Poultry with Stones and Gravel to en- 
creaſe their Weight. They are certainly ve- 


ry great Cheats, and will impoſe upon any 


one uf they can. 
The Chineſe Men are large and well ſer, 
with broad Faces, dark Eyes, ſhort Noſfes, 


and thin Beards, which they wear long on. 


the Bottom of the Chin and upper Lip, but 
pull the Hair off from the orher Parts of 
their Cheeks. The Women, by benng kept 
cloſe, and ſcarce ever expoſed to the Sun, 
are pretty tair; their principal Dreſs __ 
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fifts in their Hair, which .is partly made 
up in a Roll, and the reit divided into two 
Locks which tall about their Necks. Their 
Feet are very ſmall, occation'd by tacir 
cloſe binding them as ſoon as they. are 
born, fo thar the Foor of a grown W man 
1s not much. bigger than an EArxg/ifp Child's 
of rhree Years old. They wear a long Sar- 
tin Veſt, of red, blue, or green, rhe ciderly 
\Women generally chuſe black or purple; 
tney have over this a looſe Gown with 
wide Sleeves, ſo long, that it would reach 
to the Ground, it not held up; under the 
Veſt they wear a Waittcoar of Tattety, 
which wraps over the Breaſt, aud 18 laced 
or tied on the Righr-tide, and has cloſe 
Sleeves; they have alſo Drawers of tne 
——_ 
The Men wear no Hats, but a Cap, which 
does not come 1o low as. their Ears ; they 
carry a Fan in their Hands to ſcreen them 
| trom the Snn. They ſhave their Heads ex- 
cept one Lock behind, which the berrer 
Sort make up into a little Roll. 'The poor 
People otren go without. any Cap, and ler 
this Lock hang down their Backs; the Cap 
1s faſhioned like a Bell; that which they 
wear 1n Summer 1s made of a fine Mar, 
and lined with Satrtin ; there is alſo a 'Tutt 
_ or Bunch of Silk or Hair died Red, which 
tails trom the Top of the Cap to the Bot- 
com like a Fringe, and covers it all over.

_ * JWhen the Tartars 7ook the Province and City of 
Nankim, 77 China, finding it was the Cuſtom of the 
Chinele 70 /el} therr Women for Wives, they ſeiz'd on 
all the Women they could find, in order to make Me- 
mey of them ; but as there were ſome of all Apes and 
Degrees of Beauty ; the Soldiers reſobved to put than 
into Sacks and carry them to Market, and jo to ſa] 
rem to any one at a Venture ugly or handſome. 
T here was the ſame Price ſet upon every one, and 
for 16 or 18 Shillings they might take which Sack 
they world without opening it. At the Day of Sal 
there came Buyers enough ; ſome came to recover, if 
haply they could, thetr Wives or Children, who ere 


among rhoſe. Women, others were Jed hither thro 
Hopes, that good Fortune and a lucky Chance oul| 


put a Fortune into their Hands. In ſport, the Ne 
velty of the Thing brought a great Concourſe fron 
the adjacent Places. An ordinary Fellow, who had 
but twelve Shillines in the World, gave it, and choſe 
a Sack as did the reſt, and” carried it off; wwhen he 


_ vas got out of the Crowd, whether thro' Curioſity, 


or a Deſire to relieve the Perſon in the Sack, wh 
complained, he could not forbear opening it. Init 
he found an old Woman, whoin Age, Grief, and ill 
Lreatment had made deformed to the higheſt Degree ; 
he wvas ſo confoundedly mad at it, that to gratify his 
Paſſion and Rage, he was going to throw the old 
Woman and Sack into the River, that the Gratif:- 
cation of his Reſentment might be ſome Comfort to 


him for the Loſs of bis Money.

Theſe Words ſomewhat pacified him : Wherefore bs 
carrie! 
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and according to their Abilities have what 
Number they pleaſe; thoſe in mean Circum- 
ſtances are forced to content themſelves with 
one. The Men generally marry at twenty, 
(an old Batchelor being looked upon with the 
greateſt Contempr, and it being thought very 
unfortunate to have no Children ro mourn ar 
their Graves) the Women are marriageable at 
_ twelve, and exceeding fruitful, but look up- 
on 1t to be the greateſt Scandal, next to be- 


ing barren, to bring Females into the World: 


It a Woman happens to leave three or four 
Girls without a Boy, ſhe will either drown or 
ſtrangle them with her own Hands. 

There is great Feaſting and Rejoicing when 
_ the Man takes home his Bride; and there is 
uſually a ſplendid Cavalcade from the Wiite's 
Father to the Bridegroom's Houſe, with Mu- 
ſick, Drums, Trumpets, Streamers, Colours, 
Ec. but the Bride ſees little of it, being ſhur 
up In a cloſe Chair, that ſhe may not be pro- 
phaned by the Eyes of the Mulrtitude, or e- 
ven the Looks of her neareſt Male Relations. 
The Marriage is faid to be irrevocable, when 
the Bride, or rather her Parents, have accept- 
ed the Gold and Silver Bodkins, and other 


carried her into a Houſe hard by, where ſhe told him 
her Duality and her Eſtate. In ſhort, ſhe belonged to 4 
Mandarine of note in the Nerghbour hood, to whom ſhe 
wrote #1mediately. Hz: ſent her. an Equipage a- 
greeable to her Quality, and ſh? carried her Deli- 
verer along with her, and afterwards was /o good a 
Friend to him, that he never had Reaſon to complain 
that he had leſt the Money which he laid out in pur- 
chaſing her, 
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Preſents which the Bridegroom ſends her, 
ſuitable to her Quality; nor can ſhe marry 
elſewhere if her Spouſe ſhould go out of the 
Kingdom atterwards, but muſt expe&t him all 
her Lifs-tims. Upon every Marriage ſome 
Prieſt, or pretended Conjurer, is conſulted, not 
only to know whether the Match is like to 
pers happy or unfortunate, but which is 
the lucky Day and Hour tor Conſummation: 
And they never fail to obſerve his Dire&ions. 

When the Bride 1s brought home, the Bride- 
groom ftands at his Gate richly dreffed to re- 
cetve her, and unlocks the Door of the Sedan 
himſelf. 'This being the firſt Interview, both 
the one and the other are otten contounded ar 
their Diſappointment, finding themſelves de- 
ceived in the Repreſentation made by their 
Agents. There 1s no Redreſs however tor 
the Woman, ſhe muſt fubmir, let her Averlion 
be ever ſo great, 1t the Man will accept ot 
her ; butſome Husbands, it the Woman 1s not 
ſo agreeable as they expect, will return the 
Bride that Moment to her Parents, and con- 
rentedly loſe the Purchaſe-Money, rather 
' than. be troubled with one they apprehend 
may prove a domeſftick Plague. 

The Chineſe teed on all kinds of Meat, 
which they like as well it it died in a Ditch 
as it killed by a Burcher; nay, they except 
neither Dogs, Cars, Rats or Snakes; Frogsare 
- Much valued by them, and tho* they look 

_ very black and loathſome, yer they are their 
favourite Diſh. Rice, R oots, Pulſe, and other 
Garden Stutt, are their common Food.

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They generally eat. their Meat cold, and 


tous; whenever a mourhtul of Mear is taken 


Time. 'The Entertainment begins with 
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cut their Meat into little ſquare Pieces like 
Dice, betore it comes to Table; when they 
ear,they fit croſs-legg'd,and uſe neither Cloth, 
Napkin, Knite, nor Fork, bur little Sticks of 
Ebony or other W ood, with which they take 
up their Meat very dexterouſly ; tar their 
Rice and Broth, they hold the Cup to their 
Mouths, and lade it in with their Sticks. 
They are great Gluttons, and commonly eat 
tour Times a Day ; it their Buſineſs is never 
ſo engaging, they will ſtuff at their uſual 
Hours, and cram the Rice with their Chop- 
ticks into their Mouths ſo greedily, that they 
would be choak'd, it they did not often 
wath it down with a Cup of Shamſhue that 
ſtands by them. Tea 1s their principal Li- 
quor. Wine they have none, tho” their Coun- 
try abounds with Grapes. They have another 
ſtrong Liquor beiide Shamſhue, made by an 
Intution ot Wheat in ſcalding Water, and 
taſtes like Mum, which they call Hoo, 
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drink their Liquors hot. | | 
They have much Ceremony at their En- 
tertainments, which was very difagreeable 
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up, or a Cup of Liquor drank, a Perſon 
ſtands to beat Time, that every one may 
handle their Sticks or Cup, and put the Meat 
or Drink into their Mouths, at the ſame 
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drinking Wine, as it is called, tho” it be a 
Liquor made of Rice. This 1s prefented 
toevery one of the Gueſts at the ſame Time, 
: Aaa2 | in 
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in a ſmall China or Silver Cup; they take 
hold of it with both rheir Hands, and lift 
the Cup as high as their Heads, and. then 
drink without ſpeaking a Word. If any Per- 
ſon don't care todrink, it is neceſſary to make 
the Motion however, and hold rhe Cup to his 
Head as long as the reſt, and it is not taken 
Notice of whether he drinks or not. After 
this a Diſh of Meat 1s ſerved up to each 'Ta- 
ble; When the Maſter of the Feaſt gives the 
ws ee two Sticks are taken up and flou-. 
rtthed, after which they ftrike them into the 
Dith, and very dexterouſly carry a Piece of 
Mear to their Mouths, They are to take as 
much Care as poſſible that their Mouths all 
move together, that one may not have done 
before another; for either to be beforehand, 
or make the reſt wait, 1s reckoned a great 
Piece of Rudeneſs, and throws all into Confu- 
110n. When this 1s done, they flouriſh their 
little Sticks again, and having taken two or 
three Mouthfuls of a Diſh, the Maſter of the 
Houſe gives the Sign to lay down their Arms, 
which they do exaEtly 1n the ſame Order they 
found them. 'Then comes the Liquor again, 
which 1s drank off with the ſame Ceremony 
as before. They drink, or rather ſip, after 
they have taſted a Mouthtul or two of a Diſh, 
and ſometimes there is not leſs than twenty 
ſerved up; but the Cups are little, and no 
Man drinks more than he has a Mind to; if 
he do bur make the Motion, as has been ob- 
ſerved betore, it is ſufficient.

Executioner ties the MaletaCtor to a Stake, and 
firſt fleas his Forehead, letring the Skin hang 
over his Eyes, thar he may not ſee how bar- 
barouſly he 1s mangled; and having cut and 
tormented the Wretch till he 1s weary, what 


remains of him 1s rorn in Pieces by the Mob: 


Where the Crime 1s very great, the Chil- 
dren and Family of the Otfender ſuffer with 
him. Murder is puniſhed by Death, which 
. 1s inflicted different Ways : 'The meaner fort 
are beheaded, as being deemed the moſt 1g- 
nominious Puniſhment: And Perſons of Qua- 
lity are ſtrangled. Neither 'Theit or Adul- 
tery, unleſs ſome great Violence 1s done to 
the Party, are punithed with Death, but by the 
 Baſtinado; or the Offender has a thick Board 


hung about his Neck, and is expoſed every 


Day, the Crime being written on the Board. 
The common People have a Burying-place 
without the City, where they are laid pro- 
miſcuouſly. No Perſons are ever buried with- 
in the Walls of the City ; nor is the dead

Corpſe of a Perſon dying in the Country,'ever 
ſuffered to be brought into a 'Town. "Their 
Coffins are made of the moſt laſting Wood, 
very large, and ſix or eight Inches thick; 
much 1n the Shape of ours. For the better 
Sort of People, they are varniſhed, carved, 
_ and gilded, and often coſt ſeveral hundred 
Crowns. When a Perſon of DiſtinEtion dies, 
_ they dreſs the Body in the beſt Cloaths they 
wore, and having placed it in a Chair, the 
Wives, Children, Relations and Friends 
proſtrate themſelves betore it, paſlionately 
bewailing their Loſs. The third Day atter, 
The Corple 1s put into a Cofhn, and cover'd 
With a Piece of Silk, and the Picture, or |- 
mage of the Deceaſed placed upon 1t ; and 
then 1t 1s put into a large Room hung 
with white Linnen, and having an Al. 
tar, in the Middle of it, the Relations are 
again introduced, who bring with them 
Wax-lights and Incenſe, which they burn 
upon the Altar, and again proſtrate them- 
 lelves before the Corpſe. In the mean Time, 
the Sons of the Deceaſed, cloathed in coarſe 
Linnen, girt about them with an ordinary 
Cord, ſtand on one Side of the Coffin, 1n 4a 
very mourntul Poſture; and on the other 
Side, behind a Curtain, fits the Mother with 
the Daughters, lamenting themſelves in ſuch 
Strains as the Cuſtom requires; the Prieſt 10 
the mean Time ſinging doletul Songs for fc- 
Feral Days. Tables are ſer, and Variety oi 
Dithes ſerved up, which the Prieſt ſhares a- 
mongt them at Night. Over the Gate hangs 
| a large 
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a large Scroul of Paper, wherein is written 
the Name and Quality of the Deceaſed, with 
at Account of his Virtues and great Actions. 
The Coffin being very thick, and well pitched 
and varniſhed over, they keep the Body ſeve- 
ral Months, ſometimes Years, betore they 
bury it; the Sons ileep on Matts about the 
Coffin for a hundred Days, and eat no Fleſh, 
nor drink ſtrong Liquor, and are forbid to be 
at any Entertainment, or to be concerned in 
any Buſineſs for three Years. Upon the Day 
appointed for the Funeral, the Friends are 
again aflembled, to follow the Corpſe to the: 
Grave, when ſeveral Images of Men, Women, 
Elephants, Lions, and other Beaſts, made of 
painted Paper, are prepared to be burnt at the 
Place of Interment ; there are alſo carried 
Torches, and great Copper Incenſe Pots, to of- 
ferIncenſe to the Deceaſed : Several Pageants 
are alſo born betore the Corpſe, as triumphal 
Chariots, Caſtles, &9c. with Tables of rich 
Pertumes and Mears ; after which tollow the 
Priefts with Drums, Wind-mulick, and gin- 
gling Bells; then the Coifin 1s carried upon 
a Bier, by twenty or thirry Men under an 
arched Canopy, follow*d by the Sons on Foot, 
leaning on Crutches, as ſcarce able to ſupporr 
themſelves; atter theſe come the Women in 
cloſe Chairs covered with white Silk or Lin- 
nen; and though they cannot be ſeen, deat- 
en the Company with their perpetual howl- 
ing, and oftentimes Women are hired to 
howl on this Occaſion. The Tomb 1s a. 
large arched Vaulr, as big as an ordinary 
Houſe, 
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Houſe, and covered with Plaiſter of Paris, fo 
| that no Wet can penetrate. There is uſually 
one great Gate at the Entrance, and a leſs on 
the right and lett. 'The Deceaſed being in- 
terr'd, an Altar is erected, on which Lights 
are placed, and the Friends and Relations at 
certain Seaſons, proſtrate themſelves before. it 
with their Faces to the Ground, pouring out 
W1ne, offering Meats, and burning Incenſe, 
with the Pictures of Men and Animals on gilt 
Paper, which they apprehend are converted 
into thoſe Things they repreſent, and that 
they will be of Service to the Deceaſed in the 
_ other State. The Virtues and great ACtions 
of the Deceaſed, whether real or imaginary, 
are-engraved on Marble, or other Stone, and 
placed in the Vault betore the Altar. 
. 'The Country produces*black Cattle, Buf- 
faloes, and Sheep, whoſe Tails are prodi- 
glous large. Deers and Hares they have 
1n great Numbers, with Plenty of black 
Hogs, whoſe Bellies reach the Ground, and 
which are reckoned very good Meat. Geeſe, 
Hens, and Ducks are exceeding plenty ; 
 _ their Eggs are hatched in Dunghils, or O- 
 vens. As to Filth, they have great Store, 
and belides other Merhods, they have a pe- 
culiar Way of catching them, by breeding 
large Birds, like Cranes, which they have 
much under Command; theſe they place on 
the Sides of their Boats, and on the Sight 
of Fith they give a Signal, at which rhe 
Birds take their Flight, and ſpread them- 
felves the Breadth of rhe River or Lokes 
ak when

 whenthey haye ſeized a Fiſh they bring it ro 
their Maſter alive, and immediately take their 

Flight for more; when their Mafters have 
gotten ſufficient Store, they unlooſe a String 
(they put about the Birds Necks to prevent 
their ſwallowing the Fith) and let them prey 
ſometime for themſelves. 'They have a ca- 
rious Sort of Fiſh, particularly call'd the Gold 
and Silver Fiſh, they are exceeding beautitul, 
| and kept in Baſons in their Gardens; they 
are about the Length and Bigneſs of a Man's 
Finger ;. the Male 1s of a fine red from the 
Head to the Middle of the Body, the reſt to 
the Tail is of ſuch a ſplendid Gold Colour, 
that no Gilding whatfoever can equal it; 
| the Female 1s of a pure Silver white, the Tail 
is thick like a Tutf, which 1s an Addition to 
its Beauty; They are a very tender Fiſh, 
and therefore great Care 1s taken of them to 
ſhelter them from the Hear, and their Water 
is often changed. There is a great Quantity of 
Ginger, which grows wild in many Places 
[near the Sea; bur this is not near fo good as 
that which 1s cultivated. There are two 

Kinds of this Plant, Male and Female. The 
Female has the ſmaller Leaf, and the Root 
1s not ſo large as that of rhe other. 'The 
Leaf of this Vegetable is like that of a 
Reed, and not eafily diſtinguithed trom ir. 
The Root is dug up abour the Middle of 
the Summer, when the Leat begins ro fall ; 
It 1s nor ſo good treſh and moiſt as when 
dried; it is a very pleaſant Sweetmeat pre- 
ſerved green, and 1s much carten in this Coun.

try; it is reckoned very good in many Di- 
 Rempers, particularly the Cholick, Sugar 
Canes: grow here in great Abundance ; they 
are found chiefly in marſhy Grounds, and have 

| Leaves. like thoſe of Reeds; they are about 
three Fingers thick, and fall of Knots, and 
ſhoot up ſix or ſeven Feet high. There is ano- 
ther ſma}l Reed or Cane, which grows upon 
the Mountains, called a Ratan; . when it is 
dry it will produce Fire, if one Piece be ftruck 
againſt another, and they are ufed in ſome 
Places inſtead of Flints and Steels: They are 
very tough, and being twiſted together they 
make Cordage of them. They have another 
fort of Cane, called the Bamboy, the Body 
whereof grows to ſuch a Bigneſs, that it is of- 
ten reckoned among their Trees. It thrives 
beſt in marſhy Grounds, and is naturally very 
Nrait and tall : bue they bend it while it is 
growing to make Poles for their Chairs. Of 
theſe Bambeus are often made Canoes or Wher- 
ries, and being. a light Cane, they are rowed 
with incredible Swittneſs; they ſerve alſo in- 
ſtead of Timber in their Houſes and other 
Buildings. They have a Tree which they call 
a Tallow-Tree, about the Height of a Cherry- 
tree, the Leaf 1s ſhaped like a Heart, and of 
a lively Red z the Fruic is encloſed in a Rind 
divided, into three Segments, which open 
| when ripe, and diſcover three white Kernels as 
big as a ſmall Nut; theſe have all the Quali- 
.ties of Tallow, boch in Smell, Colour, and 
Conſiſtency, and they make their Candles 
thereof ; but the Wick veing made of a ſmall 


dry 
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dry Stick, inſtead of Cotton, they do: not 
burn ſo clear as ours, and create an offenſive 
Smell, Oe The 35 

Tea is a Plant that uſually grows at the Foot 
of a Mountain, and the beſt upon a ſtony Soil z 
the Root of ' it reſembles that of a Peach-tree, 
and its Flowers that of white wild Roſes: 
The Tree is of all Sizes, from two Feet to an 
1100 in height, and ſome of them are ſo thick 
that two Men can ſcarce graſp them. Bohea, 
Imperial, and common Green Tea, all grow 
on the ſame Tree, and only the Seafon of the 
Year when it is gathered makes the Difference. 
_Bohea is the firſt Bud, gathered the Beginning 
of March, and dried in the Shade; the Im- 
perial is the ſecond Growth, 1n April; and 
the common Green Tea the laſt, in May and 
Zune, The two latter are dried in little Pans 
over the Fire, The Tex Plant 1s, ever-green, 
_ and is in Fiower from OFober to Fanuary. 

The Veſſels that ſail on the Rivers are flit 
bottom*d, the Head and Stern ſquare, but the 
'Fore-part not quite ſo broad as the Stern, 
They have a Mainmaſt and a Foremaſt ; the 
Foremaſt has a Yard and a ſquare Sail, but 
"the Sail of the Mainmalt is narrow at Top 
like a Sloop's Sail, Their Maſts are not pieced 
as Ours, and ſet one on the Head of the 0- 
ther, but are only one ſingle Tree. Their 
Sails are made 6f thick Mat ſtrengthened 
_ with Laths or ſplit Cane at avout two Foot di- 
Rance, Upon the Deck they build little Rooms 
or Cabbins from one End to the othef, raiſed 
about ſeven or eight Foor high; they are 
Bbb 2 painted 
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Painted and gilded both wichin and withont, 
Thoſe .that go to Sea are deeper. and more 
capacious, but their Maſts and Sails are made 
after much the ſame Manner, and their Heads 
and Sterns ſquare, like the former. They 
have ſome two Maſfts, and others three,. and 
their largeſt are above a thouſand Tons Bur. 
den, Each Maſt is yet but one Piece of Tim-_ 
ber, ſupported on each Side. Their Sails are 
alſo made of Matcing, as thoſe of the ſmaller 
Veſſels, ſtrengthened with ſplit Cane at about 
two Foot diſtance ; they let them down upon 
Deck, inftead of going up to furl them, and 
they fold them up like a Fan, having no Yards 
as the European Ships have. All Ships carry 
Frightfyl Images of their Gods, and have Al- 
tars and Lamps burning before them. The 
Hold of the Ship is divided into many ſmall 
Partitions, which are made ſo tight, that if 
they ſpring a Leak, only the Goods ſtowed 
there will be damaged, and it can 89 no far- 
ther, 
| _ The Chineſe admit all Perſons into their 
Ports; they, in their Turn, carry their Mer- 
chandize to India, Japan, the Philippines, 
Fava, and other Iflinds in the Indian Sea ; but 
| they never make a Voyage to any diſtant Coun-

7 here are almoſt as many live on the Wa- 
ter in Boats at Canton as in the City.

The next European Nation which viſited the 
Spice Iſlands, were the Engliſp under the Come 
mand of Sir Francis Drake, who ſet Sail from PJy- 
mouth on the 13th of December, 1577, with five 
Ships, and 164 Men, among whom were ſeveral 
Gentlemen of Quality. Drake failed through the 
Streights of Magellan and the Sonrh-Seas, and arri- 
ved at the Molucca Wands the 14th of November, 
1579. The next Day he ſent a Preſent to the King 
of Ternate, acquainting him that he was come to 
trade with his People, which Meſſage was very ac- 
ceptable to his Ternartian Majeſty, who defired to be 
+ tu under the ProteCtion of the Queen of England, 
ator. weary of the infolent Behaviour uf the Porru- 


ueſe. is 

, This Ifland of Ternare is the Chief of the Moluc- 
cas, and of ſeventy other Iiflands, which are under 
the Dominion of thts Prince ; Sir Francis having had 
ſeveral Conferences with the King and chief Men of 
the Country, and being ſplendidly entertain'd, after 
he had taken in a good Quantity of Cloves, ſet Sail 
for England, where he arrived the 3d of November, 
1540.

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the Streights of Aagellan, touch'd at the Ablucea's, 

| and from thence he fail'd to Fava, and return'd to 
England by the Cape of Good Hope. 

_  'The firſt Voyage the Dutch made to the Oriental 
Iſlands was in the Year 1595, when the —_ of Am- 
ſterdam fitted out four Ships, which arrived at Ban- 
tam in Fava the Year following; but not being re- 
Iiſh'd by the Portugueſe, they laid to Batavra, where 
they pick'd up a good Cargo of Spices, and return'd 
- --" "LM in that Voyage not having ſeen the Spice 
Hands.» 

In the Year 1598 Admiral Nevins ſail'd with an- 
other Fleet of eight Ships from Holland, and was 
better receiv'd at Bantam than his Countrymen were 
two Years before, the Natives having had a Quarrel 
with the Portugueſe, and expell'd them the Place. 
Here four Ships took in their Loading of Pepper, 
and the other four under the Command of Admiral 
Warwick failed to the MbIucca's, where they freight- 
ed with Mace, Nutmegs and Cloves, and return'd to 
Europe in the Year 1600. | | 
| Before theſe Ships arrived, the Citizens of Amſter- 
ftam had fitted out three Ships more for the Zaft- 
tndies ; ſevere] other Companies ſtarted up, and car- 
ry'd on Trade in ſeparate Stocks, inſomuch that the 
Indian Seas fwarm'd with Dutch Veſſels. The States 
apprehending it would prove advantagious to their 
Country if they were all united, in the Year 160r 
they were all torm'd into one Corporation.

Having loſt many of their Men, they ſent the 
Royal Merchant back to England, the other two pur- 
ſuing their Voyage. PI 
The fourteenth of S2prexzber, they met with a fu- 
rious Storm which parted them, and the Admiral 
was never heard of more. Four Days after this Storm, 
they had a terrible Clap of Thunder, which killed 
four Men out-right, their Necks being wrung aſun- 
der; and of ninety-four Men they had a-board, there 
was not one untouch'd, ſome were ſtruck blind, and 
others bruis'd in their Arms, Legs, or Breaſts, fo that 
they voided Blood for two Days after, and others 
were ſtretch'd out 3s if extended on a Rack, howe- 
ver in Time the whole ninety recovered. og 
By the ſame Thunder-clap, their Main-maſt was 

torn from the 'Top down to the Deck, and ſome Iron 
Spikes, which were ten Inches in the Timber, were 
melted by the Lightning. After this they touch'd 
at Comoro for freſh Water, where the King came on 
Board, and the People at firlt treated them with C1- 


vility, But taking an Opportunity whea the Boat 
| | ___ went 
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went aſhore, they cut 32 of them to Pieces in Sight 
of the Ship ; and the Captain having no other Boat, 
found it 1mpoſſible to relieve them. They failed 
from hence the 7th of November, and came to Zan- 

zibar, a Portugueze Faftory, where they built a_ 
| Boat, but the Porrugueze giving out that the ZEngliſp 
were Cannibals, the Natives were deter'd from T-4- 
ing with them. From hence they we1 t o theNzco- 
bar Iſlands, and from thence to Poolo Piſang ; where 
they loſt 26 more of their Men ; and not being in a 
Condition to undertake any Thing conſiderable, they 
failed for England, and came to St. Helena the 2d 
of April, 1593. Sr uo E 

 Aﬀer they left St. Helena, they were reduced to 
very great Diſtreſs, inſomuch that rhey lived on 
Skins and Hides till they arrived at St. Domingo 3 
where the Captain and moſt ef the Men going on 

ſhore, the Ship drove to Sea with five Men and a 
Boy; and the Captain, after remaining a confiderable 
Time in that Country, got a Paſſage to England tn 
a French Veſlel. 

The next Voyage of the Engliſþ was ſtill more 
unfortunate; not one of the COPY returning to 
give an Account of what became of the reft. In this 
alſo were three Ships fitted out chiefly at the Charge 
of Sir Robert Dudley, and commanded by Capr. 
Wood. They tailed trom England in 1596, and 
were defign'd for China, having Queen Elizabeth's 
Letter to that Emperor. 

But notwithſtanding this 11] Succeſs, the Merchants 
of London were not ditcouraged from fitting out ano- 
ther Fleet for [nd;ia. However, they firlt formed 
themſelves into a Company, and raited a common 
Stock, amounting to 72,00}, They alſo obtained 
. Letters Patent of Incorporation in the 43d of Els. 
and in the Year 1600. | My 

Among the Adventurers named 1n the Patent, (in 
which there was near 2c0) were George Earl of Cum 
_ berland, Sir Fohn Hari, Sic John Spencer, Sir prot] 
Mrches : 
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Mechelburne, William Candifp, Eifqz nine Aldermen 
of London, and the moſt conſiderable Merchants in 
England. They were ſtiled in their Patent the Go- 
yernors and Company of Merchants of England 
erading to the Eaſt Indies ; and Thomas Smith, Al- 
german of London, was conſtituted the firſt Governor. 
- The Company in their firſt Expedition ſent out 
four Ships commanded by Capt. Zancaſier, who had 
the Queen's Commntlion, and an Authority to exer- 
ce milnary Diſcipline, Her Majeſty alſo wrote 
Letters to the ſeveral Princes of Tndea, defiring her 
Subjetts might be well uted ; Capt, Lancaſter went 
on board the Dragon, a Ship of 600 Tons; the other

Thete Ships having 480 Men on board, ſet fail 
frem J/oolzzrcþ the 15th. of February, 1600; but 
net with ſuch contrary Winds, that they did not 
fail from Dartmouth. till the 22d of April, The 
9th of Seprember tollowing they arrived at the Cape 
-of Good Hope, when three of thetr Ships had ſo many 
Men down with the Scurvy, that they were not able 
to hoiſt out a Boat, till they were afliſted by the 
. Admiral] ; who prelerv'd his Men from that Diftem- 
per, - by gtving them every Morning faſting three 
Spoonfuls of Lime-Juice. However, by the freſh 
Provifions and Garden-Stufts there, moſt of the Men

They 1ailed from the Cape the 1ſt of November, 
_ -and arrived at Achen in Sumatra the 5th of Fune, 
£602, when the Admiral ſent Capt. Middleton aſhore

| dience, and to deliver the Queen of Zngland's Let- 
tec into his Majeſty's Hands.

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Elephants with Drums, Trumpets, Streamers, and 
a vaſt Retinue attended his Excellency to bring him 
to Court : The largeſt of thele Elephants was abour 
14 Feet high, and carried a Machine on his Back, 
not much unlike the Body of a Coach, cover'd with 
Crimſon Velvet; in the: Middle of this Machine 
ſtood a Gold Baton, wherein the Queen's Letter was 
put. The General (for he was then ſo called) was

When thev came to the Gate of the Palace, the 
Nobleman who ated the Part of Maſter of the Ce- 
remonies, defired they would remain there till the 
King was acquainred of their Approach.

| —3. Incaſe of Death the Engli/h to have Liberty of 
| bequeathing their Effects ro whom they pleaſed;— 
4, Che puntual Performance of all Contrafts.—5, A 
Power to determine Differences among their own 
People.—And 6. That they ſhould enjoy a Freedam of | 
Religion while the Engleſþ Fleet lay in Achen Road. 
The Portugueze had their Spices amongſt them, 
and uſed all their Arts to obſtrut their Trade, 
which the Admiral perceiving, cruized off and on 
about 20 Leagues from Mlucca, and made a great 
Portugueze Carrack, which fſurrender'd after ex- 
changing a few Shot. The Prize had in her above. 
600 Perions, Men, Women, and Children, who 
were going from St. Thomas on the Coaſt of Coro- 
mandel, and was goo Tons Burthen., They found 
in her 950 Bales of Chints and Callicoes, plain and 
painted, with Abundance of Rice and rich Mer. 
chandize, ufficient to freight all the Znglif Ships. 
The General return'd to Achen Road, and made 
the King a Preſent of ſome of the moſt valuable 
Pieces ; who congratulated his Excellency,- and re- 
Joiced at his Succeſs; for the Porzugueſe having be- 
haved fo intolently to the /ndzan Princes, they could

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not endure them any more than they can the Durch 

at this Day: Sy Er 5D 
Fram hence they failed for Bantam in the Ifland 
of Z1va, where Vice- Admiral Middleron went aſhore, 
and after adjuſting the neceſſary Ceremonies, he went 
to Court, and found the King, a Child of ten or 
eleven Years Id, fitting in a Jarge Room ſurrounded 
with his Nobles. The General having paid his 
Complimevty, the young King told him he was wel- 
come, and ſmiling, receiv'd her Majeſty's Letter 
(which was much to the ſame Effet as that ro the 
King of Achen) and reterr'd him - to -his- Protector 
for ſettling the Bufineſs he came upon ;z which being 
done to his Satistathon, they brought away 276 Bags 
of Pepper, containing 62 Ib. Weight each, beſides 
a prodigious Quantity of other valuable Merchandize. 
On the 2oth of February they ſet 1atl for England, 
bur in the” Latitude of 34 met with a terrible ; Wa 
which laſted two or three Days, and ſhook both the 
Dragon and HefFor to tuch a Degree that bath were 
leaky : The 3d of ay they had another Storm, 
wherein the Dragon loit her Rudder z- fometimes 
they found themſe]-2s within a tew Leagues of the 
Cape ; then came another Wind which drove them 
in 4o Deg: South Latitude, where they met with 
Slcet and 1ſuch cold Weather that they were ready to 
periſh. Still the Hedor kept them Cumpany, and 
when the Sea grew calmer, the Captain.of the Hec- 
7or came on board, and aflifted them to make a 
Rudder of their Mizen-Maſt, which having done, 
they hung it as well as they could ; but ſeveral of 
\ the Irons being broke, it drove away ; the Mariners 
being now in tuch a Confſternation they began to talk 
of Jcaving her and getting aboard the Hegor, which 
the General perceiving, wrote an Order to the Cap- 
tain of the H: For to lcave him, and to let the 1nd:;a 
Company know he was »*ſo]ved to periſh, rather 
than quit the Ship io long as ſhe could ſwim (not 
like our late S—x Commander) but the Captain

leave. him in that Diſtreſs, and the Weather coming 
about fair, by the Help of fome, of the Sailors, who 
were good Divers, they hung on the Rudder, which 
bad been recover'd, and on the 11th of Decanter 
1603 (having touch'd at Sr. Helena tor Water and 
freſh Proviſions) arrived in the Downs, baving inade 
a, very advantageous Voyage for the Company. _ 

The Path to India being now pretty well beaten, 
the French, Danes and Swedes, put 1n tor a Share of 
the Trade with us, and accordingly fitted out many 
Ships of great Force, and Multitudes of Mcn ; but 
nothing being to be ſecured from the InftraCtions of 
cach Rival in Trade and Intereſt, Forts were regu- 
larly laid out, butlt, and fortified for the Defence 
of their re{peQtive Poſſeſſions, | 
On the Coaſt of Coromandel, in the Latitude of 
1x: Degrecs North, ſtands the Town of Zranquebar, 
in the Poſſeflion of the Danes; where they have a 
regular Fert built with Stone, and {ſurrounded with 
a deep Moat. The Houles of the Danes, and other 
Europeans, are of Brick or Stone, built all on one 
Floor, but very commodious. "The Streets are wide 
and ſtrait, and paved on the Sides with Brick ; but 
the Houlcs of the Inhabitants are very mean, having 
Clay Walls and thatch'd Roofs, as in moſt other 
Towns in India, The Town is two Miles in Cir- 
cumference, but the Garrifun nor near 4n{werable 
for that Extent of Ground, conſiſting only of 1500 
Europeans, and ſome Indians, who are only fit to 
oppole Soldiers like themſelves. > ey 
— This Town, however, held out a Siege of fix 
Months, in the Year 1699, againſt the King of Tan- 
 your's whole Forces, aflifted under-hand by the 
- Dutch; tho' had not Mr. P7izr, the Governor of Fort 
$7. George, ſent a Keinforcement to their Aſſiſtance, 
the Place had certainly been taken, 
_ Thirty Miles North of Jranquebar fiands Porta 
Noua, where the Dutch have a Factory, 
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Fifteen Miles farther is Fort Sr, David's. This 
- Phace was purchaſed by the Eyglifh Eaft- I:dia Come 
_ Pany about 40 Years ago. It has tince been regularly 
fortifed, and next to Fort $?, George, is a Place of 
the greateſt Conſequence of any upon this Coaſt z 
there being a very great Trade drove for Muſlins and 
Caliicoes, Fourteen Miles North of Fort Sr. David's 
ftands Pullicherry, a French Settlement, and one of 
the prettiett Porttfications in {ydia. About $0 Miles 
North of Pull;cherry ſtands Conymere, where the 
Engliſh have a Factory; and fix Miles further 
Northward 1s S$2dcras-a-patan, a Dutch Settlement. 
Twenty Miles farther ſtands Cvblon, the only Settle- 
ment the Offend Eaſt-India Company have in Jnd:ia. 

This was 
orce the moſt conſiderable Place on the Coaſt of 
Coromandel ; but when the Portugueſe fertled here, 
it was in Ruims, ard almoſt abandoned by the In- 
habitants.

_ Save it the Name of Sr. Thomas, from the. Apoſtle 
of that Name, whom Tradition ſays, was martyr'd 
Rere; and that his Sepulchre was on a Hill, a little 
Diſtance trom hence : However, the Porrrugueſe found 
fome Bones, which they immediately enſhrined, and 
are now-become the ObjeRts of.

' Jeants' have two Pounds five Shillings per Month, 
and the Gunner of the Fort 1}. 5s. on which they. 
may live very well, all manner of Proviſion Ixing ex- 
rremely cheap ; and Linnen is fo reaſonable, that a 
Soldier may put on a clean' Shirt every Day; and 
not a common Soldier in the Place but what has a 
Boy to wait on him, the 1ndsans ſuffering their ChYl- 
dren to ſerve the Engliſh for very little, on Account 
of their learning the Language. People of Condi- 
tion have uſually feveral of theſe Servants befides 
their-Slaves, for they are very faithful, and will nei- 
ther eat or dri:tk any of their Maſter's Proviſion for 
the Wnrld upon a Religious Account. 2 
The Governor's Salary is no more than 3ocl. per 
Annum, but their chief Advantages ariſe from their 
Liberty of trading for themſelves. The other fix of 
the Council have Salaries from 100 to gol. per An- 
Num, according. to their Senzority. But they arc 
_ uſually great Merchants; and depend more on their 
Trade than the Company's Allowance. There are 
alſo two fentor Merchants, who have 4ol. per An- 
4m each, and two Junior Merchants, who have gol.

Writers 5/. per Annum. Thele dine at the Compa- 
wy's Tible, and have Lodgings provided for them.

_ and hive very elegantly, having at their Tables not on- 
ly Punch and Perſian Wine, but the Wine and Beer of 
Europe. They have three Cooks of ſeveral Nations, 
and 'are ferved with all manner of Varieties the 
Country affords.

After Dinner of a Sunday 
he is generally carried abroad, to take an Airing in 
his Paknaain on the Shoulders of four Pzons. The

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The Warehouſes, or Magazines of the Company, 
are — that for Bengal} Goods, which is managed by 
a Warehouſe-keeper, and his Aſiitant, with three 
Elders; under whom are a Number of Porters, em-_ 
ployed at daily Wages, — S?. Helens Warehouſe for 
Coaſt and S$yrar Goods, in which are two Warce- 
houſe keepers, and four Elders, beſides Labouter:, 
—'The Drug-Warehouſe, for Drugs and China-ware. 
— Pepper-Warehouſe, — Laſtly, the private Trade 
Warehouſe, all officer'd much like the firſt. The 
Company has no Ships of its own, except a few ſmall 
Craft uſed in the Jydres. Phe reft, whereby their 
Commerce 1s carried on, belong to other Perſons, 
who build and let them out on Freight to the Com- 
pany for each Voyage, according to the 'Terms of a 
Charter-Party agreed on. — By the By-Laws of the 
Company, no Veſlel 1s to be hired, wherein any Di- 
rector 1s concerned direttly or indireCtly, either as 
Owner, or Part-Owner: A Regulation which it 18 
{aid, 1s not over-{tri&tly obſerved. 

No Perſons are allowed to have any private Trade 
except the Company's Otticers, and Seamen ſent to 
India on board their Ships; who are licenied to 
carry out and bring back Commodities to a certain 
Value, greater or lets, according to their Rank. Bur 
at their Return, their Cargoes are to be conſigned to 
the Company, and 1old by them at their uext Sale, 
The Fewvs alſo, and others dealing in Diamonds, 

are allowed to trade for themſelves by the Com- 
pany's Ships, on allowing 1o much per Cenr, to the. 
Company tor Freight. | _ 


I ſhall next relate the Cruelties exerciſed by the 
Dutch on the Engliſs at Amboyna. 

A Faponeje m the Dutch Service, it ſeems, being 
upon the Guard there, the 11th of February 1622, 
made ſome Enquiries of a Dutch Centinel concern- 
tng the Strength of the Caſtle, and the Number of 
the Garriſon, 'T'his the Dots Soldier acquainted

his Superiors with, and the 7aponcſe was imme- 
diately apprehended and put to the Torture. "They 
then demanded, 1f he was not 1ncited by the Engliſh 
to {urprize the Citadel? Which the Fellow having 
never heard of betore, was not eafily perſuaded to 
charge the Engl; with, Whercupon they took up 
ieveral others of the Fapone/e, and a Portugueſe who 
had the Care of the Dyz7ch Slives. Thele the Go- 
vernor having tortur'd ſeveral Days, fo:c'd the poor 
Wretches at Tengrh to ſay as their T'ormentors d1- 
rected them. Aiter this they proceeded to examine 
an Englifh Barber, whom they had made. Priſoner 
tor tome Mildemeanour he had committed in his 
Drink : This Fellow was to frighten'd at the horrid 
Tortures they had inflicted on the Zaporeſe, and 
which he telt himiclt, that he {aid any thing rather. 
than endure the Torture. 

Then they fert for Captain Tower/on the Chief, 
ard the reſt of the Zrglifh Factors, and told them 
they were accuſed of a Contpiracy to take the Caſtle 
of Amboyna, and order'd them all to be feiz'd ; 
ſome of them they committed to Priſon, and others 
they tent in Irons on board their Ships. 'They alto 
 apprchended the Engliſh Factors in the other Parts 
ot the Tiland, and thoſe of Ca7zbelo in the Hland of 
Cerain, amounting in all to fourteen or fificen Per- 
flons. They allo took all the Merchandize and Et- 
t,&s of the Zygl7/f into their Cuſtody ; with their 
C nets, Boxes, "Books and Writings, as arbitrarily 
as 1i the Zyg1;/þ had been really their Subjects, and 

\uilty of a *Contpiracy againit their High Mighti- 
ffs 

Then they made the Engzlif Merchants and Fac- 
tors undergo the Forture ove after another in the 
IOLLOWIDG Manner : Þ bey fiu {t drew the unfortunate 
Man up by Cords to the Top of a high Door, and 
avis g firetch'd his Hands as far at tunder as they 
Co11? d, they taſten'd them to two Iron Staples fixed

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Foot from the Ground, were f{tretch*'d out in hke 
Manner and faiten d to Stayles ; then a Cloth was 


bound about his Neck and Face, and Vater pour'd 
upon his Head m1] the Cloth was full above his 


Mouth and Noltr!

ijuck m the Water or be ſuffocated ; 11] ey CoOn- 
tinued to pour in Water, till his Body was {weld 


as big as two or three, and the Water gufl "a out at- 


his Fars and Nolſc, and his Eyc< vere ready to ttart 
out cf. his Head, When they tound him almolt dead 
they would let him down, making him diſgorge the 
Water ; and if he did rot then lay as they ; direRed 
him, he was hoiſted up and ferv'd in the fame Man- 
ner again and again. 

If the Water Torture had not the Effet upon the 
Perfon they propos'd, they hotſked him up as before, 


and plac'd lighted Candles under his Feer, Hands 


and Armpits til] the Fat dropt out; and fome the 
burnt to that Degree before they would confels, as 
they call'd it, that iherr very Enirails were ſens 
ſome they {plit their Tozs, taring off their Nx ils; 
others hey cut their Breatts, r ramm'd 1 Gunpowder 
and Wildfire, and then ter Fire to 't ; and particu- 
larly Mr. Clark and Mr. Thompſon were to ma: gled 
with thele unheard of Barbarities, that they were 
forc'd to be carried to thetr Execution. 

But before they were 1o merciful as to kill theſe 
poor Gentlemen outright, they were thrown into 
Dungeons for five or fix Days 1n this milerable Con- 
dition, not beins tuffer'd to have th-ir Wounds 
drets'd, inlomuch that their Fle' m1 Putrity'd and bred 
Mazoots, and they were 10 Joathlome to themielves 


and others, that the Stench could hardly be en- 


dured. 

It 1s remarkable, that all theſe Gentlemen, both 
befors and atter the Iorwurc, deny'd every Word 
that had been extoried from them, and protels'd 
themſclves innocent of what was latl to their Charce, 
at their Deaths, as they hop'd for the Mercy ct God, 
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before whom they were Juſt going to appear. Cap- 
tain Tow?rſon wrote to this Purpole in fome Papers 
he I-ft behind him, and Mr. Grizgs, Mr. Beaumont, 
Price and Browsy wrote in a Table Book which was 
afterwards brought to England by thoſe who were 
Aſuffer'd tro ſurvive, That by extreme Torment they 
avere compell'd to ſay what they never thought ; and 
fook it upgn therr Deaths, they were tmnocent of *ehat 
evas laid ro their Charge; and that they knew no 
more of the Buſineſs they were charg'd with, than the 
Child unborn. - 

All the Priſoners being brought into the Hall of 
the Caſtle on the 26th of February, being the Night 
before the Execution, the Zaponeſe cry'd out, O ye 
Engliſh ! when did we ever eat, or drink, or converſe 
with you? To which the Engliſh aniwer'd, Why 
then have ye accus'd us? "Then the Zaponeſe expos'd 
their tortur'd Bodies, replyiny, If a Stone were thus 
burnt, wou'd it not change its Nature? How then 
cold Fleſh and Blood hold out ? 

The Engliſh here again all profets'd their Inno- 
cence, and cefir'd to receive the Sacrament before 
they died, to teſtify their Sincerity ; but 1t was de+ 
py'd them. Then 1aid Mr. Col/on, if I am guilty, 
20rc or leis, of what I am charg'd with, may T ne- 
ver be a Paertaker of rhe Yoys of Heaven. At which 
_ every one of the Engliſh cry'd out, Ainen, for me, 
Good Lord. Then having ask'l one another For- 
_ grvenels for what they had ſaid under the Torture, 
they ipent the Night in Prayers and finging Plialms, 
and Comtorting one another ;z and the next Day were 

Beheaded. OP | 
_ Thete Proceedings were atteſted upon Oath 1n the 
Court of Admiralty by the ZEng!:ifþ Fattors, who 
were tuticr'd tocome to England and relate the whole. 
matter: For had the Dutch not tent rhele Gentlemen 
home, and piven them an Oppo: tunity of divujging 
and recording the Treatment they met wich from their 
Diar ities in the Tndijes, the priacipal Dcfign a

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all this Barbarity had been loſt ; the World might 
then have remain'd 1gnorant of the Conſequences of 
oppoſing the Encroachments of the Da7ch : Bur at- 
ter the Publication of thete inhuman and barbarous 
Proceedings, they were morally ture they ſhould 
never ſee an Engliſhman trafficking in the Spice 


1/ands again. And it 1s obſervable, that the Dutch 


Governor of Amboyna proclaim'd a Faſt on this Oc- 
caſion, and perpetrated a}] this Villany 4: the Name 
of tho Lord ; whoſe Direction he pretended to have 
obtained by his fervent Prayers. 


The Enghſh Enſt-tndia Company annex'd to the. 


Narrative of the Dutch Cruelties at Amboyna, fome 
Reaſons to ſhew the Improbability of their Factors 


being engag'd in the Defign they were charg'd with. 


The Subſtance whereof follows : 

1. The Erglifþ Fators knew that the FZapone/o 
had been tortur'd for twn or three Days on pretence 
of a Confpiracy to ſurprize the Fort; and yet they 
never attempted to make their Eſcapes, as they might 
eaſily have done in the Country Boats. 

2. The Defien appears to be 1impraCticable, be- 
cauſe the Dvrch had a Garriſon of two or three 
hundred Men in the Fort, and as many Burghers in 


the Town ready to join them: And there were no_ 


more than ten Engl:i/hzen and as many Zaponeſe 1n 
the Place, unprovided of every Thing for tuch an 
Attempt; for in the Zxgl;þ Houſe, when 1t was 
ſcarch'd, were only wed three Swords, two Fuzee's 


and half a Pound of Powder; and the Zaponcſe had 
no other Arms but a ſhort Sword. Bur tuppoting 


theſe twenty Men ſhould have been able to have. 


maſter'd the Garriton and leiz'd the Caſtle, how 
could they have propns'd to have kept it, having 
none to ſupport them ? For there was not one Fng- 
liſp Veſſel in the Harbour ; and not above-five Eng- 
lifhnen more, and twenty Fapone/e in the whole 
Ifland. On the other hand, the Dutch had three 
{ſong Caſtles there bofides this, garriton'd by thetr own 

Troops, 
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.* Troops, and eight Ships riding in the Road ; with 

| which Power it had been very eaſy for them to have 
retaken the Fort from the twenty Znglifþ and 7a- 
poneje, 1t they had aCtually been 1n Pofleflion of it. 

3. To what Purpoſe ſhould theſe Gentlemen run 

this Hazard, when their Principals had but juſt be- 

fore agreed to accept of a third Part of their Spices, 
and had actually ſettled Factories to manage their 
Part of the Trade in defenceleis Houſes, untortified 
and unfurniſh'd with every Thing to defend them+- 
felves, and Jiable to be ſ{eiz'd and plundered by the 
Dutch (as they actually were on this Occaſion) ? 
Their Maſters could never approve of ſo mad a Con- 
duct therefore as an Attempt to ſeize this Fort; 
beeauſe 1t mult inevitably expoſe all their other 
Factories to the Fury of the Dutch, who don't ute 
to be very backward in making Repriſals. 

4. It 1s not tb be ſupposgd that every one of the 
Pritoners, Faponeſe as well as Chriſtians, ſhould fo 
lolemnly have deny'd every Part of this pretended 
Plot at their Deaths, 1f there had. been any Truth 
in It ; efpectally ſince thoſe ſix Znglifhinen who re- 
tury'd to Fy7land are acknowledged on all hands to 
be perfectly 1gnorant of the Matter : Nor was there 
found any one Paper or Letter, when the Dnrc/ 

roke open the Chelis and Cabinets of the Factors, 
that gave the Jealt Colour to this pretended Plor. 

From all which, the Zyglif Company ttrongly 
conclude, that the Plot was all on the Dutch Side 
and that 1t was their in{atiable Avarice and Cove- 
touinels to monop2lize the whole Trade of the Ao- 

tucca's, Banda and Aimaboyna to themielves, which 
was the true Source of all theſe Proceedings: And tt 
the Circumllances above-mentioned were not ſufti- 
cient i0 Prove It, their ſeizing upon all the Enghfp 
Factortcs 1n the Spice T{ands immediately aiterwards, 
and excluding them and all other Nations from that 
Trade ever fince, comes very little hort of a De- 
mc nitration of thetr Intentions. 


Nor 
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Nor did it fare hetter with the Natives of Prolo- 
roo, who had put themſelves under the Prorection 
of the King of England,” than with the Eg!if theme 
ſelves ; for in Augyft, 1622. (half a Year betore the 
Amboyna Tragedy) they put no lets than an hun- 
dred and fixty two of the principal Inhabitants to 
| the Torture at once, in the ſame Manner they ferv'd 
the Tngh at Amboyna, under Pretence of a Plot : 
Two of theſe dy'd with the Extremiry of the Pain, 
_ and all the reſt were executed without the Jeaft Re- 
morſe; not ſparing their Prieſt, who was ordered 
to be cut aſunder for preſuming to aſſert their Inno- 
cence: And the Wives and Children of theſe mite- 
rabl: Wretches were carried into Slavery, 

King Charles the Firſt, finding all Repreſentations 
and Memorials on this Head 1nefettual, was about 
to encreale his Shipping, and call the Dnurch ro an 
| Account ; but was unhappily prevented by the Civil 
War which enſued. 

The Rump Parliament, who poſieſs'd themſelves 
of the Sovereign Power after the Murder of King 
Charles, were not to be amus'd by the HypocriticaJ 
Cant of the States calling themſelves z7hetr Brethren, 
and of the ſame Houjhold of Faith ; but retus'd to 
make any Peace with Holland, till they contented 
to bring all thoſe to Juſtice who were cancern'd in 
that bloody Maflacre at Amvoyia: Which Article 
indeed was perform'd in much the ſame Manner the 
former Treaty was, in the Reign of King Z:mes 1. 
However, this ſhews that tho' the:Nation was di- 
vided in other Potats, yet all Parties agreed in de- 
manding Satisfaction for the Lives of thole Gentle- 
men 1o barbarouſly tortur'd at Amvoriia; and tor 
the Depreaations of the Dz7ch in the Tidies, And 
had not C97} had ſome By-ends of his own to 
{erve, they would 1ntall.bly have been compeli'd to 
reſtore tho!? Countries they had 1o treacherouſly 
uſurp'd, and given Satisfation for their repeatec! 
Robberies and Murders of the Engl:fs Merchants, 

The principal Manufaftures of lia, are 
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Sijks, Callicoes and Muſlins ; we import allo from 
thence Diamonds and other precious Stones, great 
(Quantities of Pepper the Growth of the Malabar 
Coaſt, Saltpetre, Indigo, Cardamums, Opium, A1- 
Jaicetida, and a great Variety of Phyſical Drugs. 
'The Goods carried from ZZurope thither, are Engliſh 
Broad cJorth, Lead, Looking-Glaſſes, Sword-blades, 
Knives, Haberdaſhers Wares, Gold and Silver Lace, 


'Tin-ware, Wine, Brandy, Beer, and ſome other 


Proviiions, raken off chiefly by our own FaQtories ; 
the Ships alſo frequently take in Flints with their 
Balaſt, tor there 1s not a Flint to be found in {ndiga, 
at leait 1n thoſe Parts the Zuropeans have viſited, 
infomuch that I have tound a Bag of Gun Mflints al- 


moſt as valuable as Money in the Inland Country, 


where the People had not an Opportunity of being 
Jupply'd by our Shipping; but it muſt be confels'd, 
that all the Goods we carry to India are a Trifle, 
compar'd with the Bullion and Foreign Coin tranſ- 
ported thither. Our Ships are in a Manner empty 
of Merchandize when they g0 out, tho' there 1s 
hard]Jy any of them which carry leſs than three or 
tourſcore thouſand Pounds of Treaſure, which has 
made it a Queltion, whether the ſndia Trade be of 
any Advautage to this Nation, But to this the 
Company have an{wered, that the [xd;an Merchan- 
dize which they export again and fell in leveral 
Parts of Zurope, brings in more 1'teature than they 
carry out; and were It otherwiſe, fince we ſhou'd 


3nfallibly be ſupply'd by the Darch with theſe Com- 


racdities at a much dearer Rate, when they had 
monopoliz'd the "Trade to themielves, contequently 
more 'T'realure would be carried to Hoi}and than 1s 
now carried to Jnlis. It it be taid, that the Pro- 
duct and ManuiaRtures of /ndia miyht be totally 
Ywontbited the Subjects of Brizazn, it may be an- 
4werld, that unlefts we could prohibit them to 
the reſt of Tiyrope, we ſhould by ihis Means 
: mealurably aggranoize the Dich, and mm ef- 
+c& put all the Trades, ard conlequently all the 

Trcalure 
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Treaſure of the World mto their Hands in a ſhort 
Time. Was the Trade of {:7d:a open to all Na- 
tions, and the reſt of the World ſhar'd with the 
Dutch 1n the Spices and other rich Merchandize of 
the Eait, it might not be of any great Conſequence 
whether the Engl:;/p traded thither or not: But 
ſhou'd the Dutch engsrofs the reft of the Trade as 
they have done that of Spice, (except Pepper) and 
conlequently cou'd fer what Price they pleas'd on 
them, they wou'd foon give Laws to the whole trad- 
ig World, which it B7/razy can tamely fit {t1]] ana 
{ce, ſhe will not long boaſt of the Dominion of the 
Ocean, but muſt be content to truekie to thoſe High 
and Mighty Merchants rais'd by her own Arms to. 
that Grandeur we lee them at preſent. As tor the 
O/?cnd Company, what Hurt can they do us? Can it 
be tuppos'd they will ever be an Over-match for the 
Dutch, and deprive them of their Settlements 1n the. 
Spice-I{flands? And admitting they ſhould one Day 
come 1n for a Share 1n the Spice Trade, wou'd not 
_ this be rather an Advantage than a Prejudice to us, 
as well as to all the Nations of Europe, in bringing 
down the Price of thoſe Commodities, which might 
be as cheap as Pepper, it vait Quantities were not 
yearly deſtroy'd by the Dutch? When we lee the 
Oftenders begin to attack the Hollanders and deprive 
them of their Settlements, as the Dutch terv'd the 
Portugueſe, 1t will then be time enough to exert our 
{elves in Favour of the Dutch; and it in the Dil- 
pute, we ſhould be able to put in for a Share of 
what we were {o barbarouily and unjuſtly depriv'd 
off, I can't conceive what Reaton we have to dread 
the Approach of. fuch an Event, notwithſtanding 
lome Gentlemen pretend to pronolticate diſmal Con- 
ſequences from the eltablithing an Oend "Trade. 
As for the Trade of Si]}ks, Mullins and Callicoes, 
theſe are the Product of the Mogul's Domintons, and 
we can never be excluded from this Trade, except 
we exclude ourſelves ; py for the Spices, theſe 
NP-: | We 
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we have loft already to the Dutch 5 and no won- 
der that Nation, and ſuch Engliſh Men as are in 
theirIntere!', ſhould exclaim againſt any others put- 
ting 1n for a Share of the Trade. What Intereſt we 
can have as a Nation in oppoſing other People's 
trading to {ndia, I can't conceive, But admitting 
we had as great an Intereſt as the Dutch in the 
Matter, by what Authority, or with what Juſtice 


can we or they reſtrain the Oftenders, or any other 


People, trading to the Zaft {ndies, which are not 


at all tubject ro us, but to the Mogul and other In- 


dependant Princes, over whom we cannot pretend 
to any Superiority, It 1s true, Nations do not al- 
ways conſider what 1s juft, but what 1s convenient, 
and ſome People ſeem to infinuate, that Succeſs 
lanctifies the greateſt Villanies, that Conqueſt tranſ- 
fers a Right to the Conqueror, how unjuſtly ſoever 
the War began, and that whoever has Power, has a 


Right to oppreſs and enflave the reft of Mankind ; 
and either this D»Arine is Orthodox, or ſome of 


our Neighbours have a very weak Title to their Ac- 
quifitions 1n the Jndzes. As they are confcious they 
have no better Title than Force, they may well be 
apprehenſive that ſometime or other a fuperior 
Force jhould expel them, as they expelI'd their 
Predeceflars. While on the other Hand, the Eng- 


li Juitly boalt, that there 1s not one of their Set-. 


tlements in India, but what were fairly purchaſed, 
or voluntarily transferred to them; nor have they 
attempted to encroach on the Natives, or enlarge 
their "Territories by Force in any one Inſtance ; 
and thoſe who live under their Government, enjoy 


_ greater Privileges than they did under their former 


Princes. | Sy | 
'The Kingdom of Zapan 1s compoſed of ſeveral 
Iſlands which lye about 100 Leagues to the Eafſtward 
of the Empire of Crna, and extend from the 3oth to 
s8th Degree of North Latitude, ard tome lay to the 
4oth, and are about 139 Degrees to the Eaſtward of 
L91491, 
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London. The largeſt of thele Iſlands, and from 
whence the Kingdom receives 1ts Name, 1s Zapan, 
{ometimes called Niphon, which 1s about 600 Miles 
'in Length, and between 109 and 159 1n Breadth, 
and contains 55 Provinces. I. 
The molt confiderable Cities in this Kingdom are, 
Firſt, Meaca anciently the Seat of the Empire, when 
the Family of the ZDarris were upon the Throne, 
and here the Dariro, or High Prieſt, {ti]I reſides, 
and maintains the Port of a Prince, though he be 
diveſted of all Temporal Power. This City lies in 
the Latitude of 36, about the Middle of the South 
Coalt of the [land of Niphon, upon a River which 
divides 1t into two Parts : It contains about io0c,oco 
Houſes, and is faid to be 20 Miles and upwards in 
Compals. pee x. IR. 

2. S$9ccat, a very large and populous City, fituate 
allo on the South Part of the {land of Nephon, on 
the Bay of Ifaco; its Walls are waſh'd by the Sea 
on one Side, and on the other 1t 1s defended by a 
Wall and Ditch. | 

3. Fedo, which lies about zoo Miles to the Eaft- 
ward of Saccar, on an Arm of the Sea. This City is 


at preſent the Seat of the Empire : The Palace, 


which is a large Square of five Miles in Compats, 
ftands in the Middle of the City, and 1s ſurrounded 
by three Walls, there being Courts, Gardens and 
Canals between the Walls: Within the innermoſt 
Wall are the Royal Apartments and the Serag]o. 
The Furniture, Gildings and Carvings of theſe 
are much enlarged on by Travellers. Every Thing, 
'tis {aid, appears grand and magnificent, and this may 
reaſonably be conjeftured from the Palaces that ſtand 
in the outward Courts : But 1t 1s fome queſtion whe- 


ther ever any Z#4ropean has. been admitted to view 


the Seraglto. | 

The Faponeſe wear ſeveral Veſts one upon another, 
with a looſe Gown over all, not much unlike the 
Chineſe; they have Drawers allo which come down 
very 
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very low uyon their Legs, and Slippers without 


Heels, like the Chineſe ; but wear no Cavs, though 
their Heads are ſhaved : They have Fans and Um- 


 brelJa's to defend them from the Weather : "They 


wear a Crice or ſhort Dagger in their Girdle or 
Saſh, and a heavy broad Sword on the right Side. 

They eat little Beef or Mutton, or of the Fleſh of 
any tame Beaſt ; but chiefly that which they take 1n 
Hunting : Some Sects look upon themlſe]ves to be 
probibited by their Religion to kill or eat any 'Thing 
that has Lite, and will not fo much as ear Milk, 
Butter or Cheeſe ; their common Food 1s Rice, Pulte 
and Herbs, as 1tr 4s in moſt eaſtern Nations, 

There 1s a Set alſo which refrain from drinking 
any ſtrong Drink ; but the GeneraJity of the People 
drink a I1quor made of Wheat, not unlike the Chs- 
neſe Hockſhue, and draw a Spirit from Rice ke 
their Sarhye ; bur the uſual Liquor 1s Tea. They 
eat with two. little round Sticks, Iike the Chineſe, 
and uſe nexher Linen, Knives, Forks or Spoons. 
They delight much in Matſquerades and Plays, at 
which the King and Court are often preſent : The 
Subject of their Plays 1s ſome Part of the Hiſtory of 
their own Country, and their Miniſters of State and 
great Men are frequently the principal Actors. 'The 
Court alſo encourage Shootins Matches, and other 
manly Divertions, at which the King and the Qua- 
Itty are often preſent. 

There 1s a great Feſtival celebrated every Year, 
when they viſit the Tombs of their Anceſtors: Ar 
theſe Solemnities every Houle 13 1]]uminated, and 
rhey march out of their 'l'owns at Midnight in a ſo- 
lemn Proceſfion to the Graves of their dead Friends, 
where they eat and drink, and make merry tor 1e- 
vera] Nights ſucceſſively: At the Conclufion of the 
Feaſt they march round the 'Town with Flags, 
Streamers, and Banners, beating upon Braſs Pans 
pefore the Temples of their Idols, and at the Doors 
of cheir Great Men, | 


W acn 
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When a Great Man makes an Entertainment, 'tis 
uſual at the End of the Feaſt to call his Servants to- 
gether, *cas ſaid, and demand which of them will 
kill themſelves before the Gueſts for his Sake ; and 
that thereupoa they contend who ſhall firſt rip up 
their Bowels. That this 1s allo common upon the 
Death of their Maſters, or upon the Jaying rhe 
Foundation of a Palace, or any magnificent Build- 
Ing. 
At the Seaſon the Dutch Fleet 1s expeCted, the Go- 
vernor of Nanguaſaque places Centinels on the Hills 
to give Notice of the Approach of any Ships. When 
they-appear. a Boar is lent off to every Ship with a 
Wazjter, or Officer, and as ſoon as the Ships come to - 
an Anchor, an Exprels is immediately ditpatch'd to 
Court, before whole Return the Dutch may not d11- 
Pole of any Thang. 

In the mean Time a Particular of every Ship's. 
Cargo 1s taken ; with the Name, Age, Stature and 
Othice of every Man on board, whichy 1s tranſlated 
and printed in the Faponeſe Language. When the 
Expreis 1s return'd, the Ship's Crew are permitted 
to come on Shore, and are ail mutter'd before a Za- 
poneſe Commiitary, and every Pexton 1s called over 
aloud, and made to give an Account of his Age, 
Quality and Oilice, to fee if it agrees with the Par- 
ticular given in by the Duic); aiter this Examina- 
tion they are ſent on board again, and the Sails of 
the Ship, with the Guns, Arms and Ammunition 
are brought on ſhore, and the Hatches ſealed down 
by a Zaponeſs Officer; nor can they be opened, 
whatever the Ship's Crew want, without a Per- 
miſtion from the Governor, who always tends a Per- 
lon to ſee what 1s taken out, and ſeal them down 
again : Nor dare the Dutch Sailors light a Candle, 
or make any Noiſe on board their Ships any more 
than on Shore. The Ships are atlow'd no Commu- 
nication with one another; nor 1s any Officer or 
Saijor iufier'd to go en Shore, except the Perſon who 
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is appointed to carry the Company's Preſent to the. 
King at Teddo. His Majelty having accepted the 
Prelent, and prepar'd another for the Company, the 
Dutch Officer is convey?'d to Nanguaſaque under 2 
ſtrong Guard, as be cam?z. This Journey uſually 
takes up about three Months and an halt 
The Fapeneſe are Idolaters, and worſhip the 
Heavens and the Planets, with ſeveral monſtrous 
Idols; but the Gods they principally adore are Xaca 
and Amida, to whom they chiefly apply in their 
Diſtreſs: They give no Account of the Creation of 
the World, but generally believe the Immortality of 
the Soul, and a State of Rewards and Puniſhments, 
and moſt of them believe Tranſmigration, or that 
their Souls ſhall animate other Budies after Death. 
They have abundance of Cloyſters and Nunneries, 
where their Prieſts and Devoteces live unmarried, and 
erform, ſuch Penances as their Religion requires ; 
and Confeflion, the Jeſus tell us, 1s practiſed 
amongſt them, in which their Prieſts are fo ſtri, 
that if they apprehend any 'Thing 1s conceal'd, 1t 1s 
as much as the poor Sinner's Lite 1s worth ; for they 
throw him down from the Top of the Rocks where 
their Stools of their Confeſſion are plac'd, to create 
the greater Dread, and induce their Diſciples to be 
fincere. -.: £ | 
But the moſt conſiderable {land in this Part of 
the World 1s Beryco, which extends from 75 Degrees 
30 Min. North Latitude to 4 Degrees South Latitude, 
and from the rojth to the 117th Degree of Longi- 
tude, being about 500 Miles in Length, and 520 1n 
Breadth, and 1s computed ro be 2500 Miles in Cir- 
cumference. "The Figure of this Ifland being almoſt 
round, 1t p-obably contains a greater Number of Acres 
than any Ifland hitherto dijcover'd, To the Ealt- 
ward of it lies the Iſland of Celebes or Macraffar, to 
the South the Iiland of Zava, to the Weſt the 
Iſland of Sumatra, and to the North Eaſt the P/z- 


lippine Wands, 
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The Air of this Country is not exceffive hot, con- 
fidering it 1s fituated under the EquinoQtia), being 
refreſh'd almoſt every Day with Showers and cool 
Breezes, as all other Countries are under the Tine ; 
but as thoſe Parts of the Ifland which border on the 
Sea-Coaſt lie upon a Flat tor ſeveral hundred Miles, 
and are annually flooded ; upon the retiring of the 
Waters the whole Surface of the Ground is cover'd 

with Mud or ſoft Ouze, which the Sun darting its 
Rays perpendicularly upon, raiſes thick noiſome Fogs, 
which are not diſpers'd til] nine or ten in the Morn- 
ing, and render thoſe Parts of the Iſland very un- 
wholſoine. The Mulrtitude of Frogs and Inſets that 
the Waters leave behind, and are 1oon kilPd by the 
Heat of the Sun, cauſe an intolerable Stench alſo at 
that Time of the Year, and corrupt the Air. Add 
to this, the cold chilling Winds and Damps which 
ſucceed the hotteſt Days, and it would incline us to 
conclude it muſt be very unhealthful, at leaſt to 
Etropean Conſtitutions, it the Loſs of our Countrymen 
who yearly trave] thither did not ſufficiently con- 
vince us of this Truth, But Gold and precious 
Stones, which here abound, make our Adventurers 
{light Death in every Shape, rather than not. poſſeſs 
them; as if 1t were better not to be, than not to be 
rich and great. Nor would the Shores of $77x itfelf 

be unvifited, if the ſame Treaſures were to be found. 
in thoſe Regions, and the Paſtage thither was na- 
vigable. 

The Towns whither the Enuropears trade are built 
for the moſt part upon Floats of 'Timber in their Ri- 
vers, and form one long Street : They live all upon 

' a Floor, but the Houſe 1s divided into Kooms 1uit- 
able to the Largeneſs of the Family ; their Partitions 
being made with {ſplinter'd Cane or Bawbou, and 
their Roofs cover'd with Palmeto Leaves, after the 
Manner of the Malays; the Houles are mditterently 
high, but the Eaves reach down within tour or five 
Foot of the Bottom, to ſhelter them from the {corchk- 
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Ing Sun. Some of their Houſes are built on the 
Quze, and ftand on Piles of Bambou, and at low 


Water they go from one Houſe to another by Pieces 
of Timber; but in Time of Flood they ule their 


_ Boats. The Tide of Ebb runs ſo ſtrong ſometimes at 


atas, that the Houſes on the Floats break looſe 


_ from their Moorings in the Night and drive to Sea. 


Before the Sultan's Palace at Caytongee ſtands a 
Building conſiſting of one Jarge Room, where their 
Counci)s are held, and Foreigners are entertain'd : 
Tt ſtands on Pillars ſeven or eight Foot above the 
Ground, and is open on all Sides, but covered with 
a Roof: 'This Room is about 50 Yards in Length, 
and 3c broad ; in the Middle is the Sultan's Throne, 
being a gilt wooden Chair, and over it is a large 
Canopy of Gold and Silver Brocade. 

About this Room are planted ſeven or eight great 
Guns, but 11] mounted upon broken Carriages, and 
terve neither tor Ornament or Defence. | 

Their Fortificatiuns are very mean : Upon the 
China River, about 18 Miles below Caytongee, there 
{ſtands a wooden Caſtle, mounted with 11 er 12 
Guns pointing down the River ; but it 1s ſo 1ll con- 


triv'd and out of Repair, that it contributes but lit- 


tle to the Security of it ; and in much the ſame Con- 
dition are their other Forts. _ | 

The People of this Ifland are divided into Maho- 
metans and Pagans; the Mahometans inhabit the 
Sea Coaſts, and all the chief Towns of Trade ; and 
the Pagans, who are called Byayo's, poſleſs the in- 
land Country, Thele laſt are repreſented to us by 
the Mahumetans as a barbarous People: On the 
other hand the popiſh Miſſioners who have been 
amonvgſt them, and made ſome Progreſs in their 
Converſion, aflure us, that the Byayo's are much 


more tractable and ready to embrace Chriſtianity 
than the Moors. And 1t 1s very natural to believe, 


that two Nations 1nhabiting one Ifland, and differ- 
ing to widely mm their Manners, as well as their Re- 
3 | ligion, 
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ligion, will of courſe repreſent one another as bar- 
arous, how Peaceable or Polite ſoever they may 
appear to Foreigners, who have not theſe Pre- 
judices. | 2 
The Banjareens live in a hoſpitable, friendly Man- 
ner, their Houſes being always open to their Friends. 
Their Food conſiſts chiefly of boild Rice, Fowls, 
hard Eggs, Fiſh and Veniſon, which at great Men's 
Tables 1s ſerv'd up in Diſhes or Bowls of Gold and 
Silver Plate ; and thoſe of inferior Rank uſe Veflels 
of Braſs or Earthen Ware. They fit Crois-legg'd on 
Matts at their Meals as they do at other Times, and 
are ſeldom ſeen in any other Poſture. "Their uſual 
Liquors are Water or Tea; but tho' their Religion 
prohibit their drinking ſtrong Liquors, there are not 
many of them who will refute Wine or Arrack when 


they are among the Europeaans, but will drink as 


freely as our own People. : 
The Inhabitants of Manzls are a Mixture of Pen- 
_ ple, confifting of Spaniards, Chineſe, Indians, &c. 
and their Complex1ons are as different ; conſiſting of 
Black, White and Tawny, it is computed there are 
about 3000 Souls within the Walls of the City, 
and as many more in the Chineſe Suburb : There 


are other large Suburbs, conſiſting of ſeveral Indian 


Nations 3 who live 1a Houſes built on Wooden Pil- 
| lars near the River, like the People at $7am; and 

beyond their Suburbs on both Sides the River lye 
Gardens, Farms and Country Houſes a great 


Way up into the Country, which make an agreea-

The Inhabitants of the Mountains Iive under the 
Shelter of great Trees, or in littl: Huts they make 
of the Branches ; and when they have eaten up all 
the Fruit and Koots round about, remove to ſome 
ether Place. EE | 

The Air of the Ph/}sppine 1/lands 1s hot and moitt, 
but the Heat 1s not ſo violent as in ſome other 
Ceuntries of a more Northern Latitude, which pro-

ceeds not only from the many Lakes and Rivers 
which Water the Country, but trom the great Rains 
which fall annually and overflow the Low Lands: 
The Sea Breezes alto refreſh the Air moſt Part of 
the Year, and render the Heats very tolerable ; but 
the Moiſture and Dampneſs occafion'd by the Rains, 
and the great Dews which fall even in fair Weather, 
make the Country very Unhealthtul to Exropean 
Conſtitutions, tho* the Natives here live to as great 
an Age as in any other Part of the World. "The 
Europeans are very ſubje&t to Sweating after their 
Meals, and when they are aſleep, which occafions 
an unuſual Faintneſs and Weakneſs ; but this they 
are leis {ubjet to in the Hilly and open- Country, 


and therefore the better Sort of People retire to their 
Country Houles from the Middle of March to the 


End of 7171, being the Time of their greateſt Heats. 
In the Months of Zune, 7Zuly and Auguſt, and part 


of Seprember, the Weſt and South Winds blow, 


bringing with them ſuch Rains that the Fields are 
all overflow'd, and they are forc'd to go from one 
Place to another in Boats; and during this Time 
there are frequent Storms and Tewpeſts, with terris 
ble Thunder and Lightning : From OFober to the 
Miadle of December the North Wind prevails ; and. 


trom that Time till 2ay the Eaſt and South Eaſt 


Winds blow, which is the dryeſt as well as the 
cooleſt and moſt Healthful Parr of the Year. 

'Thele Ilands are ſubject to great Earthquakes, 
which are geverally thought to proceed from Subter- 
rancous Fires which give a violent Motion to ſeve-_ 
ral Minerals ; and having no room to dilate and 
vent themlelves, puſh forwards with great Force a- 
gainſt thoſe folid Bodies which ſurround them, and 
are ſo ſhaken, that the Motion 1s communicated to 


all that 1s over it, even to the Superficies of the 


Earth ; and this 1s confirm'd by Experience, which 
ſhews us that thoſe Places are moſt tubjett to Earth- 
quakes which abound moſt in Minerals and fubter- 

raneous 
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raneous Fires, as 18 obſerv'd of Campania, Calabria 
and Sicily, ſo famous for burning Mountains. = 

In September, 1627. there was ſuch a terrible 
Farthquake at Manila, that it levelled one of the 
Mountains calPd Carvallo's ; and in the Year 1645, 
a third Part of the City of Manila was overthrown, 
and no leſs than three thouſand Souls perifh'd in the 
Ruins : Another Earthquake, not much leſs dread- 
ful, happen'd alſo the Year following; and the old 
Indians pretend that the Ifland was ſt1]I more ſubje&t 
to them in former Times, which was the Reaſon of 
building of their -Houles ſlightly with Wood, and _ 
not as the Spaniards do now with Wood above the 
firſt Floor. ve | 
The Burning Mountains about theſe Iflands, *tis ob- 
fery'd, have all thoſe Effetts that Pliny alcribes to 
the Burning Mountains of {raly; namely, that they 
caſt out their Flames, ſhake the Earth, drivin 
from them the neighbouring Rivers and Sea, ao 
ſcattering their Aſhes round the Country, rending 
the very Rocks, which ſometimes give a Report like 
a Cannon. 2 Te 

From theſe ſubterraneous Fires proceeds a great 
Variety of Hot Baths, and ſome of their Rivers and 
Streams are ſo Hot that they immediately kill any 
Animal that falls into them ; but theſe Waters, tho' 
they are Mineral, are as clear and as well taſted as 
any other, and when they are Cool, are reckon'd 
very healthful to drink of : Within half a Mile of 
one of theſe Hot Rivers there runs another, remark- 
able for its exceflive Cold, which 1s eſteem'd as 
wholeſome to drink of as the former. 

This Country abounds not only in Rivers but 
Lakes, the principal of which 1s the Lake of Bahia, 
not far from the City of 1anzla, which is about 90 
Miles in Compaſs; it is long but very narrow, and 
has great Plenty of Fiſh in it. There are alfo a- 
bundance of Crocodiles which do much Miſchief, 
devouring both Men and Cattle which come _ 

tae 
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the Banks : Not far from this great Lake is another 
{mall one, upon a Mountain, which the Natives 
Imagine has no Bottom, not being able to fathom 
it : The Water is blackiſh, and has only fome 1ll- 
taſted Fiſh in 1t, 

There is a Spring of Hot Water in the Mountains, 
which, *ris ſaid, petrifies every thing that falls into 
it, as well Animals as other Things. - 

Ill now proceed to give an Account of the Dia- 
monds, found in the Kingdoms of Golconda, Viſa- 
pour, Bengale, and the Ifland of Borneo. There are 
four Mines, or rather two Mines, and two Rivers, 
whence Diamonds are drawn. The Mines are, 
1. That of Raolconda, in the Province of Carnatica, 
five Days Journey from Golconda, and eight from 
Viſapour. It has been diſcovered about 200 Years. 
2. 'That of Ganz, or Coulour, leven Days Journey 
from Golconda, eaſtwardly. It was diſcovered 120 
Years ago by a Peaſant, who digging in the Ground 
found a natural Fragment of 25 Carats. $3. That of 
Soumelpour, a large Town in the Kingdom of Zen- 
gale, near the Diamond-mine. This 1s the moſt 
ancient of them all : It ſhould rather be called that - 
of Goual, which is the Name of the River, in the 
Sand whereof theſe Stones are found. Laſtly, the 
fourth Mine, or rather the ſecond River, 1s that of 
Succudan, in the Iſland of Borneo. _ 

Diamond-Mine of Raokonda. In the Neighbour- 
Hood of this Mine the Earth is ſandy, and full of 
Rocks, and Copſe. In theſe Rocks are found ſeveral 
| Uttle Veins, of half, and ſometimes a whole Inch 
broad, out of which the Miners, with a kind of 
hooked Irons, draw the Sand, or Farth, wherein 
the Diamonds are; breaking the Rocks when the 
Vein terminates, that the Track may be found again, 
and continued, When a ſufficient Quantity of Earth, 
or Sand 1s drawn forth, they waſh it two or three 
Times, to ſeparate the Stones thenefrom. The Mi- 
ners work quite naked, except for a thin TR 

zlot 
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Cloth before them; and befides this Precaution, 
| have likewiſe InſpeQtors, to prevent their concealing 
of Stones : Which, however, maugre all this Care, 
they frequently find Means to do, by watching Op- 
ortunities when they are not obſerved, and ſwal- 

owing them down. vs 
Diamond-Mine of Ganz, or Coulour. In this Mine 
are found a great Number of Stones from 10 to 40 
Caracts, and even more; and it was here that fa- 
mous Diamond of Aureng-Zeb, the Great Mogul, 
which before 1t was cut, weighed 793 Caratts, was 
found. 'The Stones of this Mine are not very clear ; 
their Water 1s uſually tinged with the Quality of the 
Soil; being black where that 1s marſhy, red where 
1t partakes of red, ſometimes green, and yellow, if 
the Ground happen to be of thoſe Colours. Ano- 
ther Defe&t of tome Conſequence is a kind of Greafi- 
neſs appearing on the Diamond, when cut, which 
takes off Part of its Luſtre. There are uſually no 
leſs than 60,000 Perſons, Men, Women, and Chil- 
dren at work in this Mine, OS RE os 
When the Miners have found a Place where they 
intend to dig, they level another ſomewhat bigger in 
the Neighbourhood thereof, and incloſe it with 
Walls about two Foot high, only leaving Apertures 
from Space to Space, to give Paſlage to the Water. 
Afﬀter a few ſuperſtitious Ceremonies, and a kind of 
Feaſt, which the Maſter of the Mine makes the 
 Workmen, to encourage them, every one goes to his 
Buſineſs, the Men digging the Earth in the Place 
firſt diſcovered, and the Women and Children car- 
rying it off into the other walled round. They dig 
12, or 14 Foot deep, and till ſuch Time as they 
find Water. 'Then they ceaſe digging, and the 
Water thus found ſerves to waih the Earth two or 
three Times, afcer which it 1s let out at an Aperture 
reſerved for that End. This Earth being well 
waſhed, and well dried, they fitt it in a kind of. 
open Steve, or Riddle, much as we do Corn in 
L£urope z 
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Etropes then thraſh it, and fift it afteſh ; and Iaſt- 
Ty, featch it well with the Hands to find' the Dia- 
monds. They work naked, as in the Mine of Raol- 
cornda, atid are watched after the 1:ke Manner by 
Infpecttors. i LY | 

Diamond- Mine of Soummelporr, or! River Goual. 
S$01teÞpour is a large Town built all 'of Earth, and 
covered 'with Branches of Cocao Trees : The River 
Gornl tuns by the Foot thereof, in its paſſing from 
the high Mountains towards the South to the 
Ganges, where it Ioſes tits Name. It is from this 
River are brought a! our fine Diamond' Points, or 
Sparks, called narnral Sparks. TPhey' never begin 
ro feek for Diamonds i this River till after the 
great Rains are over, that is, after the Month of 
December z and they uſually even wait till the'Water 
is grown clear, which 1s-not before Zanuary. The 
Seaſon at hand, ejght or ten thouſand Perſons of all 
Ages, and Sexes, come out of | So17#eIportr, and the 
neighbouring Villages. "The moſt experienced among 
them ſearch, and examine the Sand of the River, g0- 
ing up it from Soummelpour to the very Mountains 
whence 1t ſprings. A great Sign that there are 
Diamonds 1n it, 1s, the finding of thoſe Stones which 
we Europeans call 'Thunder-ftones. When all the 
Sand of the River, which at thar Time 1s very low, 
has been well examined, they proceed to take up 
that wherein they judge Diamonds likely to be 
found ; which 1s done after the following Manner : 
They dam rhe Place round with Stones, Earth, and 
Faicines, and lading out the Water, dig' about two 
Foot deep: "Ihe Sand thus got 1s carried into a 
Place walled round on the Bank of the River, The 
re{i 1s performed after the ſame Manner as at Cowr- 
ory and the Workmen watched with equal Strict- 
neſs. 

Diamond- Mine in the Hland of Borneo, or River 
of Sureudan. We are but little acquainted with this 
Nine ; the Queen who reigns in that Part of the 

Ifland 
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Iſland not allowing Strangers to have any Commerce 
1n theſe Stones z thuugh there are very fine ones to 
be bought at Baravea, brought thither by Stealth. 

They were anciently ima-ined to be ſoiter than thoſe 

of the other Mines ; but Experience ſhews, they are 

 1n no Reſpett inferior to them. "a. 
| Befide theſe four NDiamond-Mines, there have been 

two others diſcovered ; one of them between Conulour 

and Raolconda, and the other in the Province of 
 Carnatica ; but they were both cloſed up almoſt as 
ſoon as diſcovered : That of Carnarica, by reaſon 
the Water of the Diamonds was always either black, 
or yellow ; and the other, on account of their Crack- 
1ng, and flying in Pieces when cut and ground. 

The Diamond, we have already obſerved, is the 
hardeſt of all precious Stones, It can only be cur, 
and ground by itſelf, and its own Subſtance. To 
bring it to that Perfe&tion which augments its Price 
ſo conſiderably, they begin by rubbing ſeveral a- 
gainſt each other, while rough ; after having firſt 
glued them to the Ends of two wooden Blocks, thick 
enough to be held in the Hand. It 1s this Powder 
thus rubbed off the Stones, and received in a little 
Box for the Purpole, that ſerves to grind, and poliſh 
the Stones. 

Diamonds are cut, and poliſhed by means of a 
Mill, which turns a Wheel of foft Iron ſprinkled 
over with Diamond Duſt mixed with Oil of Olives, 
The ſame Duſt, well ground, and diluted with Wa- 
ter and Vinegar, 1s uſed in the Sawiny of Diamonds ; 
which 1s performed with an Iron, or Braſs Wier, as 
fine as a Hair. Sometimes, in lieu of ſawing the 
Diamonds, they cleave them, eſpecially if there be 
any large Shivers therein. But the Europeans are 

not daring, or expert enough to run the R1tque of 

_ cleaving, for Fear of breaking. 

A rough Diamond mult be choten uniform, of a 
good Shape, tran{parent, not quite white, and free 
of Flaws, and Shavers. 7 ous rugged, dircy, 


fawey, 
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flawey, veiny Stones, and all ſuch as are not fit for 
cutting, they uſe to pound in a Stee] Mortar made 
| for that Purpoſe ; and when pulverized, they ſerve 
to ſaw, cut and poliſh the reſt. Shivers are occa- 
fioned in Diamonds by this, that the Miners, to get 
them more eafily out of the Vein, which winds Re. 
tween two Rocks, break the Rocks with huge Iron 
| Leavers, which fhakes, and fills the Stone with 
Cracks and Shivers. 'The Ancients' had two mi- 
ſtaken Notions with regard to the Diamond : The 
firſt, that 1t became ſoft by ſteeping it in hot Goat's 
Blood. And the ſecond, that it is malleable, and 
bears the Hammer. Experience ſhews us the con- 
trary ; there being nothing capable of mollifying the. 
Hardneſs of this Stone ; though its Hardnels be not 
ſuch, that it will endure being ſtruck with the Ham- 
mer at Pleaſure. 
The fineft Diamonds now in the World are that 
of the Great Mogul], weighing 279 Carafts ; that of 
the Great Duke of Zu/cany, weighing 139 CaraQts ; 
and that known 1n France under the Name of (7rand 
Sancy, which 1s one of the Crown Jewels, weighing 
106 Caratts, whence its Name S2ncy, which 1s a Cor- 
ruption of cen? ſix, that is 105. Taverizer, by a 
Rule which he had made for eſtimating the Value 
of Diamonds, computes that of the Great Mogul 
at 11723278 French Livres, equivalent to 5759244 
Pounds Sterling ; and that of the Duke of Zy/cany, 
at 2608335 Livres, or 195374 Pounds Sterling.

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It muſt be obſerved, however, that DefeRs in the. 
Water, or Shape ; red or black Spots; Shivers, and 
other Failings, frequently found in theſe Stones, re- 
duce the Price by one third, and ſometimes more. 
About fixty or ſeventyYears ago, a Portugueſe went 
to the Mines from Goa, and having ſpent in Min- 
ing all that he haa, even to what wearing Clothes 


the laſt Day's Expence, he had prepared a Cup of 
Poiſon, reſolving, if that Night he found nothing, 
to drink his Laſt, with the Conclufion of his Mo- 
ney.; but in the Evening, the Workmen brought 
him a very fair, ſpread Stone, of twenty Pago's 
weight, in Commemoration whereof, he cauſed a 
great Stone to be erected in the Place, with an In- 
icription engraved on it, in the Hondues, or Telling- 
da Tongue, | to the following Effect, which remains 
to be ſeen til] this Day. | 


Tour Wife and Children ſell, ſell what you have, 
Spare not your Clothes, nay make yourſelf a Slave : 
But Money get ; then to Beneal make haſte, 
There ſearch the Mines, a Prize you't find at laſt, 


The Miners, thoſe that employ them, and the 
Merchants that buy the Stones of them, are gene- 
rally Erhnicks; not a Muſulizan that ever I heard 
of, followed the Employment. Theſe Labourers 
and their Employers are Zellinga's, commonly Na- 
tives of or near the Place. "The Merchants are the 
Baninns of Guzarat, who, for ſome Generations, 
have forfaken their own Country to take up the 
Trade, in which they have had ſuch Succeſs. that 
"tis now ſolely ingrofled by them; who correfpond- 
ing with their Gountrymen in Surar, Goa, Golcon- 
da, Viſiapour, Agra, Dilly, and other Places in 
{ndia, turniſh them all wich Diamonds. - 

The Governors of the Mines are allo Idolaters. 


1n the King of Golconda's Dominions, a Feulinga 


Brains 
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Bramme rents moſt of them, whoſe Agreement with 
the Adventurer 1s, that all the Stones they find un- 
der a Pagoda Weight are to be their own, and all 
of that Weight and above 1t to be his, for the King's 
Uſe. Both Merchant and Miner go genera]ly na- 
ked, only a poor Clout about their Middle, and a 
Saſh on their Heads; they dare not wear a Coat, 
leſt the Governor ſay they are thriven much, are 
Rich, and ſo enlarge his Demands on them. The 
Wilſeſt, when they find a great Stone, conceal it till 

they have an Opportunity, and then with Wife and 
Children run Ml away into the V7/iapour Country, 
where they are ſecure and well uſed, by Reaſon 
whereof their Mines are much more populous, and. 
better employed than thoſe of Golconda 

No Country ſure ever ſo neatly reſembled a State 
of Innocency as this. Their Defence againſt their 
Potent Enemy unites them in the ftriteſt Bands of 
Friendſhip. They ſeem to live as it they were of 
one Family. Their Governors neither oppreſs or 
tyrannize over them, and yet the common People 
preſerve a due Reipect for them, and have nothing 
of Slavery or Influlence in their Looks. Religion 
creates no Differences in the State or private Fami- 
lies. "There are indeed ſeveral Caſts or Sets a- 
moneſt them: but it is an unalterable Maxim ne- 
ver to change their Caſt; and it one wou'd become 
a Profjelyte to agother Sect, he could not be receiv'd 
into a Caſt which bis Anceſtors were not of, to that 
there is no Contention on thoſe Heads; neither in 
their Buildings or their Cloathing do they affe&t any 
more than what Nature requires to guard them from 
the Weather. They uſe a very ſimple Dier, ſuch' 
as Milk, Rice, Roots or Herbs, very little Meat, 
and always dreſs'd the fame Way ; they have no 
made Diſhes, and very little Vaitety 4n their way 
of Eating. Water 1s their uſual Drink; neither 
Beer or Wine 18 to be found in the Country, The 
Inferior People diſt] a imall fort of Arrack from 
Rice, 
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Rice, but I did not obſerve that their Superliors ever 
taſted it; and even among the common People, 
Druokenneſs is never heard of, or that Brawling and 


 Quarre}ling, which 1s ſo common in other Neigh- 
 bourhoods, much leſs thoſe Oaths and- Execrations 


10 frequent amongſt us, They don't ſeem to have 
mix'd with any other Nation; and as they never 
travel out of their own Country, can have imported 
no foreign Vices : But they are even with the reſt of 
the World in one Particular, namely, in believing 
all People but themielves to be barbarous ;z which 


_they are the more. excuſable in, as they have re- 


ceiv'd tuch barbarous Uſage from the Moors and 
Moguls, who have invaded and taken moſt of their 
Country from them. | 
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
